Flip It and Reverse It 

Bush abandons troublesome action for the sanctity of meaningless battles and ideological purity

Given that this week we celebrated the 
signing of the Declaration of Independence 
on July 4, this column was going to be 
another one focused on the Constitution and 
the American government. Unfortunately, last 
week I blew the lead on “Page Two” and actu- 
ally didn’t articulate the point of the column 
anywhere clearly within it. The subhead, 
composed by staff, reflects what the column 
actually says rather than what was intended: 
“A Prayer Too Far: By engaging in an impos- 
sible immigration debate, Bush has again 
betrayed his spiritual backers.” 

Actually, the point of the column was pret- 
ty much exactly the opposite of that. What I 
wrote in the first paragraph was insufficient; I 
should have gone on at greater length to more 
clearly make the point. I didn’t remedy this 
oversight in the rest of the column. 

What I should have written was something 
more along the lines of (bold parts are what I 
should have added): 

“Listening to the current debate on illegal 
immigration makes it startlingly clear as to 
what a huge disservice, in actually invading 
Iraq, Bush has done to his core voters, the 
religious right wing of the Republican Party. 
He has missed, I’m afraid, their deep, spiritual 
religiosity and genuine disinterest in the mate- 
rial world. Political rhetoric is about purity 
of vision and prayer. The goal is to articu- 
late a clear, morally correct, good-old- 
American-common-sense position, one 
that is untainted by possible consequence 
but clearly expresses major frustrations 
with the failures of government due to 
the influence and manipulative powers 
of those who have differing opinions (i.e., 
Democrats). The action is prayer - it is 
railing against the night and the coming 
of the dark. Actual action can only muddy 
the purity of the ideas and could even dent 
the passion and certainty of the convic- 
tions with which they are expressed. 

I wanted to consider the current American 
politics in which words are better than actions 
and intentions are far more important than 
results. The holy act is the proclamation of 
insisted-upon, righteous, ideological convic- 
tions, both morally anchored and originated. 
Ideally, in respect of the blessed Limbaugh, 
all this should be delivered with a tone 
asserting moral and intellectual superiority, 
combined with an underlying scoffing that 
dismisses any other view as corrupted and 
just too ridiculous. These convictions can 
only be betrayed, trivialized, and/or mud- 
died by anything as mundane as corrective 
responses, proactive considerations, or actual 
legislative actions. 

The very messy, complex, and unpredict- 
able real world should not be allowed to 
interfere with the pristine, spiritual one. 
Our world, by definition, is secular, cor- 
rupt, and inclined toward evil. Dipping holy 
thoughts into the polluted cesspool of mun- 


dane humanity is acquiescence to the spine- 
less/liberal-left/communist, devil-worshipping 
Democrats’ deluded, humanist yet dehuman- 
izing, ideological epidemic. By invading Iraq, 
Bush actually followed through on what the 
right was insisting needed to be done and 
which they asserted would easily solve the 
problem. At the time, it seemed the holiest of 
crusades. But, as has happened since Eve first 
took a bite of the apple offered by the snake, 
knowledge has polluted idealism, reality 
betrayed ideology. Nothing about the actual 
invasion of Iraq and its aftermath, except end- 
ing the unarguable evil of Saddam Hussein’s 
government, has come close to being as neat, 
predicable, easy, and effortless as the rhetoric 
was insisting it would be. 

The argument was that, despite a dozen 
years of economic sanctions, Hussein was 
a military threat, a demented dictator ready 
and able to go to war and disrupt the uneasy, 
not-actual-peace of the Middle East. His 
regime was also a direct threat to this coun- 
try, the argument continued - not just inter- 
nationally, but in terms of terrorist actions 
within our borders: Hussein had weapons of 
mass destruction, and he would not only use 
them but also supply them to terrorists and 
other enemies of the American people. Even 
if he didn’t have them, he was still directly 
connected to the fundamentalist Muslim ter- 
rorists. Even if he wasn’t connected and was 
not actually involved, then, at least spiritually, 
his government participated in 9/11. Finally, 
if nothing else, Hussein was an evil dictator 
who needed to be overthrown so democracy 
could be given to the Iraqi people. 

Not surprisingly, most of these arguments 
still thrive. In denial of all evidence, true 
believers were thrilled by the victory - ignor- 
ing that this was the most powerful, massive, 
and technologically advanced national military 
in the history of the world, crushing a Third 
World, strutting, self-deluded, would-be-pow- 
erful psychopath’s defense. Instrumental to 
the buildup was the claim that 12 years of 
economic sanctions had been toothless and 
ineffective. Ignored in the victory celebration 
was how well they had actually worked. Sure, 
Hussein and the core group made and kept 
hundreds of millions in the black market, but 
mostly this was diverted to building endlessly 
elaborate mosques and personal residences. 
The military defense was ill-equipped, unpre- 
pared, and lacking any air force. 

The discussion over WMD and the al 
Qaeda/Iraq connections is still very much 
alive, with regular finds of caches of support- 
ing documents discovered. They just have yet 
to be offered up by our government to main- 
stream focus. 

Ignoring some of these realities, dismiss- 
ing others, the right has charged gallantly 
ahead, gaining considerable ground. Not in 
Iraq, however; we are referring to ideologi- 
cal ground. In the course of U.S. history, the 


office of the president has rarely been so 
much more powerful than the other two 
branches of government. The assault against 
an independent judiciary, which is relatively 
constant from all political sides, has never 
been as overt, successful, and crippling. Much 
of the checks-and-balances system built into 
our government has been neutered. The very 
legitimacy of such a system is under question, 
with some of it dismantled and almost all of 
it threatened. The separation of church and 
state is being successfully challenged. The Bill 
of Rights is being systematically reconceived. 
“Conservatives” have cheered the president’s 
assault on both individuals’ and the press’ 
rights and freedom (the very same actions 
extending the power and authority of his 
office). Who cares about Iraq? 

Well, actually, many people. Oddly, after 
the invasion, the pro-war rhetoric did not just 
continue but, in terms of arrogant self-assur- 
ance, escalated. Long after it became obvious 
that all the reasons given for the invasion, 
as well as the ideas about what would hap- 
pen afterward, were wrong, the defenders 
ranted on, unimpeded by reality or any sense 
of personal responsibility. Instead, positions 
became even more rigid and encompassing. 
Consciously and almost entirely, the evolving 
view of many Americans, as well as much 
the rest of the world, came to regard how ill- 
considered, politically motivated rather than 
knowledge-based, misguided, ideologically 
idealistic, narrowly focused, and stinking of 
a disconnected chauvinistic world view this 
misadventure was proving itself to be. The 
most dizzying heights of self-satisfied, self- 
righteous, thick-headed oblivion came a few 
years into the invasion, when, so certain of 
their superiority, the old we-could-have-won- 
in Vietnam arguments were removed from 
hiding, dusted off, and not only again cham- 
pioned but also applied to Iraq. 

The Chronicle politics staff actively dis- 
courages me from listening to talk-hate radio. 
Under pressure, I abstained for a couple of 
months. The talk was all of the righteous- 
ness of Iraq, the redemption of Vietnam, and 
how the press and the left were distorting 
our success and morally restricting our mili- 
tary efforts in Iraq. When, six to eight weeks 
later, I turned the radio back on, the talk was 
all of illegal immigrants. It was pitched just 
as hysterically as the discussion over Iraq; 
the villains were even more easily identified: 
the politicians, liberals, Democrats - the 
mysterious forces of the soulless other who 
were incomprehensibly doing the devil’s 
bidding as they deliberately tried to destroy 
this country. 

Currently, we are witnessing the evolu- 
tion of the right-wing Republican endgame 
strategy for Iraq. It has little to do with the 
actual disastrous consequences of the inva- 
sion and the enormous international and 
national impact. This is not to offer con- 


spiracy theories. Rather, I think these kinds 
of wide-ranging political campaigns are more 
like avalanches. They start slowly, often with 
carefully crafted messages added to general 
feelings and easily distracted, mass politi- 
cal passions, until a momentum is reached 
that storms downward, picking up speed, 
sources, ideas, accusations - the flotsam 
and jetsam of political street dialogue - until 
it is a force unto itself and uncontrollable. 
Which doesn’t argue that intentional specific 
targets, catch-phrases, and positions are not 
constantly being inserted into the rushing, 
irrational tidal wave. 

Even this is not a nefarious conspiracy; I 
think it represents mostly true believers, con- 
vinced they are doing good against the evil or 
indifference of others. This is true regardless 
of labels that they attach to themselves or 
which are attached by others: liberals, con- 
servatives, communists, racists, fundamental- 
ists, atheists, environmentalists, pro-business 
advocates, Republicans, Democrats. It is true 
of those who believe the country is literally 
going to hell, as well as those who believe the 
problem is the former’s aggressive legislative 
agenda to prevent that from happening. 

The insistence that those who hold opin- 
ions different from yours are consciously 
doing evil is the cancer. The politics of blame, 
rather than those of action, are safer - if basi- 
cally destructive rather than helpful. 

I dislike the current Republican leadership 
and right-wing campaigns. But I don’t think 
they are evil or demonically directed. I think 
they represent a very strange, and different 
from my own, world-view. Thinking some- 
one is misinformed, maybe stupid, definitely 
wrong is not the same as thinking someone 
is a malevolent villain consciously destroying 
decency and deliberately doing evil. 

So Bush, by actually following up the 
assured and reassuring, extreme rhetoric on 
Iraq with action, undercuts the faithful. By 
petty action, the divine was treated as the 
mundane. The sense of tackling overwhelm- 
ing odds on a God-blessed and God-serving, 
righteous crusade against a broad array of 
consciously evil enemies at home and non- 
believers bent on destroying our civilization 
abroad, lost nobility, purity, and righteous- 
ness. Better to rant against illegal immigra- 
tion, fume at the failure of the flag-burning 
constitutional amendment, and campaign 
against gay marriage! These are problems that 
are not really that important, to which solu- 
tions, when they exist, are fabulist, allowing 
the pure and indignant to slip the bounds of 
earthly limitations. 

Now is not the time to be tagged by the 
mimetic and tripped up by the untidy but 
instead to accept the sanctity, moral supe- 
riority, and divine blessings of one’s group 
and family. Let us pray, “Forgive me my own 
trespasses as I condemn those I even imagine 
to trespass against me. ...” ■

As part of the “anti-immigration crowd” Louis 
Black puts down [“Page Two,” June 30], let me 
partially explain my reasons for this stand.

Many 
people here now are already forced to take 
jobs with no benefits, no unions, no organizing 
for rights. When millions of even poorer people 
come in, I fear employees will lose all the ben- 
efits workers ever fought for and won. There 
will be no more labor organizing, at least, not 
in my lifetime. How can workers fight effectively 
for a minimum wage when there are millions of 
people willing to work for less? 

Also, anyone with common sense knows that 
the more poverty there is, the more crime there 
is. Letting millions of poor people come here 
without enough jobs will foster an increase in 
crime. I’m not saying immigrants would be the 
perpetrators - just that there would be many 
more desperate, hungry humans. 

This is not the land of milk and honey or the 
welcoming sanctuary of freedom and opportu- 
nity. It’s getting tougher every year to survive 
in the United States, both financially and as a 
free citizen. I feel that all immigration should 
be greatly restricted, except for political asylum,

An absurd set of laws like this 
creates disrespect for the law. It can also lead the 
more reckless and helmet-loathing bicyclists to 
quit bicycling and start motorcycling. This makes 
the streets less safe and the air more polluted. 

There has not been a rash of deaths or severe 
injuries among adult unhelmeted bicyclists lately. 
In fact, most adult bicyclists in Austin wear hel- 
mets. The bicyclists killed by cars this year were 
wearing helmets. Many people, both cyclists and 
noncyclists, vastly overestimate the efficacy of 
bicycle helmets. This can cause trouble. 

The youth helmet law in Austin is no longer 
enforced because almost all the tickets issued 
were to teenaged African-American males riding 
after dark. This is a very small subset of child 
cyclists. Helmet laws, when enforced, make 
laughingstocks of the police. 

It’s legal for cars to park in bike lanes. It’s legal 
for motorists to talk on cell phones while driving 
2-ton cars. It’s legal to ride a motorcycle without a 


helmet. To require all adult bicyclists to wear hel- 
mets seems very absurd in this context. I hope 
that Austin’s City Council is intelligent enough to 
reject this ill-conceived idea.

Against DPS Surcharges 

Dear Editor, 

I recently became painfully aware of a new 
program instituted by the DPS: The “Conviction 
Surcharge/Driver Responsibility Program.” Using 
this new authority, the DPS now slaps on an 
additional charge equal to the original fine, no 
matter which municipality issues the ticket. It 
gets worse. You also owe that amount for the 
next three years (convictions in the past 36 
months). I was ticketed for no insurance by a 
small-town policeman. I was guilty, and I paid 
my fine ($260.00). About two months later, 
I received a “Conviction Surcharge Notice” 
from the DPS, stating that I now owe them an 


additional $260.00, and I have 30 days to pay 
up or else my license will be suspended. (The 
surcharge for no insurance is actually $100 per 
year more than it would be if I were cited for two 
separate moving violations which caused two 
separate accidents - go figure! To me, this reeks 
of revenue enhancement and even extortion, 
to use a harsher term. It violates the double- 
jeopardy rule as violators are punished not just 
once, but three extra times. According to Texas 
insurance journals, only 1% of the revenue from 
this surcharge (potentially $250 million per year) 
actually goes to fund the “Driver Responsibility 
Program,” 49.5% goes directly into the state’s 
General Revenue Fund, and the remainder goes 
to fund trauma centers and EMS. It seems that 
if DPS really wanted to reduce citations for no 
insurance, etc., they would use some of its 
revenue to publicize the programs existence and 
warn drivers of the exorbitant fines, like the well- 
known “Click It or Ticket” program. 

Look up “surcharge” in the dictionary. Its 
primary definition is: “an overcharge, especially 
when unlawful. An additional or excessive burden, 
overload.” Surcharges are unethical and immoral!

In response, Mary Ann Dale, the

HEADLINES 


Barely a month after being convicted of multiple counts 
of fraud, Enron founder Kenneth Lay died Wednesday 
morning of a massive heart attack. He was 64. Lay 
was due to be sentenced on Oct. 23, possibly to 
decades in federal prison. 

In an abrupt rebuke to the Bush extra-legal war on terror, 
on June 29 the U.S. Supreme Court ruled that “special 
military commissions,” created by the administration to 
try Guantanamo Bay prisoners without most defendant 
protections, violate both the Universal Code of Military 
Justice and the Geneva Convention, and are illegal. 

In the next step of the re-redistricting fight, the U.S. 
District Court of the Eastern District of Texas ordered 
that maps and arguments proposing solutions be sub- 
mitted within two weeks. Last week the Supreme Court 
declared the current boundaries of CD 23 violated the 
Voting Rights Act, and remapping 23 will necessitate 
changes in other districts, notably Lloyd Doggett’s CD 
25 (Austin to McAllen). See Point Austin, right. 

The City Council has announced plans to promote more 
aggressive water conservation citywide, in hopes of 
reducing water usage and delaying the need for additional 
water-treatment facilities. Residents will be encouraged 
to water lawns less often, install water-saving devices, 
and shower with friends as often as possible. 

Visiting a conference of the Texas Classroom Teachers 
Association Friday, Rick Perry’s challengers denounced 
his education policies and called for higher salaries for 
teachers. Kinky Friedman said he would legalize casi- 
no gambling to pay for schools, Chris Bell said he’d 
end “high-stakes” testing and raise teacher pay, and 
Carole Keeton Strayhorn called the contest a “two- 
person” race - or rather, one governor, one grandma. 

Although the state of Texas has shown little interest in 
life-saving stem cell research, bioterror is another matter. 
The Department of Homeland Security announced last 
week that it’s considering 29 proposals for a new federal 
laboratory to study biotoxins and responses to possible 
terrorist biological attacks, including three from San 
Antonio research groups and one from Texas A&M.

Supreme 

Confusion 

Looking for justice, Texas 
voters return disappointed 

BY MICHAEL KING 

Perhaps the best thing about the Supreme 
Court’s recent decision in the Texas re-redis- 
tricting case is that it serves as an official legal 
rebuke to Congressman John Carter’s inane 
declaration of a few days before, “I don’t think 
we have racial bias in Texas any more.” (The 
congressman resides in the Disneyland neigh- 
borhood of Williamson County.) That was in 
reference to House Republicans’ rejection of 
renewal of the Voting Rights Act, on the 
grounds that it is no longer necessary. Besides, 
Carter said, we should go back to requiring vot- 
ers to submit to literacy tests (i.e., proficiency 
in English). This episode is what is known as 
an “oxymoron,” which upon reflection is also a 
synonym for “John Carter.” 

It was the Voting Rights Act that enabled the 
Supreme Court to come to the inescapable legal 
conclusion that the Tom DeLay-redrawn 
Congressional District 23, designated fiefdom 
of Republican Rep. Henry Bonilla, reflects a 
“troubling blend of politics and race - and the 
resulting vote dilution of a group [Latino voters] 
that was beginning to achieve [the VRA’s] goal 
of overcoming prior electoral discrimination.” 
That is, faced with Bonilla’s inevitable defeat 
because roughly 92% of Latinos refused to vote 
for him, DeLay’s map drafters redesigned his 
district to eliminate roughly 100,000 Latino 
voters, while leaving just enough “voting-age” 
Latinos (i.e., including noncitizens) to maintain 
the illusion of a majority-minority district. 
Wrote Justice Anthony Kennedy for the court, 
“The majority of Latinos who were in the old 
District 23 are still in the new District 23, but 
no longer have the opportunity to elect their 
candidate of choice.” QED, John Carter: That’s 
called institutional racial discrimination. 

The worst thing about the Supreme Court 
decision is of rather more consequence. The 
court managed to persuade itself, barely, that 
racial discrimination forbidden by the VRA 
occurred against Latino voters in CD 23, a 
result signalled by the public hearing, when 
Kennedy asked many testy questions about 
South Texas. But with the exception of Stevens 
and Breyer, the justices essentially dismissed 
out of hand the notion that quite similar dis- 
crimination against black voters in Tarrant 
County (districts 6, 24, 36, 32) also merited a 
VRA remedy. John Paul Stevens and Stephen 
Breyer found the “cracking” of CD 24 (Martin 
Lrost’s old district), an effective African- 
American “influence district,” to be unconstitu- 
tional. But they could not persuade enough of 
their more open-minded colleagues (Antonin 
Scalia and Clarence Thomas, and most likely 
Samuel Alito, inevitably excepted) that the 
harm to black voters merited legal correction.

For those at all familiar with Texas racial history, 
it sounds very much like a lamentable chorus in 
the old Southern folk song, “If you’re white, it’s 
alright/If you’re brown, stick around/But if you’re 
black - stay back, stay back, stay back ...” 

Too Many Cooks 

To a degree, the Court’s decision is difficult to 
describe as “an opinion” at all, since by my 
count (which may well be an underestimate) the 
Syllabus lists at least nine distinct “opinions” 
covering both the bottom-line rejection of CD 
23 and another more than half-dozen concur- 
rences and dissents by various justices attempt- 
ing to find nuance where there is only conster- 
nation. Kennedy’s prevailing court opinion is 
joined by Stevens, David Sou ter, Ruth Bader 


Ginsburg, and Breyer, then in part by Alito and 
Chief Justice John Roberts, in yet other parts by 
Souter and Ginsburg. Stevens and Breyer issued 
their own dissent (focusing on North Texas but 
effectively rejecting the whole map); Breyer 
went a step further and judged the Texas plan 
“in its entirety” a violation of the Equal 
Protection Clause; Souter and Ginsburg deliv- 
ered a more moderate demur, not quite declar- 
ing themselves but suggesting that the lower 
court should look again at CD 24; Scalia and 
Thomas, predictably, rejected the entire contro- 
versy as “non-justiciable” and purely a political 
matter for the states to decide. (It is sheer coin- 
cidence, in their reading, that the Democratic 
voters of South Texas also happen largely to be 
Latino; being “conservative,” in the Scalia/ 
Thomas definition, apparently requires stone 
blindness to actual U.S. history.) 

It’s undeniable that Americans as a whole 
now approach racial discrimination, and racial 
matters more generally, the way Victorian 
Englishmen once approached sex - as little as 
possible, and with the pretense that whatever 
goes unmentioned in public in fact doesn’t 
really exist at all. This willful ignorance is not 
quite possible to manage completely for South 
Texas, where the exploding Hispanic popula- 
tion required the court to notice that 100,000 


Latino voters had been summarily re-redis- 
tricted eastward from Laredo for the sole rea- 
son that they had committed the impertinence 
of voting for somebody other than Bonilla. Yet 
the very same kind of re-drawing in CD 24 - 
where black voters in Tarrant Co. had to be 
scattered to the suburban Anglo winds, because 
they continued to vote cohesively and effec- 
tively for Martin Frost - was treated not worthy 
of remedy, at least in part because by re-elect- 
ing an Anglo (Frost), they had somehow under- 
mined their case of electoral effectiveness. 

Yet even the GOP’s re-redistricting honcho, 
Rep. Phil King of Weatherford, had hesitated 
from cracking CD 24, explicitly because he 
believed that to do so would likely violate the 
VRA. But DeLay was not to be denied in his very 
specific ambition of running Minority Whip 
Frost out of Congress. So 
under the pretense of creating 
a new African-American oppor- 
tunity district in Houston, the 
mappers convinced them- 
selves that CD 24 could be 
vivisected into Anglo-land - 
thereby eliminating any con- 
gressional influence of Fort Worth’s black com- 
munity for the foreseeable future. 

Yet Kennedy’s own majority opinion explic- 
itly rejects such a shell game for the Latino 
voters of both CD 23 and CD 25 (Austin to 
McAllen). “And a state may not trade off the 
rights of some members of a racial group,” 
writes Kennedy, “against the rights of other 
members of that group.” Yet that’s exactly what 
happened to the black voters of North Texas - 
and in truth, although their existence is virtu- 
ally unacknowledged in all these pages of ver- 
biage, the black voters of East Texas as well. 
The Republicans could not do what they 
wanted to do - install not just a GOP congres- 
sional majority, but an overwhelming majority 
- without discriminating against minority vot- 
ers, brown and black. So that is what they 
chose to do. 

And with the exception of CD 23, where the 
stench was just too obvious, the Supreme 
Court says, Too bad. 

No Recourse 

What’s next? The details are uncertain. 
Bonilla’s CD 23 will definitely be redrawn, 
which means neighboring CD 28 (Henry 
Cuellar) must alter, and more specifically CD

The U.S. Supreme

(Lloyd Doggett) as an illegitimate attempt 
to create a substitute Latino-influence dis- 
trict for CD 23, expecting that district will 
also be withdrawn. The resulting changes 
will likely reverberate through at least the 
six districts shown here (including Lamar 
Smith’s CD 21), and perhaps one or two 
more. Map proposals and arguments are 
due in federal district court July 14. 


25, which created a visibly artificial “Latino” 
district by yoking together East Austin with 
McAllen, and largely nothing in between. The 
court called that transparently discriminatory, 
although it did not prescribe a specific reme- 
dy. That’s probably good for Austin, as it will 
be hard to redraw 25 without returning to 
Austin, and trying to adjust neighboring dis- 
tricts to accommodate representation by an 
Austin-based member (likely to be incumbent 
Lloyd Doggett). 

These changes tip dominoes elsewhere, and 
perhaps six or even eight districts will be 
redrawn to some degree. The result will be 
moderately better for Texas as a whole, although 
it will hardly succeed in returning the pendu- 
lum to some middle ground of electoral fair- 
ness - for the Texas map already favored 
Republicans, before Tom DeLay took grasping 
hold of it. But too many of those Republicans 
(mostly in rural East Texas) were still voting for 
Democratic Congress members, and the sinis- 
ter genius of DeLay’s map is that even should 
they continue to do that - it simply won’t mat- 
ter. As Stevens points out, under the prevailing

map, “even if the Democratic party succeeds in 
convincing 10% of the people who voted for 
Republicans in the last statewide elections to 
vote for Democratic congressional candidates, 
which would constitute a major electoral shift, 
there is unlikely to be any change in the num- 
ber of congressional seats that Democrats win.” 
The result, Stevens writes, is an “impermissible 
stranglehold on political power.” 

The majority delivers that outcome with a 
shrug, and suggests in passing that an earlier 
(1991) Democratic map somehow justifies this 
Republican one. But the DeLay map makes the 
Frost 1991 map look timid by comparison; the 
2002 judicial map had already remedied that 
gerrymander; and in any case, using redistrict- 
ing to perpetuate white supremacist power, 
although under a transparently partisan guise, 
is not just political business as usual, but a 
retrenchment of class and racial discrimination 
against which the U.S. Supreme Court once 
provided a defender of last resort. 

No more. The Supreme Court’s decision 
leaves disenfranchised Texans to wonder, where 
shall we look for justice? ■

Austin-based Dell computers unveiled a global electronic-waste recycling 
program last week, expanding their existing efforts to now offer no-charge 
recycling of any Dell-brand computer or printer. Dell’s current program accepts 
discarded products only when new electronics are purchased. The initiative is 
set to begin in the U.S. by September and worldwide by November. Robin 
Schneider, executive director of Texas Campaign for the Environment, a non- 
profit that for years has urged computer-makers, including Dell, to take 
responsibility for how their products are disposed, called the announcement 
a “groundbreaking approach that really goes beyond what any other electron- 
ics company has pledged to do.” Computers and other electronics contain 
harmful, toxic heavy metals. In 2002, in conjunction with the Computer 
Takeback Campaign, TCE called on Dell to institute e-waste reforms when it 
came to light that the company’s discarded products were being processed in 
unsafe conditions in U.S. prisons and in developing countries. Schneider 
added that Dell initially appeared to be standing on the sidelines during 
efforts to enact e-waste legislation, but that she’s now very happy with the 
way Dell responded to the the e-waste issue. “We have a responsibility to our 
customers to recycle the products we make and sell,” said Dell Chairman 
Michael Dell in a statement.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Politicians like to talk about making sure every American student can go to 
college, but they sure aren’t making it any easier. The U.S. Congress stood 
idly by as the interest rates on Stafford loans - the basic federal student 
loan - rose from 5.3% to 7.14% on Saturday. The nonprofit Campaign for 
America’s Future estimates that Texas students will see their college loans 
rise by as much as $2,500. In March, the U.S. Flouse rejected an amend- 
ment to the Higher Education Act that would have halved the interest paid 
on federal student loans. State legislators haven’t been any kinder to stu- 
dents. They deregulated college tuition in 2003, and UT-Austin responded by 
increasing fees by almost $2,000 a year. Perhaps it’s time for students to 
start scouring the Internet in search of bulk discount Ramen noodles. - M.M. 

Governor Rick Perry announced last week that the Texas Department of 
Housing and Community Affairs will make $255 million available to low- 
income Texas families for low-interest-rate mortgages and mortgage-credit 
certificates. According to a press release from the governor’s office, “The 
program is expected to assist 2,300 Texas families.” More than 40% of the 
funds will go to toward helping people in the 22 counties directly impacted 
by Flurricane Rita, said Perry in the press release, calling this “the largest 
amount of homebuyer funds ever released by the state.” Southeast Texans 
will have a chance to get homebuyer loans at sub-6% interest rates, as well 
as grants for down payments. Another special consideration for people of the 
22-county Rita region: no first-time homebuyer requirements to get a piece of 
the affordable housing pie.

In other hurricane evacuee-related news, the Texas Health and Human 
Services Commission has extended one month - from June 14 to July 14 - 
the application deadline for One-Time Temporary Assistance for Needy 
Families funds for Hurricane Katrina evacuees. According to HHSC’s Web 
site, the federal government provides OTTANF (translation: emergency cash) 
to “families in crisis” who aren’t already getting Temporary Assistance for 
Needy Families, previously called Aid to Families With Dependent Children.

Also in hurricane aftermath news, the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency announced Friday that it’s giving $2.49 million in Public Assistance 
disaster aid to the state of Texas to reimburse it for money spent on 
Katrina and Rita last year. According to a press release, $1.41 million is 
going to the Texas Building and Procurement Commission “for emergency 
procurement and contracting services, including support for shelters, fol- 
lowing Hurricane Katrina,” and $1.08 million is going to Jefferson Co. to 
repair the county jail, which is located in Beaumont and was damaged by 
Hurricane Rita. - C.S. 

The gift that kept on giving in the 2002 legislative races - secret corporate 
moolah - will likely make a return appearance this election year, thanks to a 
well-oiled loophole in the Texas Election Code. A Travis Co. judge last week 
relied on that legal kink in dismissing one of five indictments against the 
Texas Association of Business, which prosecutors accused of illegally 
using more than $1 million in corporate cash to finance a mail campaign to 
attack certain Democratic candidates or praise their Republican opponents. 
In throwing out the TAB indictment, District Judge Mike Lynch ruled that the 
ads in question passed the “magic words” test because they did not 
expressly advocate for or against a particular candidate with words such as 
“elect,” “vote for,” or “defeat.” Lynch acknowledged, however, that anyone 
with a lick of sense could deduce that the tone, text, and design of the ads 
were clearly crafted to favor or denounce specific candidates. Several losing 
Democratic candidates have since filed two separate civil suits against TAB, 
which are pending in district court. Travis Co. District Attorney Ronnie Earle 
is expected to appeal Lynch’s ruling. Prosecutors’ long-running investigation 


into the 2002 legislative races also led to indictments against former U.S. 
Rep. Tom DeLay and two of his associates. - Amy Smith 

A rabbi, a priest, and two pastors walked into a press conference last week 
- but this was no joke. Instead, using the pulpit as a bully pit stop, they 
delivered a message from University United Methodist Church to politicians 
near and far: Respect Our Faith. The ROF campaign, an outgrowth of the 
Texas Faith Network, developed in response to the radical Christian right’s 
attempts to conflate its spin with scripture. Incidents in the 2004 presiden- 
tial campaign, like the Republican National Committee’s attempted grab of 
church-membership rolls, garnered headlines, but similar instances are hap- 
pening today at home. Among the groups Gov. Rick Perry has courted in his 
re-election bid is the Texas Restoration Project, a shadowy, staunchly con- 
servative gang of evangelicals; as a religious group, however, they aren’t 
subject to campaign-finance disclosure. Respect Our Faith seeks to end this 
crass co-option by urging clergy to abstain from endorsing or working for 
specific parties or candidates, distributing partisan election material, and 
more. “This campaign is not intended to make houses of worship politics- 
free zones. The goal is to stop politicians from using our sacred spaces to 
divide people of faith for partisan political gain,” said Rabbi Neal Katz in a 
press release. - W.D.

PSEM: City coy about Coy report 


COY REPORT: RECOMMENDATIONS 

Retired Assistant Chief of Police Rick Coy submitted his “Assessment Report for Airport 
Police, Park Police and City Marshals” to Assistant City Manager Rudy Garza on March 23. He 
reviewed “the procedures, policies, training, staffing, supervision, management, equipment 
and overall effectiveness of each department,” by means of “personal knowledge and experi- 
ence ... personal interviews with individuals associated with each department, personal obser- 
vations, reviews of policies, procedures and related documents.” 

Coy made 22 formal recommendations, of varying priority. The major ones are listed 
below. ACM Garza is preparing his own report for the City Council, on the city’s response 
to the recommendations. - M.K. 

• Create a public information officer for the PSEM. 

• Create a training coordinator for the PSEM. 

• Assign a trained officer to conduct major investigations of 
complaints against PSEM officers. 

• Create consistent procedures for issuing equipment and clothing; 
review equipment needs (in-car cameras, microphones, flashlights, 
batteries, shotguns) for park police. 

• Provide firing range availability/practice for PSEM officers. 

• APD should investigate critical incidents involving PSEM officers. 

• Allow lateral transfers within PSEM. 

• Create a baseline pay standard, including stipends for specialized 
training and duties. 

• Clarify roles and duties among departments and with APD officers. 

• City marshals should serve warrants not singly but in pairs. 

• Consider mental health training and certification for all park police 
(only eight of 48 now). 

• Staff park police boats with two officers, not one. 


The pending City Hall controversy over whether 
to consolidate the airport police, parks police, 
and city marshals - merged last August into a 
department called “Public Safety and Emer- 
gency Management,” or PSEM - into the much 
larger Austin Police Department, claimed its 
first administrative casualty last week. In the 
wake of the public release of an assessment 
report of the PSEM forces by retired 
Assistant Police Chief Rick Coy, officials 
announced that Park Police Chief Darryl Lewis 
will be stepping down to accept a position as a 
“division manager” in the parks department. 
The Coy report briefly mentions a pending 
internal complaint and an ongoing investigation 
of Lewis by APD’s Internal Affairs Department, 
though it doesn’t provide any details. Assistant 
City Manager Rudy Garza said, “I’m not going 
to tell you it was just a coincidence” that Lewis 
changed jobs a day after the release of the 
report. But he added that Lewis, who has 
worked for the city for more than 20 years, had 
been requesting a job change for several 
months, and after the PSEM merger only 
stayed on temporarily at Garza’s request. 

The Chronicle acquired a copy of the Coy 
report last Wednesday, and the following day 
published it online. The report on the merged 
agencies was completed in March at Garza’s 
request, even while new PSEM Chief Bruce 
Mills (formerly head of the airport police) had 
been, according to Garza, correcting “about 
90%” of the problems identified in Coy’s report. 
Garza said he asked the retired Coy to analyze 
the merged departments to avoid any impres- 
sion of favoritism in the review - parks officers 
in particular were concerned that Mills might 
favor the airport police over the other two ser- 
vices. Coy describes several problems across 
the board, including training, equipment, and 
budgetary deficiencies, but identifies the most 
serious problems with the park police, includ- 
ing too few officers, inadequate training, insuf- 
ficient equipment, and “a lack of trust with the 
disciplinary process.” On the equipment issue, 
for example, Coy mentions a shortage of items 
ranging from flashlights to shotguns, adding, 
“Some officers purchase their own shotguns 


and AR15s.” (He doesn’t address why the offi- 
cers might believe they need semiautomatic 
assault rifles to patrol the parks.) 

On the subject of officer review and disci- 
pline, the report notes that PSEM officers are 
not subject to civil-service rules or similar dis- 
ciplinary procedures, and Coy recommends the 
implementation of a disciplinary review board. 

According to Coy, the internal complaint filed 
against Chief Lewis had been unresolved since 
2004, and “There were several serious allega- 
tions that, after investigation, appeared to have 
merit.” He mentions another “videotaped inci- 
dent” involving Lewis (without further explana- 
tion) brought to the attention of Parks Director 
Warren Struss. According to Coy, allegations 
against Lewis were referred to APD’s Internal 
Affairs Department, but because IA is back- 
logged with its own cases, as of March 23 (the 
date of the report) “no final conclusion has 
been made on this case and there has been 
no documented final disposition. ... This has 
created some mistrust and some morale issues.” 

Garza says that, while he has not had a 
chance to review Lewis’s personnel file, he 
believes any disciplinary issues actually had 
been resolved months before Coy wrote his 
report. “Some allegations were sustained,” 
Garza said - although he couldn’t be more 
specific - “and some were dropped because of 
lack of evidence.” According to Garza, whatever 
the disciplinary issues were, “They weren’t 
enough to jeopardize [Lewis’] position,” nor to 
prevent him from taking on a new managerial 
assignment in the parks department. Garza 
said he plans to make that information publicly 
available in due course. He says he’s unsure 
of Lewis’ new title, but that he will still work on 
park security and safety issues, and, more 
specifically, will be coordinating civilian or vol- 
unteer park security programs. That plan corre- 
sponds to at least one of Coy’s recommenda- 
tions: “the utilization of civilian personnel be 
considered in the same manner in which the 
Austin Police Department manages the 
Downtown Ranger program.” 

According to Garza, Chief Mills has already 
corrected - or at least addressed - most of 


the problems identified in the Coy report. For 
example, “The park officers are no longer pro- 
viding coverage outside the parks,” except for 
critical incident response, he said, “and they’re 
not doing any traffic stops,” both issues raised 
by Coy. Garza said Chief Mills has confirmed 
that, as the report indicates, (based on “dis- 
patched calls”) APD currently covers 65% of 
park calls, “although I’m not certain if that fig- 
ure includes calls answered by both APD and 
park officers.” 

Garza said he intends, as soon as possible, 
to provide City Council with an itemized report 


on the city’s response to Coy’s recommenda- 
tions. Last month, Council directed the city 
manager to prepare a feasibility study of 
merging the PSM departments directly into 
APD; that study is expected in early August. 
Coy does not specifically address consolida- 
tion, although he does raise questions about 
inequities among the departments in stan- 
dards, training, and pay scales. Garza said he 
also plans to review Lewis’ personnel file, and 
to talk to Coy about any misunderstandings 
over what pending matters have or have not 
been resolved. - Michael King

Who owns 'Austin'? 



Austin Monthly's suit against Austin Magazine claims that the latter 
has purposely copied its style and is trying to confuse the public. 


Better than a catfight at a Martha Stewart 
designer showcase, Austin Monthly's suit 
against glossy upstart Austin Magazine con- 
tinues this week, with the first exchange of dis- 
covery documents. In the suit, Austin Monthly 
charges that the new bimonthly, launched in 
March by Tribeza publisher Zarghun Dean, is 
stepping on its tastefully decorated turf, 
infringing on its trademark, and purposely try- 
ing to confuse Austin readers with another 
magazine dedicated to fine furnishings, soci- 
ety pages, and really cute patio sets. 

At stake is the lucrative advertising base of 
designers, plastic surgeons, realtors, and trav-

realtors, and travel companies who 
covet the wealthy readers promised 
by glossy city magazines. 

el companies who covet the wealthy readers 
promised by glossy city magazines. It’s 
already a crowded field, including Brilliant 
and Austin Home & Living. The Austin Busi- 
ness Journal will enter the fray in August with 
the minimally titled A - yet another attempt to 
woo Austinites hungry for lifestyle news. 

Austin Monthly has been working the city 
magazine turf for 13 years, entertaining 
Austin’s Lexus-driving soccer moms. The suit 
claims that the magazine has spent “consid- 
erable effort, expense and resources” estab- 
lishing Austin Monthly as the premier “Austin 
centric” magazine. “In fact, the public com- 
monly refers to Austin Monthly Magazine by the 
name Austin Magazine" the suit says, which 


doesn’t exactly speak well of the magazine’s 
brand identity, although it may suggest why the 
magazine’s owners aren’t thrilled that Dean 
launched a magazine called Austin Magazine. 

The suit charges that Dean purposely 
designed Austin Magazine to copy Austin 
Monthly, including the logo. “They are doing a 
number of things to confuse the public,” says 
Austin Monthly’s attorney Adam Loewy. (That 
name may sound familiar; he’s getting nation- 
al pub these days as the lawyer for the family 
of a 14-year-old who filed that $30 million 
lawsuit against MySpace.com, alleging the site 
should do more to stop sexual predators.) 

In fact, both magazines do use the word 
“Austin” stretched across the top of their cov- 
ers. But Austin Magazine uses a different 
font, and the rest of the magazine follows a 
fairly common template for the ilk. The most 
recent edition included stories on “Elevated 
Lake Living” and “Cooking Schools for 
Every Taste.” 

Attorney Larry Waks, who represents Dean 
and Austin Magazine, labels the suit “absurd.” 
He argues that Austin Monthly is essentially 
trying to trademark the word “Austin,” and 
there’s nothing illegal or unfair about a maga- 
zine targeting a similar demographic. Accord- 
ing to case law, Waks said, “you can’t own 
a geographic name, and you can’t own 
generic words.” 

Dean says he is simply reviving the Austin 
Magazine that shut down production in 2001, 
a victim of the dog-eat-dog world of food and 
fashion magazines. Dean says he bought the 
rights to that publication from the former pub- 
lishers, the Minter family. He vows to fight the 
suit and says the next issue of Austin Maga- 
zine will be out within days, with distribution 
focused on the wealthy suburbs of West Austin. 


STUPID IS AS ... 

After a two-month search for a morning 
show, KXBT-FM (The Beat, 104.3) last week 
gave the slot to Snoop Daniel, who has been 
toiling at the station for two years, primarily 
on nights and weekends. The station audi- 
tioned stand-up comic Lamont King for a 
week and listened to 100 tapes before decid- 
ing to give the in-house guy a shot, said Dusty 
Hayes, programming director for CBS Radio’s 
Austin stations. “I didn’t hear anybody better 
than Snoop,” Hayes said. 

Daniel, whose real name is Jonathan 
Donaldson, replaces the syndicated Star & 

Buc Wild show, the New York-based duo the 
station picked up to replace Howard Stern, 


who departed for satellite radio. The idea was 
to bring in a national act to anchor the hip-hop 
format and continue Stern’s big city flavor. 

That changed in May, when Star and Buc 
Wild were abruptly fired by their home station 
after they made a series of racist remarks 
about a New York competitor. Star, aka Troi 
Torain, also threatened to “do an R. Kelly” on 
the rival’s 4-year-old daughter. He was eventu- 
ally arrested and charged with harassment 
and endangering the welfare of a child. 

“There is questionable content, and then 
there is stupid content,” Hayes said.

Cold Case Charges 

On June 27, almost exactly 20 years after police found the 
body of Jeeta Lynn Graeber in her South Austin apartment, 
APD cold case detectives charged 44-year-old Martin 
Torres with capital murder in connection with her murder, as 
well as in connection with the rape-murder of a second victim, 
19-year-old Cerrelle Belt. Graeber, a Braniff Airlines flight 
attendant, was raped, strangled, and left in the bathtub of her 
apartment on June 29, 1984; nearly six years later, on June 3, 


1990, police found Belt, who had also been raped and stran- 
gled, in her apartment in North Austin. 

In 1998, the Texas Department of Public Safety Crime 

Lab extracted a male DNA profile from evidence collected in 
the Graeber case, and in May 1999 the lab matched the DNA 
profile to evidence collected in the Belt murder investigation; 
still, investigators were unable to find a match in the DNA 
database. In October 2002, an APD fingerprint tech pulled an 
additional print off of a newspaper coupon found at Graeber’s 
apartment; two years later, in November 2004, police positive- 
ly identified the print as belonging to Torres. (Torres lived in the 


same apartment complex as Belt and was initially interviewed 
by detectives canvassing the property for witnesses in 1990.) 
Nonetheless, it wasn’t until November 2005 that police were 
able to locate Torres, who had been extradited to his native 
Mexico in 1997 after being convicted of a marijuana-related 
charge in Austin; and it took another eight months before Mexi- 
can officials approved Torres’ extradition to the U.S. Torres was 
charged and booked into the Travis Co. jail last week on a $1.25 mil- 
lion bond. To secure Torres’ extradition, prosecutors agreed 
not to seek the death penalty for either murder; if convicted, 
Torres faces up to life in prison in each case. -Jordan Smith 
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Fight Against Cervical 
Cancer Advances 


On June 29, the national Advisory Com- 
mittee on Immunization Practices recom- 
mended the routine vaccination of 11- and 
12-year-old girls with a new drug that prevents 
the development of cervical cancer. The 
ACIP’s recommendation comes less than a 
month after the U.S. Food and Drug Admini- 
stration announced its approval of the new 
drug Gardasil, a vaccine that prevents cervi- 
cal cancer and genital warts caused by four 
unique strains of the human papillomavirus 
(or HPV) in women. “This is a huge break- 
through for women’s health, for prevention, 
and for cancer prevention, in particular,” Anne 
Schuchat, a vaccine specialist with the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention in 
Atlanta told The Washington Post. 

Interestingly, with the ACIP approval - 
which reportedly is all but guaranteed accep- 
tance by the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services - opposition to the 
drug by social conservatives, such as the 
Family Research Council, appears to have 
softened: The FRC “continues to endorse 
both the distribution and the widespread 
availability of the vaccine,” FRC Abstinence 
Project coordinator Moira Gaul told the daily. 
Before the vaccine got FDA approval, the FRC 
and other groups voiced concern that promot- 
ing the vaccine might somehow encourage 
promiscuity. (Reportedly, the FRC changed its 
tune after meetings with vaccine-maker 
Merck earlier this year.) 


HPV is the most common sexually trans- 
mitted infection in the U.S. - the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention estimate 
that about 6.2 million Americans are infected 
with HPV each year and that more than half 
of all sexually active people become infected 
with it at some point in their lives. Cervical 
cancer - caused by changes to the cervix 
brought on by HPV infection - is the second 
leading cause of death in women worldwide, 
killing more than 200,000 each year; about 

10.000 women are diagnosed with cervical 
cancer every year in the U.S. and about 

4.000 die from it. 

The ACIP also recommended that the vac- 
cine - which is approved for use in females 
ages 8-26, who have never been infected 
with HPV - be included in the federal 
Vaccines for Children Program, which pro- 
vides free shots to uninsured and underin- 
sured children; additionally, Merck announced 
this spring that it would make the vaccine 
available to older females in the target age 
range whose family incomes are up to twice 
the federal poverty level. While the ACIP does 
not have the ability to add Gardasil to the list 
of immunizations required for public school 
attendance - and while the target age for the 
vaccine begins at age 11 - its recommenda- 
tions combined with the expected HHS 
approval, would clear the way for individual 
states to require the vaccine.

The phrase “No Child Left Behind” takes on a particularly 
Orwellian undertone when you consider that the sweeping educa- 
tion law requires schools to allow the military to recruit on cam- 
pus. Uniformed visitors are a regular sight at all 11 AISD high 
schools, where they try to sell students on a career that can 
bring college tuition dollars and an early retirement - or (general- 
ly left unmentioned) an early death. The law requires that the mil- 
itary simply have the same access as other institutions, but LBJ 
High sophomore Kate Kelly says some recruiters have been act- 
ing like they have an all-access hall pass. “They roam the halls, 
pulling kids aside to give them their pitch,” she says. “It’s ridicu- 
lous. Colleges and normal employees aren’t allowed to do that.” 
So Kelly did what any precocious, Quaker-raised 14-year-old 
would do: She got organized. She and her fellow concerned 
students, known collectively as Youth Activists of Austin, 
contacted the elder peaceniks at Nonmilitary Options for 
Youth, and together they pressured AISD into passing an offi- 
cial military recruiting policy. The policy, adopted by the board 
on June 12, is so tame that it’s actually a bit alarming that 
students considered it necessary. It essentially requires that 
recruiters will act like any other school visitors. They must 
check in at the front office, get a visitor’s badge, and recruit in 
a designated area. And they will leave students alone who 
make it clear they aren’t interested. “I hope that the policy will 
cut back on inappropriate behavior,” says Kelly. “We have to 
remember that recruiters are people too, and they have a job 
to do. But they shouldn’t be so aggressive.” 

The most significant change gives parents the right to with- 
hold their child’s contact information from military recruiters. 
“In the past, parents who wanted to avoid military recruiters 
were only given the choice to withhold directory information 
from everyone,” says Susan Van Haitsma, a leader of NOY. 
“That meant students wouldn’t get information from colleges, 
or even the order form for a class ring.” 


If the activists were expecting return fire from the top guns 
at the military, the skies have so far been silent. Major Robert 
Morris, the Austin Army recruiting commander, said he has no 
reservations about supporting the policy. “From the Army point 
of view,” he says, “nothing has changed.” Mel Waxier, chief 
legal counsel for AISD, says principals made the only signifi- 
cant change to the student proposal. They wanted recruiters 
to continue bringing equipment like Humvees on campus 
because of the “learning possibilities” they offer. 

The question remains, however, whether the policy will actu- 
ally curb aggressive recruiting practices. For instance, Kelly 
says military recruiters often target students from poor fami- 


lies and lure them with visions of a full ride through college. 
“They really do lie about how much money they can provide for 
college,” she says. “And if a student shows interest, recruiters 
are relentless. They will call a student’s home daily until they 
enlist.” One area of confusion may come from the fact that the 
amount of college money military-bound students can earn 
depends on how well they perform on the armed forces’ stan- 
dardized test. Still, Major Morris maintains that the career 
sells itself: “You get four weeks of vacation, health benefits, 
retirement after 20 years, and up to $71,000 for college.” 

The debate over the policy also took a step toward 
clearing up common misconceptions about the 
“Delayed Enlistment Program,” which allows 
recruiters to sign up students as young as 17. 
These young recruits take an oath pledging their 
service to the military and are expected to show up 
for basic training after graduation. Of course, some 
students have second thoughts, especially those 
coming of age during the Iraq war, but they may feel 
obligated to follow through. However, AISD lawyer 
Waxier sent a letter to Austin schools instructing principals 
to let students know that every branch of the military allows 
under-18 recruits to change their minds without penalty. 

While it’s unlikely that there’s some kind of officially orga- 
nized effort to mislead students, military recruiters are under 
a lot of pressure. In fiscal 2005, the active-duty army had a 
goal of enlisting 80,000 students, and they fell 8% short - the 
worst showing since 1979. The recruiters in each region are 
given a goal, and their careers depend on it. So far this year, 
the army has signed up 665 soldiers in the Austin area, just 
4% shy of their regional goal. The new AISD policy is unlikely to 
slow the effort, but it does provide the district with the tools 
to curb the most aggressive recruiters. “The policy wasn’t as 
strong as we initially wanted,” says Kelly. “But I learned you 
have to compromise to get things done. I just hope that it will 
make sure that it’s students who are approaching military 
recruiters, not the other way around.” - Michael May

WEED WATCH 

Wasting Taxpayer 
Dollars 

For the fourth year in a row, the U.S. 

House of Representatives has voted down 
a measure that would prevent the U.S. 
Department of Justice from spending tax- 
payer money to raid, arrest, and prosecute ill 
people using medical marijuana in compli- 
ance with state law. The so-called Hinchey- 
Rohrabacher Amendment - a bipartisan 
measure penned by Reps. Maurice Hinchey, 
D-New York, and Dana Rohrabacher, R-Calif., 
attached to the annual DOJ appropriations bill 
- was defeated in a record vote, 163-259. 
“This amendment has to do with two simple 
things: being compassionate for people who 
are suffering and dying ... and the right of 
states to govern medical practice, not this 
Congress,” Hinchey told his colleagues from 
the House floor. Although the measure has 
yet to earn a majority vote, it has, since its 
introduction in 2002, continued to gain steady 
support from both sides of the aisle - on 
June 28 the measure nabbed a record 18 
Republican votes (up four from last year). 
While that’s a promising harbinger - signaling 
that perhaps, with steady pressure, the mea- 
sure will eventually pass - the defeat none- 
theless reinforces a status quo that allows 
the feds to intervene in intrastate affairs in 
order to affirm the losing proposition of pot 
prohibition. “For the fourth year in a row, 
Congress had an opportunity to stop wasting 
taxpayers’ dollars arresting seriously ill 
patients who possess and use medical can- 
nabis in compliance with state law,” said 
Allen St. Pierre, executive director of 
NORML. “Instead, 259 members of Congress 
chose ... to prosecute patients.” 

Speaking of wasting taxpayer money, the 
nonprofit, nonpartisan group Citizens 
Against Government Waste last week 


released its latest pork report, aiming its 
guns at the White House Office of 
National Drug Control Policy, home base 
for the nation’s drug czar, and administrator 
of the useless National Youth Anti-Drug 
Media Campaign - known for its many win- 
ning ad campaigns such as the pot-smokers- 
fund-Middle-East-terrorists spots. Although 
numerous studies (including at least one con- 
ducted by the Government Accountability 
Office) have found that the ONDCP’s media 
campaign - which trains its guns most promi- 
nently on a futile attempt to squash marijua- 
na use - has no effect on reducing drug use, 
and that claims made in ONDCP ads have 
been proven false (like that whole marijuana- 
as-gateway-drug theory), Congress nonethe- 
less has decided to toss $120 million to the 
ad campaign for FY 2007. While that’s a $30 
million cut, CAGW’s recent report chastises 
Congress for continuing to support the losing 
operation, and for its focus on vilifying mari- 
juana - while generally ignoring other drugs, 
such as methamphetamine, whose use has 
continued to rise. “The government also 
exhibits its obsession with containing marijua- 
na use by continuing to throw unnecessary 
funding and unavailable resources toward 
tracking down and persecuting patients using 
medicinal marijuana in states that have legal- 
ized the substance for medical use,” reads 
the CAGW report. “Not only does this under- 
mine federalism, it also proves that the gov- 
ernment is incapable of exercising any kind of 
fiscal restraint.” Ain’t that the truth - but fis- 
cal restraint, at least where the so-called war 
on drugs is concerned, isn’t exactly a priority 
with the ONDCP In closing, the CAGW notes 
that enacting legislation, such as Hinchey- 
Rohrabacher, would be a step in the right 
direction toward reigning in the spend-crazy 
ONDCP: “If passed, the Hinchey/Rohrabacher 
amendment would free up federal dollars for 
more important priorities and help to restore 
a proper division of power between the feder- 
al and state governments,” concludes the 
report. Better luck next year. - Jordan Smith 


Louisiana Lege Tries Outlawing 
Abortion, Flag Burning 


As promised, on June 18 Louisiana Gov. 
Kathleen Blanco signed into law a bill crimi- 
nalizing access to safe and legal abortion 
services. Under the new law, doctors would 
face jail time for performing abortions on 
women in any case other than when the pro- 
cedure is necessary to save a woman’s life. 
The law contains no exception for cases of 
rape or incest - which Blanco told the 
Associated Press last month was a bummer, 
but not a deal killer. The law is symbolic, but 
toothless - it’s on the books now, but cannot 
take effect unless and until the U.S. Supreme 
Court reverses its landmark 1973 Roe v. 
Wade decision, which legalized the procedure 
as an extension of the Constitution’s implied 
right to privacy. (Another of the Louisiana 
Legislature’s toothless wonders from the just- 
ended session is a ban on flag burning, 
which is also unenforceable unless the feds 
take action to do the same.) 

The Louisiana abortion law is similar to a 
South Dakota ban passed by state legislators 
earlier this year. In South Dakota, the mea- 



sure has been at least temporarily blocked by 
a citizens’ referendum challenge; the question 
of whether to ban abortion will appear on the 
state’s general election ballot this November. 

If the measure passes, the law will stay on 
the books and likely be challenged all the way 
to the Supreme Court - the clear intention 
behind its passage in the first place - offering 
the justices a chance to review, and, poten- 
tially, reverse Roe. If the measure fails to 
pass, however, the law will be scrapped, forc- 
ing state legislators to regroup and start the 
mission again - without the majority vote of 
constituents. - Jordan Smith

Town Lake Park Update 



Town Lake Park may be the jewel of the city, but artist 
Beverly Penn fears that, in the city’s current construction 
plans, it’s no more than another Intel building. 

That’s how Penn views the city’s revised plans on the city’s 
well-beloved park, Lady Bird Johnson’s own personal valen- 
tine to the city of Austin. A master plan of Town Lake Park 
seven years ago envisioned it as an opulent collection of 
sights, sounds, and the arts. That’s not what the city is put- 
ting on the ground right now, though, Penn says. 

Penn should know. She and an artist team created the chil- 
dren’s garden, part of a master plan that was touted at confer- 
ences around the country. Tough economic times put those 
plans on hold, and now that the Parks Department is back, 
Penn calls the scaled-back version of Town Lake Park no 
more than “8,000 square feet of hardscape and concrete” 
that will eventually face a jackhammer if the city intends to 
add art pieces to the park. 

“We’re not talking about a redesign. It’s too late for that. 

But we are looking for some sort of compromise on the design 
so that we can eliminate or add artistic elements,” said Penn, 
quickly adding, “We know we have to work within the budget. 
The artists have always been able to do that. What we want 
to make sure, though, is that what we put on the ground has 
integrity and future potential for art that could be underwritten 
by a donor. We don’t want something that has wasted city dollars.” 
Penn knows the city faces budget limitations. She under- 
stands it will not be the park she envisioned. At the same 
time, Penn wants it to be a space that might eventually 
encourage the original vision. It wasn’t until last week - well 
into the pouring of the concrete on the Town Lake Park site - 
that Parks Department officials met with Penn, her colleagues, 
and stakeholders in the process, including Friends of the 
Park. They meet again next week to talk about alternatives, 
leaving Penn “cautiously optimistic.” 

The city’s initial plan for the 54-acre Town Lake Park site, 
way back in 1998, was a signature urban park with an opulent 
collection of sights, sounds, and the arts. These were the 
heady days before the tech bubble burst, so voters agreed to 
pass two propositions: one that razed the war-era City Coli- 
seum and replaced it with a $48 million events center, and 
another that leased the site to Palmer Auditorium for the 
purposes of renovating it as a premier arts venue for the city. 

The creation of a major urban park, including a $1 million 
interactive spiral children’s garden underwritten by the 
Junior League, was part of the plan. The master plan showed 
a series of rooms, or areas, of the park that would be created 
as funding arrived: the children’s garden, a lagoon, an interac- 
tive fountain, and space for community events.

If the children’s garden had been built as planned, it would 
have been the largest and most ambitious project ever under- 
taken by the city’s Art in Public Places program. However, 
when the city’s economy took a tumble - and the park was 
delayed - the Junior League pulled its funding for the project, 
forcing the city to revamp its actual park plans. Now, credit for 
the park - which still has a type of concrete spiral garden - is 
going to TBG Partners, which was instructed by the city to 


downscale the park plans. (Construction of the spiral park is 
currently evident from Riverside Drive.) 

That irks Penn, who still sees elements of her design in the 
downsized park. She made a plea to the Arts Commission 
to intervene, a matter that was still a subject of discussion 
three meetings later. It also irks the Arts Commission, which 
fears the scaled-back version of the park - with its token arts 
elements - may be all that people expect for the full-blown 
park plan. Members of the Arts Commission - who still want 
to mediate between the artists and the Parks Department - 
would like to see the city return to a plan that comes closer to 
the original vision for the park, a space the Arts Commission 
considers the city’s crown jewel. - Kimberly Reeves

America’s network of national parks is a 
natural resource so beloved by the public that 
even George W. has posed in parks for photo 
ops in his two presidential campaigns, prom- 
ising to bolster funding for these treasures.

Langone 
also brought another friend, Bonnie Hill, to 
Home Depot to serve as a board member 
and to chair the committee that oversees 
Nardelli’s pay. Hill, who runs a corporate con- 
sulting firm, has been a member of GE’s 
board. She also is on the compensation 
committee of Albertsons supermarket chain, 
where she helps set the pay of its CEO, 

Larry Johnson. 

Let’s check out Larry. Before joining 
Albertsons, he worked at GE with Nardelli. 

He, too, has been added to Home Depot’s 
board and also sits on the committee that 
sets Nardelli’s pay. And here’s a cute connec- 
tion - CEO Johnson and CEO Nardelli both 
use the same lawyer to negotiate their pay 
packages. So, when Johnson negotiates to 
set Nardelli’s pay at Home Depot, he’s negoti- 
ating with his own lawyer! 

And that’s why CEOs get astronomical pay.

A conversation with Ben Barnes 

Despite prevailing Republican mythology, not every Democrat is enamored with Ben Barnes. 
Though he is a perennial punching bag of the GOP, the former Texas House speaker and lieutenant 
governor didn’t achieve his meteoric rise in state politics by being a liberal. In the Sixties, Barnes 
rose through the ranks in the conservative wing of the Democratic Party, when Texas operated 
under its earlier form of the one-party system. The more powerful the conservatives grew, the more 
Texas started to resemble a two-party state trapped in a single-party body. Liberal Democrats (Ralph 
Yarborough, Sissy Farenthold) held camp on one side, with conservative Democrats (Lyndon 
Johnson, John Connally, Barnes) on the other. Political infighting was only part of the Democrats’ 
problems. In the end, it was the infamous Sharpstown banking scandal that cost several lawmakers 
their careers and ultimately brought the party to its knees. Barnes was never directly tied to the 
scandal, but the taint of corruption at the Capitol foiled the rising star’s 1972 bid for governor. 

Today, Barnes remains a visible force in politics, as both a Washington lobbyist and a Democrat- 
ic fundraiser. (This election year, he’s putting his money on Carole Keeton Strayhom, a Republic- 
an-turned-independent candidate for governor, instead of Democrat Chris Bell.) 

A consummate insider who knows how to spin a good yam, Bames is currently on the book- 
tour circuit with his latest work: Barn Burning, Barn Building, a Texas tale of the rise and fall of 
the Democratic Party. In it, he expresses deep regrets for supporting Johnson on the Vietnam War 
and for pulling the strings that helped the sons of rich and powerful Texans avoid going to 
Vietnam. As most people now know, one of those boys was a young George W Bush, for whom 
Bames helped secure a coveted slot in the Texas Air National Guard. If only briefly, Barnes may 
have won a spot in the hearts of liberal Yarborough loyalists when, two months before the 2004 
presidential election, he appeared on 60 Minutes to explain his role in helping Bush escape the 
front lines of battle - though the furor that erupted after the program aired had little to do with 
Bames and everything to do with some apparently doctored documents that the show’s produc- 
ers had turned up as evidence that Bush sloughed off his Guard duties. 

In a recent interview in his Austin office, Barnes talked about his book, his career in politics, 
and what Democrats need to do to rebuild the party. The following is an edited selection from 
our conversation; for a more complete version, see austinchronicle.com. - A.S. 


Austin Chronicle: In your hook you lay out a 
series of events that led to the collapse of the 
Democratic Party. Now we’re seeing similar 
themes of scandal and political infighting playing 
out in the Republican Party, so it’s interesting how 
history repeats itself. 

Ben Barnes: Yes, it really does. In the begin- 
ning of the book, I have that conversation with 
Mr. [Sam] Rayburn, when I ask him what kind 
of president Kennedy was going to make, and 
he said, “That’s not important - what’s impor- 
tant is that Richard Nixon was defeated. And 
young man, he’s going to try to come back 
some day, and you’ve got to try to stop him.” I 
didn’t realize how apropos that was, and I 
should have taken that a lot more seriously. But 
we worked like heck campaigning for [Hubert] 
Humphrey, and we beat Nixon in Texas, and 
that’s what really got the big target on my back 
with the Republicans and the Nixon people. 
AC: You offer some pointers on what Democrats 
need to do to rebuild the party. How does your 
support of Carole Strayhom for governor help 
the Democrats? 

BB: I’m supporting an independent to get rid 
of a person who gets an “F” on his report card 
for what he has done as governor of Texas. 
We’re No. 1 in public education dropouts; 
we’re No. 1 in prisons; we’re No. 1 in chil- 
dren’s deaths. We’re getting statistics that just 
make us almost a Third World country. And if 
Texans really understood that, I don’t think 
they’d be willing to accept that. 

The Republicans are going to have a lot of 
reasons to be mad at me, because I’m going to 
travel the country with this book, and I’m

going to talk. And they can’t get on me and say 
I’m out there trying to sell this book to make 
any money, because the proceeds from my 
book are going to the Boys & Girls Club [in 
Austin] and the National Center for Missing & 
Exploited Children. 

Jack Kennedy said that sometimes party 
loyalty asks too much. And man, I like Chris 
Bell. I think he’s a great candidate and a good 
guy, but he’s not going to have the money to 
have an impact when Perry pulls in the money 
from the Jim Leiningers and Bob Perrys. [Rick] 
Perry has unlimited funds. Carole Strayhom 
understands government, she’s been there, 
she’s comptroller. People have forgotten that 
Carole will have to have the Democrats in the 
Legislature to do anything if she got elected 
governor. And if she was governor, she’d have 
to be hoping - not publicly - but she’d have to 
be hoping more Democrats got elected. So it 
works in my mind that this can be a step in the 
right direction. 

Look, we’re not going to elect anybody state- 
wide this time, even if we had the money. I 



think because of my age that I’ve become more 
of a political realist. I’m not Don Quixote as 
much as I was at one time. 

I’m going to continue to support Democrats 
with my money, my time, and energy, but it 
was very easy for me to see and to encourage 
my friends that Carole Strayhom is the only 
possible person to beat Rick Perry. And I’m 
sorry Kinky’s mnning. I like Kinky Friedman. 
But if Kinky was not running Carole would be 
ahead right now; there’s that much dislike for 
Perry. So it’ll be interesting to see how inde- 
pendents mn in Texas. We haven’t had an 
independent governor since Sam Houston. 

AC: Is she truly an independent? She has a his- 
tory of - 

BB: Well, she has a history, but you know, Rick 
Perry was a Democrat, Phil Gramm was a 
Democrat, even John Tower at one time was a 
Democrat. Just about everybody in Texas at 
one time that was alive during that period was 
a Democrat. Now everybody thinks they’ve got 


to be a Republican to get elected. It’s amazing 
how the pendulum has swung. 

AC: Right. Although the Travis County Democrats 
recently recruited a Republican - [District Judge] 
Julie Kocurek. 

BB: That’s right. And in Kansas, I was there for 
the announcement of a Republican becoming a 
Democrat to mn for attorney general. I’m very 
pleased with that. You’re beginning to see some 
signs like that. In going around the country 
with my book, I’m going to a lot of the states 
where there are contested races where we have 
a chance. 

AC: You mentioned the lack of a farm system for 
recruiting and grooming young people to run for 
office. Who are some of the rising stars in the 
Democratic Party? 

BB: I think Austin is really producing some of 
the potential stars, with Mark Strama and 
maybe [Patrick] Rose, and I think Kirk Watson 
will rapidly become a star in the Senate. So

ON BUSH AND THE NATIONAL GUARD 

I did make the call to the National Guard on George W. 
Bush’s behalf, and he did jump ahead of others in line. 
Considering how many young men were on the waiting list at 
that time, there is absolutely no way Bush could have gotten 
into the Texas Air National Guard so quickly unless he had spe- 
cial help. All those who claim that Bush got into the Guard 
without having any strings pulled on his behalf are just flat 
wrong. Those are the facts. ... 

[Tjhe uproar over the [CBS] documents obscured the much 
more important issue: Did George W. Bush really serve his full 
time in the National Guard? I believe it’s clear that he didn’t. 
And I also believe that, regardless of whether he fulfilled his 
service or not, he acted shamefully in letting his millions of dol- 
lars worth of pilot training go absolutely to waste, just because 
of his personal whims. ... 

With all that said, I want to make clear how ashamed I am 
of what I did. I thought at the time that I was simply doing 
political favors, but as I got older, I came to realize I’d been 
playing God. For every privileged boy like George W. Bush that I 
helped, another young man was shipped to Vietnam. In the 
years since, I’ve wondered about the fates of those anonymous 
men, who were possibly killed or injured in Vietnam because of 
the strings I pulled. No one should have that kind of power, and 
I’ll always be sorry that I used it in the way I did. 

ON BARBARA JORDAN 

Barbara [Jordan] became a regular at the evening sessions I 
held in the speaker’s apartment, located right in the Capitol 
building on the House side. Like Sam Rayburn’s old “Board of 
Education,” I liked to have legislators over for a few drinks and 
political talk in the evenings. At first, I just wanted to make 
sure Barbara was included. But soon it was obvious to every- 
body that she was fitting right in - I guarantee you what, that 
woman could hold her own with anyone when it came to drink- 
ing scotch and swearing a blue streak. That wasn’t all we did in 
those sessions, of course, but like any bunch of men in Texas, 
it’s fair to say our company wasn’t a place for anyone with deli- 
cate sensibilities. Barbara loved it. For all her lofty oratory and 
regal bearing, I never heard anyone fuggaw as loudly at a dirty 
joke as Barbara Jordan did. 


ON OLD AND NEW TEXAS POLITICS 

I can’t predict the [Supreme Court decision on redistricting], 
but I can tell you that, in my opinion, DeLay’s redistricting 
scheme was not only unconstitutional, it was a slap in the face 
to the ideals of good governance. Those districts weren’t 
redrawn to benefit the citizens of Texas - there were redrawn 
solely to benefit the Republican Party. I don’t mind if Tom 
DeLay works his butt off to help his party, but when he messes 
with the rights of Texas voters to do it, that’s just wrong. 

Now some might argue that this is just sour grapes, or that 
the Democrats would do the same thing if we were in power. 
It’s true that, throughout the decades when Democrats were 
the majority party in the Legislature, Republicans did chal- 
lenge our redistricting decisions, sometimes successfully. But 
it’s even more important to point out that when the 
Democrats held all the power in the Sixties - the White 
House, both houses of Congress, and most of the state legis- 
latures and governorships - Lyndon Johnson didn’t step out of 
line to bring his party more power. In fact, he did the oppo- 
site. He made moves in civil rights that he knew would dam- 
age the Democratic Party. But he made them anyway, 
because it was the right thing to do. 

To me, that sums up the difference between Texas leadership 
then and now: Lyndon Johnson enriched minorities at the 
expense of his party, while Tom DeLay enriched his party at the 
expense of minorities. It’s a measure of how backward our 
political system has become that politicians like DeLay now 
govern for the sake of their parties rather than for the people 
they represent. 

ON THE POLITICS OF 'MORAL VALUES' 

It’s time to reclaim the high road by swinging attention back 
around to the true meaning of “moral values.” What good are 
false morality questions when the most basic rights of people 
in this country are being eroded every day? The basic values 
that we all hold dear are in jeopardy: the right to free speech 
and free assembly (threatened by the PATRIOT Act), the right to 
a secure retirement (threatened by the biggest federal deficit 
that’s ever been run up). What good is this relentless focus on 
narrowly defined “moral issues” when our roads and bridges 
are crumbling, our children are uninsured, and our schools are 
falling apart? 


you see the farm system working right here in Austin, and I think 
it’s very healthy 

AC: Are there some unknowns out there that you’re keeping an eye on? 
BB: I want to go to these college campuses and talk to young 
Democrats, young college students. I think there’s a lot of talent out 
there, and we can develop and encourage them to become real strong 
leaders. We Democrats worry about having blacks and women and 
browns all represented in the party, but I don’t think we’ve done 
enough work recruiting young people into the Democratic Party. The 
most intelligent questions I get are from young people. 

AC: I recently sat in on a talk that Chris Bell gave to high school students 
and it was pretty amazing to see how knowledgeable, and how critical, 
they were of George Bush’s education program. 

BB: George Bush’s education plan is a fraud. I doubt very seriously if 
it would work, even if they had funded it. I get mad at the Republicans 
who say you can’t just throw money at education. Well, let me tell 
you, how would we know? We haven’t thrown any money at public 
education. In Texas we’ve had one of the poorest-funded systems 
there are, and now they say public education isn’t working and we 
need vouchers. Bull! When George Bush got elected president, he 
followed the Republican formula of no new taxes. He cut taxes twice, 
took [billions] out of the system. He gave us back $65 one year and 
he gave us $88 another year. Then Rick Perry talked about it, and now 
he says he’s giving us “$2,000 back in property taxes,” and that’s a 
lie. It’s not going to be anything like that. But we don’t have anybody 
out there throwing the flag down and saying, “You’re lying.” 

AC: How did Rick Perry manage to get his tax bill passed? His charm? 
BB: John Sharp. He made it a bipartisan thing. It’s the only session that 
Rick Perry was ordered to do something by the Supreme Court. If he had 
not done it, it would have caused political havoc for him because the 
Supreme Court would have made the Legislature have another session. 
AC: Did you ever talk to Sharp about working with Rick Perry on the 
tax bill? 

BB: No, but I think John made a contribution to the state when we 
were in a crisis, and he convinced some people to vote for it. I’m 
from a different era, and I know I used to hate to hear old men sit 
around and talk about how they did it, but when I was there and 
when Connally was there in the Sixties and Seventies, I voted for a 
tax bill every session of the Legislature. As speaker and as lieutenant 
governor, I passed four tax bills. And so I guess I’m just jubilant that 
a Republican, with Sharp’s help, did do something that, even though 
I’m unhappy with it, it was somewhat responsible - that they did do 
something to try to come up with some more money. 

AC: You helped defeat a corporate tax bill when you were in the Legislature, 
and this Legislature just passed one. What do you make of that? 

BB: It’s a little different situation. We should have had a corporate 
tax; it was time for a corporate tax. When I was there I didn’t want

to do it that way because it would have taxed 
small businesses, too. But quite frankly we’re 
going to have to have a personal income tax. 
That’s political taboo, it’s the kiss of death to 
talk about that, but when we see we’re not 
going to have any real property-tax relief, that’s 
what’s going to happen. 

We’re operating in Texas, the second largest 
state, on tax per capita that’s 49th. You can’t 
run the second largest state as 49th per capita 
on taxes. In California they’re going to spend 
$3 billion on stem-cell research, and you know 
what we’re going to spend? $30 million. Cali- 
fornia has nine flagship universities, and we’ve 
got two. U.S. News & World Report ranked 
them the lowest they’ve ever been since they 
started doing the rankings. But as I said at the 
beginning of this interview, I think Texas 
should be ashamed of facts like these. But 
people’s eyes glaze over when they see the 
statistics. I’m not sure anyone really under- 
stands it. 

AC: I don’t see the Democrats crafting a catchy 
message to get the word out. 

BB: Democrats have spent so much time talk- 
ing about what’s wrong with the Republicans 
and not what’s right with Democrats. I know 


there are probably a lot of soccer moms who 
are Democrats who voted for George 
Bush in 2004 because they thought he was 
going to make them and their children more 
secure at night. I don’t think Democrats have 
gotten the message out that we’re just as 
strong on defense as Republicans. That 
horrible thing that happened on 9/11 - that 
left an indelible mark on people’s minds. For 
the first time since the Cuban Missile Crisis, 
since I’ve been alive, national security has 
become a big, big issue in people’s minds. I 
think they go into the ballot box and end up 
voting for a Republican because they don’t 
want to take a chance. A lot of very socially 
responsible people, particularly women, voted 
for George Bush in 2004. 

AC: And will they stick with the Republicans this 
time around in the congressional races? 

BB: Well, Karl Rove is talking about nation 
-al security. They’re getting ready to run 
the same kind of campaign that they ran 
last time. 

AC: Is there a Democratic equivalent of Karl Rove 
out there somewhere? 

BB: I tell you what, I wish I could find that 
person. I’d carry him around on a pedestal. ■

Immigration

The people who know our border best scoff 
at talk of making it “secure,” especially by 
building a wall. In Arizona, “Cochise County’s 
83 deputies patrol an area of rangeland, high 
desert and mountains larger than Connecticut.” 
Cochise County Sheriff Larry Dever calls a wall 
“a waste of resources and money.” ( USA Today, 
May 1, p.l) Those exact words were repeated 
on the Texas border by Presidio County Sheriff 
Danny C. Dominguez. And TJ. Bonner, presi- 
dent of the union that represents “nearly all” 
U.S. Border Patrol agents, calls Bush’s security 
plan “a smoke screen” and “underwhelming.” 
Bonner remembers “the last time cameras and 
sensors were bought and installed . . . millions 
of dollars were spent on equipment that was 
either never installed or improperly main- 
tained.” ( Lubbock Avalanche-Journal, May 17, 
p.3) Arizona Gov. Janet Napolitano: “We’re not 
going to seal the border, [because] we can’t. 
When I hear congressional and media people 
saying, ‘Shut the border,’ I think to myself, 
‘They’ve never seen the border.’ You can’t pos- 
sibly have been to the Arizona-Mexico border 
and believe that is possible.” ( The Washington 
Post, June 25, p.3) And even if a wall were pos- 
sible, she adds, “Show me a 50-foot wall and 
I’ll show you a 51-foot ladder.” 

Proponents of a wall neglect to mention 
that 40% of undocumented workers enter the 
country legally, then overstay their visas. (The 
Washington Post, June 19, p.l) Colorado’s vile 
GOP Rep. Tom Tancredo can rave, “They’re 
coming to kill you, and you, and me, and 
my grandchildren,” (The Washington Spectator, 
April 15, p.4). But, in fact, the 9/11 hijackers 
entered the country legally. “The 500,000 or so 
people who manage to sneak in from Mexico 
each year are a minuscule fraction - about 1% 
- of the tourists and students and other visitors 
who enter America legally. ... Mexico is not 
the preferred route of the suspected terrorists 
caught so far because they prefer more conve- 
nient options, like the Canadian border.” (The 
New York Times, May 16, p.25) 

Republicans rant about immigration, but their 
behind-the-scenes behavior does not match 
their rhetoric. The Washington Post, June 19, p.l: 
“Between 1999 and 2003 [that is, since Bush

took office] work-site enforcement operations 
were scaled back 95 percent. . . . The number of 
employers prosecuted for unlawfully employing 
immigrants dropped from 182 in 1999 to four 
in 2003. ... In 1999, the United States initiated 
fines against 417 companies. In 2004, it issued 
fine notices to three.” Convictions for hiring 
illegals in 2004: 46. 

The Post goes on to report that in 1998, 
during Georgia’s onion harvest, 4,034 undocu- 
mented workers were arrested during a Justice 
Department sweep of the fields - after which, 
not surprisingly, most of the others didn’t 
show for work. Onions lay unpicked, farmers 
were livid, and Georgia’s mostly Republican 
representatives in Congress howled for immi- 
gration arrests to cease. They ceased. In 1999’s 
Operation Vanguard, the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service “subpoenaed person- 
nel records from Midwestern meatpacking 
plants” and found that “at about 40 plants in 
Nebraska, western Iowa, and South Dakota,” 
19% had “dubious documents. ... Of those 
workers, 70% disappeared rather than be inter- g 
viewed. ... Nebraska’s members of Congress i 
at first called for tougher enforcement, recalled 3 
Mark Reed, then INS director of operations. 
But when the result shut some plants, ‘all hell 
broke loose,’ [Reed] said.” Republican Governor 
Mike Johanns (now Secretary of Agriculture) 
“appointed a task force to oppose the opera- 
tion.” Former Democratic governor Ben Nelson, 
now a senator, became a lobbyist for the meat- 
packers and ranchers. Republican Sen. Chuck 
Hagel “pressured the Justice Department to 
stop” the operation. It stopped. 

The pattern repeats across the country. Talk 
tough against immigrants for the redneck vote, 
then stop any anti-immigrant operation that 
costs businesses money - which means all 
of ’em. Homeland Security Secretary Michael 
Chertoff: “It would be hard to sustain political 
support for vigorous work-site enforcement if 
you don’t give employers an avenue to hire 
their workers in a way that is legal, because 
you’re basically saying, ‘You’ve got to go out 
of business.’” Or: You raise wages to hire U.S. 
citizens - and the price of everyone’s goods 
and services goes up. The Post article reports 


that after 1999 (in other words, during the 
Bush administration), the “numbers of fines 
and convictions dropped sharply, with fines all 
but phased out.” 

Republican voters are being taken for a ride 
by hypocritical politicians who don’t intend to 
do a damned thing because the people who fill 
the campaign coffers of these politicians are the 
same people who hire the immigrants. “In con- 
trast to the typical image of an illegal immigrant 
... a majority now work for mainstream compa- 
nies, not fly-by-night operators, and are hired 
and paid like any other American workers.” The 
undocumented are too wedded to American 
commerce to be weeded out without major 
economic disruption: 20% of our cooks, 25% 
of our construction workers, 22% of our maids 
and housekeeping workers, 25% of our ground 
maintenance workers, and at least 29% (some 
surveys say as high as 50%) of our agricultural 
workers. (NYT, June 19, p.l) If they were paid 
like Americans, prices would go up across the 
board. In addition, “Latinos open new firms at 


a rate of three times the national norm.” (The 
Economist, June 17, p.32) All of which is why 
“500 economists . . . signed an open letter to Mr. 
Bush arguing that immigration is a net plus to 
the economy.” (NYT, June 22, p24) 

One headline summarizes the problem: “With 
Illegal Immigrants Fighting Wildfires, West Faces 
a Dilemma.” Half the firefighters in the Pacific 
Northwest are Mexican immigrants, and “gov- 
ernment officials won’t even hazard a guess” as 
to how many are illegal. “Forestry workers say 
firefighting jobs may simply be too important 
- and too hard to fill - to allow for a crackdown 
on illegal workers.” (NYT, May 28, p.l) 

Take North Carolina, where researchers 
“found that Latinos paid $756 million in 
taxes annually and cost the state government 
$81 7million. That works out as a net burden of 
$102 per head . . . [but that] is dwarfed by the 
positive impact of Latino spending in North 
Carolina, [estimated to be] at $9.19 billion in 
2004. That translates into nearly 90,000 new 
jobs.” (The Economist, June 17, p.32).

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The problem, in North Carolina and all across 
the country, is that these sizable immigrant 
taxes are not paid to the state, but to the federal 
government - leaving the state to pay all the 
millions that immigrants cost in services. The 
Washington Post, May 26, p.21: “Immigrants 
cost local governments money even as they fill 
federal coffers with income, especially from 
payroll taxes. ‘The tax costs are local, but the 
tax windfalls are national,’ says Cecilia Munoz, 
vice president for policy at the National Council 
of La Raza. ‘There’s a local-national imbalance. 
It becomes a potent political issue locally, and 
there is nothing local governments can do.’” 

Walls, secure borders, mass deportations 
- these are fantasies. But localities and local 
taxpayers are rightfully enraged at paying the 
bills for America’s overall profit from the 
exploitation of the undocumented. 

Why don’t the states use the same means the 
IRS uses to collect local taxes from immigrants? 
Because most state, county, and city govern- 
ments are controlled by those same business 
interests that depend on immigrants, and those 
businesses don’t want to pay more taxes. It 
is those state and local governments, and the 
business interests behind them, that properly 
should be the objects of citizen rage. Some states 
that depend heavily on the undocumented, like 
Texas, have no state income tax. Such states are 
supported by property, sales, and business taxes, 
plus licensing fees. Raising the specter of a state 
income tax of any kind, for anyone, is taboo. 

These are the real issues, but they’re not 
discussed by most national or state officehold- 
ers, at least not in public. Either the states 
must find a way to tax the undocumented as 
the IRS does, or the federal government must 
give their windfall back to the states. But a 
GOP-controlled Washington, running up tre- 
mendous deficits, won’t give that money back 
unless pressured by their base. (It goes without 
saying, or it should, that any immigrant paying 
taxes should be given a green card.) 

USA Today, May 30, p.5: “Hard-liners” 
against the undocumented are “mostly male 
and overwhelmingly white. Three of four don’t 
have a college degree.” They mostly “live in 
rural areas and [are] least likely to live in cit- 
ies.” They are, in short, the voting backbone of 
the Republican Party, opposed and betrayed by 
the financial backbone of their own party. 

Solutions to our immigration dilemmas are 
within practical reach, requiring only the three 
things in shortest supply amongst our politicians: 
honesty, frankness, and a passion for justice. ■

BERNADETTE NASON: 

A working actor's 
dreams come true 

Bernadette Nason is a familiar 
presence in Central Texas theatre, 
and even if you don’t know her, 
your children likely do, as she’s 
been appearing regularly as a sto- 
ryteller at local elementary and 
middle schools for the last six 
years. That ongoing gig allows this 
flame-haired Englishwoman to be 
one of a handful of folks in the 
area who can honestly say that 
their day job is acting, and that 
alone makes her very special. 

About 14 years ago, Nason quit 
her corporate job in her native 
country, sold most everything she 
owned, and came to the States to 
pursue her dream of becoming a 
working actor. On the suggestion 
of a friend, she passed through 
Austin on her way to L.A., and 
once she’d visited that artistic 
snake pit on the West Coast, she came back here to stay. 

Throughout July you can see this very special performer fly- 
ing solo in a more adult project: Shirley Valentine, Willy 
Russell’s charming comedy of a woman’s rebirth in middle 
age, produced by Onstage Theatre Company and directed by 
company artistic director Michael Stuart. Like Nason, this pro- 
duction is special, as it marks the 10th anniversary of both 
the company, and Stuart and Nason’s artistic relationship. 
“Back in 1996, Michael and I had been talking about doing 


Willy Russell’s Educating Rita for about a 
year,” says Nason. “And the more we talked 
about it, the more we realized it was some- 
thing we really wanted to do. The only the- 
atre we could get for the dates we had cho- 
sen was the State Theatre, which was just 
about to be renovated. I think we were the 
last show in it before the renovation. And 
once we’d committed, with limited time on 
our hands to get the production up, Michael 
realized he’d rather have someone else 
direct him, and Ken Webster stepped up and 
took on the directorial role. 

“We formed Onstage because we wanted 
to have a company that would do some of 
the old chestnuts, some of the vintage plays 
that maybe people weren’t doing anymore. 
Austin is one of these vibrant places where 
there are lots of new theatres doing new pro- 
ductions and writing new plays, which is fan- 
tastic, but we wanted something where we 
could do some of the modern classics.” 

Since that first one 10 years ago, Nason 
has joined Onstage for revivals of Arsenic 
and Old Lace, Blithe Spirit, and Harvey, to 
name a few - modern classics every one. In 
other words, theirs is a long and fruitful rela- 
tionship. “When we were doing Educating Rita, we talked 
about doing Shirley Valentine sometime later when I was a lit- 
tle bit older. And I said, ‘One day Michael, you will direct me in 
this play,’ and he said, ‘Sure, I’d love to.’ I guess we started 
talking about it again a year ago. And here we are.”

RADIO: 30: Trouble on the air 

It takes nothing more than a single pebble to begin the 
avalanche that ends your life in a rain of boulders. The 
avalanche could be metaphorical, the pebble a misinflect- 
ed word, the life a solid career as a voice talent, the story 
performed live by Mical Trejo as Radio: 30, under the 
direction of Ken Webster at Hyde Park Theatre. 

Trejo’s no stranger to voicework: He’s the drivetime DJ 
at Austin’s Jammin’ 105.9. He’s also done character voic- 
es for popular anime shows Dai-Guard and Gun Crazy. For 
the latter, his sound engineer at Austin’s ADV Studios was 
a man named Robert S. Fisher. In Radio: 30, Trejo’s char- 
acter Ron works with a sound engineer who’s played by ... 
Robert S. Fisher. 

“It’s great working with Robert again,” says Trejo. “And 
we’re both playing characters who do what we’d like to do 
in our real lives, to be able to have jobs like this - jobs 
we’d do in our underwear, if possible.” 

Not that Fisher, or any of the other personnel at the 
late, lamented ADV studio, ever performed in their under- 
wear. Not that such is the dress code at Jammin’ 105.9. 
And not that Trejo, an Esther’s Follies alumnus and one of 
the founding members of the Latino Comedy Project, isn’t 
already doing much of what he’d like to do in his real life. 

It was, after all, a real-life stint in the Big Apple that led 
to this production in the first place. 

Radio: 30, in which a normally unflappable voice talent 
loses, well, pretty much loses his shit during the recording 
of a radio commercial, was written by Chris Earle, a 
Canadian playwright whom Trejo discovered while perform- 
ing at the New York International Fringe Festival in 2004. 

“I was up there for Lowell Bartholomee’s Blah , Blah, Blah ,” 
says Trejo, “and Radio: 30 was one of the other shows 
going on. And it was a brilliant piece - it was funny, it was 
tragic; I could totally relate to the situation. So I tracked 
the playwright down, got his permission, hooked up with 
Ken Webster, and here it is.” 

Well, here it is again, following Trejo, Fisher, and 
Webster’s HPT presentation of the show in April of last 
year. Which is the reason behind this preview, the instigat- 
ing factor whereby we hope the show will be inundated, as 
if by an avalanche, with theatregoers: We’ve seen it 
already. We’ve witnessed it, with Trejo in the spotlight, the 
only man onstage; with Robert Fisher unseen but very 
present in the control booth; with a pitch-perfect rendering 
of emotional breakdown in the recording studio, a stun- 
ning evocation of the boulders of catastrophe that can fol- 
low a single pebble-sized faltering. 

This production of Radio: 30 is 60 minutes of wracked 
sympathy and schadenfreude that we can’t recommend 
highly enough. - Wayne Alan Brenner

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Energy Abounding 

Few words better encompass what the Kathy Dunn 
Hamrick Dance Company is all about 


When I first walk into the lobby of Cafe 
Dance, Kate Warren’s storefront studio haven 
for dance on Hancock Road, I find it full to the 
brim with dancers. Admittedly, the lobby is only 
about 10 by 10, but dancers are everywhere. 1 
know they’re dancers because they’re all on the 
floor, and they’re all stretching. But it isn’t so 
much the proximity with the ground combined 
with the permutations of the human body that 
fingers them as the artists they so obviously are. 
It’s the energy in the room. And if you hang 
with dancers long enough, you’ll find the word 
“energy” coming up again and again. 

The strikingly lovely Kathy Dunn Hamrick, 
who has been creating dances with the company 
that bears her name for the last eight years and 
devising dances in Austin for considerably longer 
than that, greets me in a hushed tone. “There’s 
a class going on in there,” she says, pointing to a 
door in the comer of the tiny, bright room, “And 
we don’t want to disturb the energy.” 

There it is again. Few words better encom- 
pass what this collaborative of artists is all 
about, and this coming weekend, you can 
experience that vividly at UT’s McCullough 
Theatre in their second large-scale concert of 
the season, And Then There Were Twelve. 

Usually, the Kathy Dunn Hamrick Dance 
Company offers two major concerts a year, one 
in the fall and one in the spring, but this year 
they’ve switched their second concert to the 
summer, and, Hamrick says, “I’m a little bit 
nervous about the time change.” She’s also a 
little bit nervous about the venue change. The 
concert originally was scheduled for the State 
Theatre, which recently suffered a devastating 
flood due to a broken city water main, so the 
location had to be changed. “The State Theatre 
is our home,” Hamrick says. “This would have 
been our seventh straight year there. And I know 


those people, and I know that space, and there 
are no surprises.” “And they’re so nice. They 
are so nice there,” adds Warren, who serves 
as KDHDC’s associate artistic director. “And it 
happened when we were just getting ready to 
send our postcards out and put a banner up,” 
says Hamrick. “Everything was going to the 
paper. Everything had to be remade. We had 
planned everything for that theatre.” Including 
the dances themselves, most of which had to 
reworked to fit the space at the McCullough. 

Once class lets out, I’m led into a narrow 
hallway that opens into a large dance studio. 
I know I’m entering a dance studio because 
I can see the barres lining one wall and I’m 
asked to take off my shoes before I step in. 
Most of the dancers are already in the room, 
and they never stop moving. Never. Some run 
around, forward, backward. Some stretch at 
the barre. One simply stands in place, per- 
fectly balanced on one foot, with the other leg 
extended outward, unmoving. 

Eventually they begin rehearsing, but, inter- 
estingly, no one person seems to be in charge. 
There’s constant discussion, constant commu- 
nication. It’s Hamrick’s company, but Warren 
and Lisa Nicks, a company member who cho- 
reographed one of the three new pieces in the 
concert, do most of the talking, though most 
everyone has something to say. “I’m not interest- 
ed in having people in the company that just take 
direction,” says Hamrick. “I look for artists.” 

And she finds them. While I didn’t get to 
see all of every dance, I got to see enough. In 
the first, “I’m Coming Back for My Wings,” 
staged by guest choreographer Carolyn Pavlik, 
three dancers are anchored with lengths of tulle 
stretching off into the wings. Seemingly in sta- 
sis, they stand in place, moving and struggling 
against their bonds, twitching, straining, until

suddenly they break free. While they only prac- 
ticed the beginning of this dance, clearly it was 
about the struggle to enter the world. Hamrick 
choreographed the second piece, “Half Passing.” 
With music by Austin’s Chad Raines and the 
Elastic Wasteband, it reminded me of nothing 
so much as exercising on the bike path at Town 
Lake or simply walking down the street and 
experiencing the casual contact between myself 
and other strangers as we pass each other again 
and again. Most striking was the piece that makes 
up the second half of the concert, “Recognizing 
the Angel on My Shoulder. ” Subtitled “Mending 
My Pathological Need for Self Sufficiency,” this 
dance by Lisa Nicks takes place in six parts, 
each of which has its own title: “The Well-Oiled 
Machine,” “Lullaby for Unfulfilled Dreams,” “I 
Didn’t Know Them, but They Carried Me,” and 
so on. I was privileged to see a rehearsal of this 
entire piece, and it is extraordinary. In one sec- 
tion, dancers flow across the stage like water, 
trios breaking into solos breaking into duos, 
moving constantly and inexorably, like a stream, 
like a river, like the rain. In a solo, Nicks offers a 
portrait of movement interrupted, gliding toward 
some end only to be drawn off elsewhere, to 
become something different. In still another part, 
Hamrick is flown, carried, rolled, flipped, and 
passed from hand to hand and foot to foot, all 
with exquisite athleticism and grace. With music 
by the Austin band Mundi, even in rehearsal 
I found it to be epic, uplifting, and ultimately 
inspiring in the way that only great art can be. 

I didn’t get to see any part of one of the 
dances because, technically speaking, it isn’t a 
dance; the second piece in the first part of the 
concert is a dance film, The Five Challenges, by 
David Steadman. “David is a visual artist, and 


he’s our graphic designer,” says Hamrick. “And 
his wife Cherami is in the company. And when 
she got pregnant she said, ‘Well, I still really 
want to be involved. Can David and I make a 
film together?’ So David gave her five choreo- 
graphic problems to solve. One of them - I 
hope I can get it right - was to make a phrase 
of movement that goes forward but appears 
backward in the film. Or something like that.” 

“He also gave her a time constraint,” says 
Warren. “Each movement could only be two 
seconds long.” 

“For another she had to do 30 social dances 
in 30 seconds,” says Nicks. 

“I think they filmed it in a liquor store,” says 
Warren. 

“We’re going to get all the details wrong,” says 
Hamrick. “If the number one signifies a phrase, 
lb is that phrase retrograded, which is backward. 
The number two is another phrase, 2b retro- 
graded, and on and on. And then he gave her this 
chart, and she had to do those movements in 
his particular order. And he wasn’t budging. He 
really wanted her to abide by the guidelines. ” 

“And they’re still married,” says Warren. “And 
happily so. You should put that in there.” 

So why the title that sounds like a mystery and 
a children’s story rolled into one? Says Hamrick, 
“For six or seven years, I worked with six danc- 
ers, and for years before that I had worked with 
the same group before I even had the company. 
And over time, all left but one. So at the begin- 
ning of the year, we held an audition. 

“And now we are twelve.” ■

convention and promoting work, but I’d be 
writing this even if I weren’t.) 

This year’s guests of honor are Margaret 
Maron and James Crumley. Maron, whose 
Bootlegger's Daughter nabbed the Edgar in 
1993, and Crumley, whose The Last Good Kiss 
would appear near the top of any intelligent 
reader’s top 10 list, might seem to be an odd 
couple. Both hail from the South: Maron from 
North Carolina, Crumley from Three Rivers, 
Texas. Maron’s novels, however, are of the 
cozy, tea-sipping variety, while Crumley’s are 
drenched in booze and dope, not to mention 
blood and cordite and other liquids and 
vapors that appeal to those who like their fic- 
tion served hardboiled. 

Bill Crider, best known for his Sheriff Dan 
Rhodes novels, will serve as toastmaster. 
Dennis McMillan, the professional guest (a 
title that sounds suspiciously similar to veter- 
an freeloader), publishes deluxe editions of 
some of the greatest noir writers past and 
present and has a bigger collection of shoes 
than Imelda Marcos. One highlight of the con- 
vention will be the joint panel by McMillan and 
Crumley (Saturday, 3pm), which could begin 
with a discussion of Crumley’s latest, The 
Right Madness, although some attendees are 
bound to want the Big Crum to recite the last 
line of his excellent 2001 novel, The Final 
Country : “The only thing I wanted out of Texas 
was my ass.” 

It takes a remarkable person to fill the 
shoes of fan guest of honor at a gathering 
like this, but those who knew and loved 
Elmer Grape, the owner of Mysteries & More 
and the husband of author Jan Grape, would 


be the first to say that he could do the job 
lying down ... in his grave. Elmer, who passed 
away last year, will be the subject of many 
toasts and reminiscence during the con. Jan, 
co-fan guest of honor, will be promoting her 
new novel, Dark Blue Death. 

A short list of other highlights: Milton 
Burton, whose debut, The Rogues' Game, a 
bleak noir set in post-World War II, earned a 
starred review in Booklist, as did Austin 
author Jeff Abbott’s August release, Fear... 
Michael Putegnat’s Laguna drips with Texas 
coastal creepiness... Anthony Neil Smith, 
author of The Drummer, wins the best Web 
site prize with his Crimedog One: The Virtual 
Dive Bar... John Maddox Roberts (Nobody 
Loves a Centurion) is for all you readers with a 
thing for private eyes in togas (as in 
Roman)... Karen Maclnerney (Muffins Are 
Murder) is for those who like a little blood 


with their oat bran... Duane Swierczynski’s 

(The Wheel Man) Secret Dead Blog site turned 
me on to some cool noir podcasts... J.F. 
Margos (Shattered Image) writes about a 
forensic artist in Austin... If Harry Hunsicker’s 
(Still River) Dallas PL, Lee Henry Oswald, 
didn’t have tough cases, he’d have no cases 
at all... Omaha author Sean Doolittle (Rain 
Dogs) writes “full body press” mysteries, 
according to one of my favorite blurbs. 

As for myself, next to drinking a single-malt 
scotch with Crumley, I’m especially looking for- 
ward to Megan Abbott, whose Die a Little 
boasts a retro pulp cover complete with a sui- 
cide blonde and wanton lust in the back- 
ground, but it’s no mere marketing ploy. 

Abbott, hailed as the “mistress of noir,” estab- 
lished her credentials in spades with a trea- 
tise on the subject in The Street Was Mine.

AFTER A FASHION 


BY STEPHEN MACMILLAN MOSER 


I MUST HAVE BEEN CRAZY to think I 
wanted to go back into the clothing-design 
business. But that’s what being away from 
something for a number of years can do to 
you - make you forget the difficulties and 
hardships of whatever you were doing so long 
ago. Nothing feeds my soul like designing 
does ... and nothing make me growl and hate 
the world like designing does. I know - to 
paraphrase Karl Lagerfeld, it’s not like we’re 
feeding the hungry or curing disease, it’s just 
dressmaking, dammit. But it’s the process of 
designing and making the dress that’s so 
seductive and so aggravating. I am sick for 
gorgeous fabrics; I am a slave, and the fabric 
is my master. I’m not one of those designers 
who designs the dress first. I dive right into 
the fabric. It speaks to me in honeyed tones, 
caressing me in whispers, telling me what it 
wants to be. And I obey. I don’t even look for 
fabrics I like; they just somehow find me. 
Lately, I’ve been mesmerized by handpainted 
silks. No, not that hippie-woman, earth-mother 
schlock that’s been passed off as “wearable 
art” for decades now, but gorgeous fabrics 
that can stand as art all by themselves. When 
I first saw the silk paintings that my friend 
Channe Felton and her partner Daniel 
Knorra were doing, I was floored. Both of 
them being such accomplished artists on 
their own, when they applied their talent to 
silk, the result was breathtaking. They’d done 


well selling the work as scarves and sarongs, 
but there were limitations to that, and they’d 
reached those limitations. Store buyers had 
told them that they wanted to see the silks 
made into clothes, but it wasn’t quite as sim- 
ple as that. When I became possessed with 
presenting a fashion show earlier this year, I 
asked Channe and Daniel (whose work is 
known as the Felton Knorra Collection) to 
paint some silks especially for my show. To 
take those pieces of art and turn them into 
clothing was a sublime experience. My design 
point of view meshed perfectly with their fab- 
rics, and we decided to collaborate on more 
pieces. I moved my design workroom into 
their Eastside studio, and we’ve lived happily 
ever after. Urn, not quite. I remember reading 
that, according to the Small Business 
Administration, clothing businesses were 
the second-most-likely business to fail (res- 
taurants held the top spot). I totally under- 
stand that, having worked for multiple clothing 
companies that have failed. But I have always 
believed deeply in my talent to design (even 
though my own business has certainly had its 
ups and downs), and it is that belief that 
makes hope spring eternal ... especially when 
confronted with the incredible fabrics Channe 
and Daniel are painting. So I’m back in it 
again, crazily working on a Spring 2007 col- 
lection, which will be presented in New York, 
Las Vegas, and Atlanta during August and

September, while juggling a custom-design 
business that brings immediate income. We 
work as two separate entities: I’ve had Made 
in Heaven by Stephen MacMillan Moser 

since the late Eighties, but our labels say 
“Made in Heaven by Stephen MacMillan 
Moser with silks from the Felton Knorra 


Collection.” A bit wordy, we know, but it gets 
our point across. My Made in Heaven Web 
site is up (www.madeinheavenlnc.com), which 
has a separate gallery devoted to our collabo- 
ration. The Web site, as any business person 
can tell you, is a constant work in progress ... 
as is the business itself. The toughest part is 
that Channe, Daniel, and I are artists and 
designers - not business people, and the pro- 
cess of turning art into commerce can be 
deadly. I loathe dealing with figures, finances, 
and paperwork because I have no aptitude for 
it. And sometimes just the process of making 
a dress - whether it be for a client or for pro- 
duction - can be almost as painful as child- 
birth (which, in a sense, it is). But it’s the love 
of the game and the feeling of having no other 
choice that keeps us working at it so hard. 

And like my friend Ashley Ballentine says 
(she just graduated from the UT design pro- 
gram and is starting her career with an intern- 
ship at Betsey Johnson), “Love what you do 
or do something else.”

WINE OF THE WEEK 

Bogle Chardonnay 

For the past few years, California char- 
donnay has been beat up hard. First, 
some marketing wiseacre - probably a 
New Zealand sauvignon blanc-maker - 
comes up with the Anything but 
Chardonnay Club and convinces thousands 
of would-be wine snobs that chardonnay is 
declasse. Then California winemakers shoot 
themselves in the foot - twice - first, by start- 
ing to make overoaked, overfruited, oily wines 
suitable only as aperitifs on a cold night, then run- 
ning the opposite direction to make unoaked wines that 
bear more resemblance to grapefruit juice than chardonnay. 

Since 2002, my solution for the under-$10-house-wine 
category has been a Washington wine: Columbia Crest 
Grand Estates Chardonnay. But for some unknown reason, 



they have been hanging on to old vintages, and the conse- 
quent loss of youthful acidity and drastic increase in bottle 
variation mean I no longer recommend it. 

The best sub-$10 chardonnay I’ve had for 
quite a while is the Bogle Chardonnay. It’s a 
nice blend of different winemaking styles, part- 
ly barrel fermented and partly in stainless 
steel; partially malolactic fermentation and 
partially not; some ages in oak, some not. 
When winemaker Eric Aafedt finishes the 
blend, he’s come up with a prize: just a hint of 
butterscotch aroma, palate-cleansing acidity, 
and wine that really tastes like the chardonnay 
grape. If you’ve only tasted the pre-2004 Bogle 
Chardonnay, try it again. Aafedt’s bosses were so 
excited about his work on the 2004 chardonnay, they pro- 
moted him from assistant winemaker to winemaker. 

Bogle Chardonnay is available at Whip In, Central Market, 
Whole Foods, and Grape Vine Market for around $10 but 
was recently on sale at World Market for $7.99.

Mesa Ranch proprietor Steve 
Ray grew up around two well-loved 
Austin steak houses of the Sixties 
and Seventies, the Barn and the 
Feedlot, both operated by his dad, 

Jack Ray. After that early training, 

Ray spent most of the Eighties run- 
ning his own restaurant in Houston 
and then returned to Austin with 
an Outback Steakhouse franchise 
from 1993 to 2004. After selling 
his interest in Outback, Ray and 
his wife, Lane Anderson, struck out 
on a cross-country journey visit- 
ing successful local steak houses 
everywhere they went. The culmi- 
nation of all that experience and 
research is their own place, Mesa | 

Ranch, opened in July of 2005. g 

Lane Anderson transformed < 

a bland suburban space in o 

Northwest Austin into an invit- 
ing restaurant with an atmosphere that evokes the 
American West. The walls are sponge-painted in warm 
colors to create the impression of stucco, and the tables 
are topped with fabric that resembles tooled leather. 
Saddles, boots, and Western art pieces are strategically 
placed, the booths have a leather look, and the rustic 
ladder-back chairs have woven seats. The full bar fea- 
tures nightly live music in the cowboy-country-folk vein, 
completing the picture. Meanwhile, Ray’s Mesa Ranch 
menu is heavily weighted toward items cooked on the 
mesquite grill. Portions are generous, and the spicing is 
robust. Jalapenos, roasted poblanos, cilantro, corn, and 
tequila are key ingredients in many of the appetizers, 
sides, and sauces, which creates a menu with a some- 
what one-dimensional flavor profile. The grilling, however, 
is expertly done. 

Several appetizers piqued our interest on our dinner 
visit, but each had pitfalls. The Cactus Fried in Shiner 
Bock Beer Batter ($5.95) has to be one of the most 
innovative appetizers I’ve encountered in a long time. 
Thin strips of Nopal cactus pads are soaked in a tequila 
- brine to cut the natural viscosity - and then deep-fried 
in a crisp beer batter and served in a paper cone with 
poblano queso and tequila ranch sauce for dipping. It’s 
a great idea, and the frying was skillfully done, but the 
crispy batter was so salty we couldn’t enjoy much of 
the dish. The description of the Grilled Poblano Relleno 
($9.95/$6.95) offered one or two peppers stuffed with 
a mixture of three cheeses and grilled shrimp. What 
appeared were roasted peppers laid flat with skew- 


ers of excellent grilled 
shrimp placed on top, 
but no cheese stuffing 
was evident. Likewise, 
the Stuffed Jalapenos 
($8.95) promised bacon- 
wrapped peppers stuffed 
with goat cheese and 
deep-fried in the Shiner 
Bock batter. What we got 
were torpedoes of batter 
so thick that the peppers 
inside were uncooked 
and there was no bacon 
in sight. The queso dip, 
roasted corn and pepper 
salsa, and tequila ranch 
sauce that accompanied 
the appetizers were all 
flavorful, but the missteps 
made the overall effect 
disappointing. 

We fared much better 
with entrees. My 12oz. 
Rib-Eye ($20.95) with 
poblano mashed potatoes 
and grilled asparagus was 
cooked exactly to order 
and very satisfying. The Grilled Pork Chops ($17.95) 
were tender and moist, and the Citrus Marinated Grilled 
Chicken Breast ($12.95) over bow-tie pasta with ancho 
cream sauce was excellent. Entrees come with pleasant 
house salads of fresh field greens and a choice of home- 
made dressings, plus buckets of tasty jalapeho corn 
muffins baked in festive cactus shapes. The chocoholic 
member of our dining party was perfectly delighted with 
the decadent Brownie Tower ($6.95), but unfortunately 
the Lemon Meringue Pie ($5.95) had a bland filling and 
a tough meringue. 

We dropped in for lunch one day and enjoyed a 
Cowboy Cheesesteak Sandwich ($7.95) with pork tender- 
loin, grilled peppers and onions, and spicy queso. I was 
very impressed with the Chicken Fried Venison ($9.95 
lunch, $14.95 dinner) with poblano cream gravy and pob- 
lano mashed potatoes. The meat was very tender, had 
great flavor, and the crispy crust had a wonderful crunch. 
However, the side of green beans I ordered a la carte 
was so salty it was inedible and had to be sent back. 

The waiter graciously removed the item from our bill, 
and owner Lane Anderson herself came to the table to 
assure us the kitchen had been advised of the problem. 

Reflecting on my dining experience at Mesa Ranch, 

I found the atmosphere inviting and the management 
and staff friendly and very eager to please. There are 
obviously people in the kitchen with skilled hands at the 
grill and the fryer. The devil here appeared to be in the 
smaller but equally crucial details. Good culinary ideas 
deserve better execution. - Virginia B. Wood

Restaurateur Phoenix Pai is creating a mini-empire in the Austin area, with 
three eateries catering to Asian-food lovers who just can’t quite decide which 
cuisine strikes their fancy. Like her other places - China Cafe by Phoenix on 
Spicewood Springs and the 
Tokyo Steakhouse in Round Rock 

- Dragon Gate by Phoenix offers 
a little something for everyone in 
the mood for an Asian food fix. 

We were drawn by the sign on 
the outside of the building fac- 
ing Highway 360 offering sushi, 
so despite the lavish offerings 
in the Chinese section and the 
delicious aromas wafting by, we 
stuck with food from the Land of 
the Rising Sun. 

The single best predictor of 
quality of a sushi place is a 
simple piece of Hamachi (aka 
Yellowtail) Nigiri Sushi. In one 
bite, you tell whether the restau- 
rant cares. The fish is delicate 
enough that you should be 
able to taste the elusive hint of 
sweet/sour/salt flavoring in the g 
rice; the texture of the fish is gj 
buttery, lending the perfect coun- § 
terpoint if the rice is done cor- i 
rectly; and the sweetness of the ^ 
fish is the ideal match for the tang of the vinegar in the rice. If the sushi chef 
has everything right, this simple dish will tell you everything you need to know 

- certainly much more than any combo-roll of deep-fried shellfish wrapped in 
avocados draped in molasses and soy sauce could. Dragon Gate’s Hamachi 
($5, all prices for two pieces) was flawless. 

Other signs of a good shop: crisp sweet Tobiko (aka flying fish roe, $5); 
Amaebi (raw shrimp, $8.50) that tasted sweet and dense; buttery Escolar ($5); 
and expertly made Tamago (sweet egg, $4). 

My dining partner was not a raw-fish aficionado, so she ordered cooked 
items. The Alaska Roll ($7.50) was a nice combo of salmon, avocado, and fly- 
ing fish roe, while the Tokyo Roll ($8.50) was made with deliciously rich eel. 

The only food disappointment was an order of Yakitori ($5.50) that should 
have tasted grilled and lightly sweet. Instead it tasted steamed and soaked in 
Chinese brown sauce. 

The other letdown was that they only serve one brand of sake, a mediocre 
brand, and it only comes warm and in small containers. Good sushi deserves 
good cold sake, and lots of it. They did have a nice wine list, including a deli- 
cious Erath Pinot Gris ($28) that matched the sushi nicely. 

Service and decor were both warm and homey. We never felt rushed or 
pushed. One of the sushi chefs was American but had lived for several years 
in one of Japan’s most glorious cities, Kanazawa. She spoke fluent Japanese 
and did a brilliant job making our food. 

Austin has so many sushi choices, it sometimes feels like we’re living in 
southwest Japan. Even with all that competition, Dragon Gate’s sushi deserves 
a try for its meticulous attention to the details. - Wes Marshall

The Pop Films of Peter Whitehead 

Fans of avant-garde film have cause to rejoice 
this month, as a long-overdue Peter Whitehead ret- 
rospective arrives at the Alamo Drafthouse 
Downtown. During his short but celebrated 
career in the late Sixties and early Seventies, 

Whitehead was one of England’s most influen- 
tial, enigmatic, and intellectual cinema artists, 
and he worked with many of that revolutionary 
era’s greatest pop and underground luminaries. 

He was a director sui generis, and The Word and 
the Image retrospective is an aesthetic tonic for 
film fans who have tired of Hollywood cliches 
and are searching for an idiosyncratic, experi- 
mental movie experience. 

Like Godard before him and Ken Jacobs after, 

Whitehead concerned himself with the immediacy 
of experience rather than the delicacies of nar- 
rative structure and character development, crea- 
ting collages of images and words and leaving it 
to his viewers to parse out their meaning. His 
films were provocative, erudite, and willfully diffi- 
cult, demanding critical thought and interpretation. 

The series begins July 9 with Tonite Let's All 
Make Love in London, Whitehead’s documentary 
about “Swinging London”; and ends three 
weeks later with his masterpiece, The Fall , a 
disjointed look at the Vietnam war and the 
effect it had on New York City in the late 
Sixties. A disorienting, media-drenched kaleido- 
scope, The Fall moves frantically from footage of President Johnson and Robert 
F. Kennedy to first-person close-ups of anti-war rallies, pro-war rallies, and the 
Columbia student riots of 1968. 

The Alamo will also be screening the exhausting Daddy, a psychosexual trip 
through the disturbed mind of a young woman intent on exacting revenge on her 
father; the gorgeous and hypnotic “Wholly Communion,” Whitehead’s break-

through verite about the legendary Albert Hall Poetry Festival in 
1965, starring Allen Ginsberg and Gregory Corso; and the less 
severe but no less challenging promo films he shot for Sixties pop- 
music icons the Rolling Stones, Small Faces, and Pink Floyd - early 
blueprints for today’s music videos. Looking down the list, one 
begins to sense that Whitehead filmed every significant moment 
and every significant personality of that volatile period. 

“The artist’s job,” Whitehead says, “is to document the moment 
in history that he is alive.” And few filmmakers documented as 
thoroughly, or had names so firmly associated with, a particular his- 
torical moment. So, it is understandable that as the defining impulses 
and ideas of that era started drying up, Whitehead began to rede- 
fine himself outside the cinema and outside the times. “By the late 
Sixties and early Seventies, protest had become fashionable,” he 
says. “The counterculture had become fashionable. Everything had 
become fashionable, and I felt that I wasn’t living directly. I found I 
couldn’t have direct experiences looking through a camera’s lens.” 
So at the height of his fame, the director simply capped the lens 
and stopped making movies. Just like that. 

During the next 20 years, Whitehead traveled throughout 
Pakistan, North Africa, and the Arctic studying the art of falconry, 
eventually ending up on the peak of Jebel Soudah, the highest 
mountain in Saudi Arabia, where he built and maintained the larg- 
est private falcon-breeding center in the world. 

“I went to rediscover myself in the wilderness,” he says. “When 
you’re hanging from a cliff face in Morocco looking down 100 feet 
to the sea, you are inside your life. No time spent looking through 
a camera could ever equal that.” 

Now 69 years old, Whitehead lives the quiet life of a novelist, 
passing his days at his home in England, “Just an old misan- 
thrope,” he laughs, “writing my books.” 

So how does he feel about the films that will be screened during 
the Word and the Image retrospective? Are they relevant now? Can 
they tell us something about our own particular world-historical moment? 

“Honestly, I don’t care about the films, if they’re relevant or 
not,” he says. “Films are like all art. You make them, and then 
they take on a life of their own that you have no control over. I 
don’t know if they’ll mean anything to anyone. I hope they do, but I 
don’t really care.” - Josh Rosenblatt 


Xs and Os 

Ward Serrill on The Heart of the Game' 

Aside from the actual basketball, the most remarkable 
moments in Ward Serrill’s seven-year study of the ground- 
breaking girls’ program at Roosevelt High School in Seattle 
are those that mold the story of a hero without manufactur- 
ing one. Though the film and its maker are frank in their 
admiration of coach Bill Resler as a person, strategist, 
and motivator, it’s what he gets out of his players - think 
deadly animals stalking helpless prey, and you’ve got some 
idea - and gives in return that drives a documentary whose 
many moving threads are at times more frenetic than the 
Roughriders’ oft-employed full-court press. 

Fleart of the Game screened at SXSW Film 06, and the Chronicle spoke 
to Serrill - who, just to get it out of the way, considers Hoop Dreams bril- 
liant and influential, but a “much different doc, darker, with good rea- 
son, more social than sport, more somber” - during the festival.

Austin Chronicle: Seven years? Over the course of the film , you have 
the sense of knowing this program and coach Resler so well , yet it 
doesn't seem as if you overstayed your welcome , for the audience or for 
the subjects. 

Ward Serrill: Resler loves to tell stories, and I love to listen to stories. 
To this day, we talk three times a week about his current team and all 
the things going on with the girls. This has been a hell of a ride for all 
of us. He doubted for a long time that I’d ever get it done, and I did 
too. It collapsed about a dozen times; we ran out of money, or there 
was just no support behind me. And not knowing where the story is: 
Filming six practices a week, two games; every year, there are new 


girls. I was lost most of the time, 
which kept things new. [laughs] 

AC: What kind of help did you have in 
finding those stories? Were you bounc- 
ing , not dailies , exactly , but maybe 
“ monthlies ” or “ yearlies off of friends 
or crew? 

WS: I couldn’t afford to hire anybody 
else, so I shot it, directed it, wrote 
it, did sound. ... I didn’t even look at 
most of the footage until four years 
into it. So, I was stupid. I just kept 
shooting more and more. I did every- 
thing wrong. I just showed up and 
started shooting. No plan. For a film- 
maker, that’s the last thing you want to do. It was all on instinct, film- 
ing here, following this girl or that girl. I constantly was convinced that 
I was missing the heart of it, the gist of it. ... I couldn’t do the Hoop 
Dreams thing. The crew all but lived with those families, which is won- 
derful. I didn’t do that. I had to dip into [a subject’s] house for a couple 
of hours, and then I was gone. I had to get the story on my terms, with 
my resources. 

AC: In the film , Resler talked about girls not necessarily wanting to play 
physically at first , or to make physical contact , and the girls spoke to that 
a bit. Which makes me wonder what their responses were to you , as a 
male with a camera , very prevalent in filming some of the most formative 
years in their lives? 

WS: It was easy, primarily because what Resler really does, is he com- 
pletely allows and encourages all expression of spirit. I could have eas- 
ily had an R rating on this. They carry on like longshoremen in the lock- 
er room. It creates this air of frivolity, and because of that, they are so 
comfortable just being themselves. ■

THE LOVED ONE 

Warner Home Video, $19.98 

“He’s just trying to exploit me,” groused 
Lenny Bruce in 1964, declining an offer 
proffered by fellow provocateur Terry 
Southern to take on a role in the maverick 
screenwriter’s latest project - and thus 
missing out on one of the great casting 
coups in pop-cinema history. As it was, 

The Loved One managed to fail well 
enough without dirty Lenny, but not for lack 
of trying. Billed on its release in 1965 as 
“the motion picture with something to 
offend everyone,” The Loved One’s creative 
pedigree was impressively outre: Directed 
by then-red-hot 
wunderkind Tony 
Richardson (fresh 
from the heady 
success of Tom 
Jones), co-written 
by Southern (com- 
ing off of Dr. 

Strangelove) and 
Christopher 
Isherwood, and 
photographed and 
produced by 
Haskell Wexler. 

The film also boasted a Luby’s Cafeteria 
cast of eclectic players from Liberace to 
James Coburn to John Gielgud to Rod 
Steiger. The Loved One strained at the pro- 
verbial bit to go over the top in a concert- 
ed attempt to both attract and repel audi- 
ences, and it certainly succeeded with the 
latter. Southern’s acerbic screenplay fired 
indiscriminate rounds of satirical buckshot 
into the cultural landscape, taking aim at 
religion, sex, consumerism, Hollywood, 
death, and anything else the filmmakers 
could set their jaded sights on. The film’s 
sophomoric barbs might have occasionally 
stretched to offend, but when The Loved 
One misfired, it erred on the dark side, 
one of the more endearing traits of edgy, 
pessimistic Sixties cinema. Landing with a 
deadening thud at the box office, the film 
disappeared from the cultural radar as 
quickly as Vaughn Meader. Within seven 
years, Divine had eaten dog shit on cam- 
era, and all bets for the Bad Taste Award 
were off. But there was something regally 
perverse and stately about The Loved One 
that made it linger in the memory long 
after its more plebeian contemporaries 
had faded. Was it Steiger’s rouged 
embalmer, Mr. Joyboy (“Mama’s little 
Joyboy loves lobster, lobster ... “), or the 
discomfiting sight of the cherubic Jonathan 
Winters putting a pitchfork into a canine 
carcass and nonchalantly tossing it into 
the refrigerator next to his bologna sand- 
wich? No matter: 40 years down the line, 
The Loved One still carries a pungent and 
perverse perfume as bracing as fresh 
formaldehyde, laced with darkness, death, 
and decay. This DVD offers a pristine 
transfer, showcasing Wexler’s evocatively 
pop-gothic black-and-white photography. An 
obligatory featurette, “Trying to Offend 
Everyone,” offers the appropriately bizarre 
trick of bringing back recently deceased 
star Robert Morse for a few insightful com- 
ments on filming, but the great Winters is 
conspicuous in his absence. Now there’s 
an audio commentary I’d pay to hear.

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Securing the Substance 

Richard Linklater on his adaptation of 'A Scanner Darkly'

Richard Linklater’ s A Scanner Darkly is so trippily in touch with the current cultural Zeitgeist 
that it rattles you to your core. You walk out of the theatre dazed and confused, unsure of whether 
what you’ve just witnessed is fiction or fact. Indeed, it’s neither, and both. 

Adapted from Philip K. Dick’s 1977 novel, Linklater ’s film, undertaken with the blessings of 
the Dick estate and family, follows the circuitous, drug-induced mental meltdown of Bob Arctor 
(Reeves), a man for whom paranoia and disassociation from reality are the onrushing norm. Fear 
of Them and fear of the Self - and which, exactly, is which - is at the core of a story which also 
carries a very pointed and very cautionary message to those inclined to dabble in pharmaceuti- 
cals: Getting fucked up can fuck you up, boy howdy. 

From the intense and nuanced characterizations (courtesy of Reeves, Robert Downey Jr., Woody 
Harrelson, Winona Ryder, and Rory Cochrane, among others) to the cutting-edge rotoscoping soft- 
ware used to animate performances, which were first shot and edited on digital video (as was also 
the case with Linklater ’s equally heady Waking Life), A Scanner Darkly eclipses even Ridley Scott’s 
seminal Blade Runner in terms of faithfulness to the author’s intended tone and ideas. It blows your 
mind clear out of your skull, and then it lingers around afterward, kicking up unpleasant notions 
of where America is going and what’s happening to us while we’re along for the ride. 

The Chronicle spoke to Linklater by phone following the Austin premiere of A Scanner Darkly 
and learned why, to paraphrase Steve Jobs, 1984 wasn’t like 1984 - because 1984 is right now.

Austin Chronicle: A Scanner Darkly is unique 
in so many ways - animation, story, Graham 
Reynolds’ brilliant score [seep. 52] - but I’m curi- 
ous: Who, exactly, did you make this film for? 

Richard Linklater: You know how you have 
an audience in mind when you make a movie? 

With this it was someone who loves Philip K. 

Dick and who will appreciate leaving in the bicy- 
cle scene. It was made for the fans, basically. 

AC: And the scene you’re talking about, for 
those who haven’t read the book, involves a really 
random, virtually pointless conversation between 
Barris [Downey Jr.], who’s just purchased what 
may or may not be a stolen bicycle, and his 
housemates Ernie [Harrelson], Bob [Reeves], and 
Donna [Ryder]. 

RL: Right. And that would never pass a 
Hollywood script committee meeting. It’s 
digressive; it doesn’t push the story forward; 
you could cut it out and you’d never miss 
it. But, if anything, it tells you so much 
about their environment, their characters, what 
they’re doing, and just their general state of 
mind. So, we left that in for the fans.

AC: What’s your relationship to the work of Philip 
K. Dick, and what, specifically, made you decide to 
bring A Scanner Darkly to the screen? 

RL: I kind of came to Dick a little later than 
most. To my own shame it was even post -Blade 
Runner. I tend to come to people late, but then 



I come to them with a passion. I came to Bill 
Hicks late. I’m never on the cutting edge. But 
I think it was around 1985. A girlfriend gave 
me Valis, and by that point I’d seen Blade 
Runner, so it was a case of where you think 
you know somebody because you know their 
most famous work. I read that - that’s an 
interesting one to start with - and then began 
backtracking from there, picking up new ones 
as I went along. 

Philip K. Dick was kind of floating around 
Waking Life a little bit, obviously. He’s men- 
tioned in the movie, and I remember just won- 
dering at that time what Philip K. Dick story 
I could work with. Initially, I flirted a little bit 
with Ubik. 

AC: Why did you rule that one out? 

RL: That was a rights isssue. I did a little adap- 
tation on my own even though I couldn’t get 
the rights, and I just couldn’t quite crack it, 
you know? I segued to Scanner pretty quickly 
- this was back in 2001-02. 

AC: What was it about Scanner that made you 
think it was the one to do? 

RL: Well, it seemed like a movie I could make. 
First off, I loved it. I always was attracted to 
it on a personal level. There were personal 
reverberations with Philip K. Dick. You read 
it and you feel that the events and characters 
in the novel clearly had to have been a part 
of Philip K. Dick’s life at some point. And all 
those characters seem like roommates I had 


had, you know? Pretty soon you’re living with 
these people, and you’re not entirely sure how. 
Someone moves out, and they move in, and it’s 
almost like you’ve suddenly got your own little 
dysfunctional family. Or functional, actually. 
That was sort of my 20s living in Austin: People 
coming and going and all that. That felt really 
real to me. The dialogue and all. It’s science 
fiction, sort of, with the scramble suit and the 
sci-fi plot, but to me it’s really about this guy’s 
life and what he’s given up and the world he 
finds himself in and the larger implications of 
that. Those Philip K. Dick questions about the 
nature of your reality and where you’re going. 
That always resonated with me quite a lot. 

AC: Your adaptation seems almost tailor-made 
for the midnight movie/stoner audience, and I 
mean that in a good way. Because of its intellec- 
tual chewiness and the animation angle, it’s a cult 
movie right out of the gate. 

RL: Yeah. Cautionary tales like this always - I 
mean, I assume they always will - find their 
audience. The same way with gangsters like 
The Godfather. 

AC: Or Scarface. 

RL: Exactly. Or Goodfellas. Stoners will like this 
because it’s of that world. And, you know, you 
don’t have to tell someone on drugs that it’s a 
dangerous thing to dabble in. They know the 
cautionary tale. It’s around them all the time. 
They don’t need to be lectured about it, really. 
But, honestly, I don’t know who the film is for. 
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It’s difficult to speak to that. But, then again, I 
think [stoners] will [enjoy the film] , just because 
of the banter, the camaraderie. The film, to me, 
shows the upside of that environment - the 
exuberance, the wit, the communal, all those 
aspects of that lifestyle that are attractive - and 
I wanted the film to be very honest about that 
and show that part. When I was talking to 
Philip K. Dick’s daughters, I said, “Yeah, it’ll be 
a cautionary tale, for sure, but at least it won’t 
be a vacuous Just Say No admonition.” Because 
that throws kids off, you know? When you’re 
a teenager, adults tell you just not to do some- 
thing as an absolute, and then you see people 
who do do drugs, and you see that they’re actu- 
ally having fun, and it looks like a fun alterna- 
tive to the straight, boring world. And then, of 
course, you think that adults have lied to you 
completely, and you think all drugs are good. A 
more healthy approach would be to say, “Hey, 
if you’re going to do that, be careful, here’s the 
down side,” and like that. It’s sort of like preg- 
nancy and sex. You take it as an inevitability and 
then just be smart about it. Protect yourself from 
diseases, be cautious. And it should be the same 
way with drugs. At least the film acknowledges 
an upside and then tells you to be really careful 
about what, exactly, you’re doing to your body. 
AC: Did you intend for the film to speak directly 
to the current age of paranoia that we, as a society, 
are finding ourselves more and more embroiled 
in? Or was that just a byproduct of adapting 
Philip K. Dick? 

RL: That was one of the questions in the adap- 
tation. I guess the obvious one was where do 


you set the story, in terms of what year it is and 
so forth. Remember the film version of 1984 ? It 
came out in 1984, and it was set in 1984, but 
it was set in what Orwell thought the world of 
1984 would look like when he wrote the novel 
in the Forties. Which is interesting conceptu- 
ally, and I guess you could’ve gone that way 
with this film, but Philip K. Dick was far too 
prescient and far too forward-thinking to do 
that. ... That’s probably why it resonated with 
me and made me want to do the film: It felt 
so damn contemporary. There’s this post-9/1 1 
mindset, and it’s exactly like the world Philip 
K. Dick imagined with this drug war and the 
blending of that with this war on terror. Our 
two twin unwinnable wars that we’ve got now, 
you know? They’re just going to go on indefi- 
nitely, and Dick saw pretty clearly how that 
wasn’t going to help any citizens and instead 
was just another form of control under the 
guise of helping people. I think Philip K. Dick 
knew very, very instinctually and very, very 
clearly, what he was talking about in regards 
to that. Because he had been through it. He 
knew how it worked: No one really gives a fuck 
about you. It’s just how they can profiteer off 
your ass. And he takes it to the full extreme of 
paranoia, where you’ll become a kind of slave 
labor to the Powers That Be. 

I was talking about drugs in relation to this 
movie the other day, and I remembered people 
in the Seventies talking about a designer drug 
that needed to be invented, you know, like 
a “good” drug, because apparently a large 
continued on p.52 
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percentage of the population has a very definite need to try and transcend 
themselves ritualistically or whatever. And this has always been a part of the 
human spirit, but what people were talking about was a drug that was nonad- 
dictive, safe, and useful. In the book and the film, this Substance D is quite 
the opposite. It’s immediately addictive; it hollows out your personality and 
your self, and it leaves you as a laborer for the Powers. The political thinking 
of the book seemed extremely contemporary to me, and it’s actually become 
far more contemporary since we shot it two years ago. And that will probably 
continue to be the case. Philip K. Dick knew how power works. 

AC: Why did you decide to do this as an animated film? 

RL: I had it in mind as animated from the get-go. But I still had to kind of 
fight the fight, which is probably one of the reasons the film didn’t happen 
for two years after I wrote it. The word came down from above that adults 
don’t really go to animated movies. And this is obviously not a kids’ film. So 
it kind of lingered in the background for a while. It wasn’t until the actors 
came aboard and we kept our budget low that it began to happen. I don’t 
think it would have benefitted from being a $25 million, live-action studio 
production. I think that’s where the adaptation would lose itself. That’s 
where you would lose the bicycle scene; that’s where you would introduce 
more of a cops-and-robbers type of thing; that’s where you do have a shoot- 
out. I could see where, unconsciously or not, the Philip K. Dick part would 
just drift away. So the best way to do this was with animation. We just kind 
of hunkered down and said, “Let’s make it happen, keep it cheap, tell the 
whole story, let it be what it wants to be.” I’m lucky. I’m lucky Keanu and 
the other actors came aboard because that’s what got everybody excited. 
The script I’d written, people kind of liked it, but they also didn’t really get 
it. They thought it needed a lot of work, quote-unquote, and that attitude 
suddenly got a lot better once the actors came onboard. It was suddenly like, 
“Oh yeah, this could be good!” I love it how that happens. 

AC: And that wasn’t your most potentially damaging hurdle. Can you talk a little 
bit about the fact that the film came very close to being shut down after postpro- 
duction had already commenced ? Head of animation Bob Sabiston, who developed 
the animation software used on both this film and Waking Life, was replaced by 
local animators Paul Beck and Jason Archer [who also worked on Waking Life], 
although all three now share a “Head of Animation” credit, right? 

RL: There’s a ton of misinformation out there. I’ll keep it really simple by saying 
that this was a huge undertaking, bigger than any of us could have imagined at 
the time, and whatever, you know, changes took place during the early stages of 
us really getting going on this had everything to do with management and not 
art. It was a budgetary concern, essentially. It’s no one’s ideal situation, and no 
one comes out of it happy, but this happens a lot on films. People get replaced 
when you’ve got a lot of people working and deadlines are not being met and 
people are getting nervous. It’s unfortunate, but we did rebound, and at the 
end of the day I’m really happy. We’re not exactly the first film that had some 
bumps along the way. It’s clearly my most painful postproduction. [Production 
and postproduction] couldn’t have been more opposite, for me. The casting, 
writing, rehearsing, shooting, editing, boom - as smooth as it’s ever been for 
me. Seriously. OK: Lock picture and we start this animation process, and it 
becomes a whole other world altogether. But I think that happens when you’re 
fundamentally trying to do something that hasn’t been done before and you’re 
creating something that, while we had the technology, the exact methodology 
of how to get there is kind of being invented as we went along. 

AC: How did this compare to making Waking Life, which was also animated with 
Bob Sabiston s software program? 

RL: Night-and-day different. Similar technology, fundamentally the same, 
but because of this very consistent look that I wanted, this graphic-novel- 
come-to-life kind of look, it required each scene looking like the scenes 
the preceded and followed it. Waking Life, on the other hand, had differ- 
ent artistic sensibilities practically to each scene, and I think that worked 
perfectly in the context of that film. Each sequence in Waking Life is drawn 
differently, each has its own life. [A Scanner Darkly] is a story, unlike that, 
which wasn’t a story at all, and it required a consistency which puts us back 
toward the old Disney style, with design sheets and people specializing in 
one single aspect. 

AC: No regrets, then? 

RL: Boy, it’s been a long haul. But I feel very lucky. I feel like I’m the luckiest 
filmmaker alive. ■

TONE SETTER Graham Reynolds' 'Scanner' Score 


An hour before the in-store, Waterloo Records’ indoor 
bandstand is already crammed. Keyboards, drums, ampli- 
fiers, stand-up bass, and bassist leave room for the xylo- 
phone on the floor in front of the stage only. Graham Rey- 
nolds wonders how nine musicians are going to fit up there. 

“Trouble is they have to bow and not jab each other,” 
puzzles the local composer, his long hair, temporarily 
bobby-pinned at the ears, matching the long, straight lines 
of his face, lean frame, and red-stripe, marching-band 
pants he’s wearing. 

When the 30-minute mark arrives, a string quartet is 
mostly onstage, and at a quarter to the hour, the number 
of players hovers around eight. Even Reynolds is impressed. 

“Except now we’ve got to wait 15 minutes,” he grins, 
the mini-orchestra tuning up like a full-scale one. “Tune to 
the vibes,” he instructs. 

It’s worth the wait. One day before the L.A. premiere of 
A Scanner Darkly, in the hot heart of its Austin birthplace, 
the man who scored the film leads sax, guitar, and the 
rest through a 30-minute inner sanctum of imagination 
and reverberation. Reynolds is his usual plucky, deter- 
mined self, alternating between piano, drums, and letting 
his vibist conduct the band. A good-sized crowd, which 
includes sci-fi scholar Roky Erickson, smiles and nods as 
Philip K. Dick morphs from words into musical annota- 
tions. Richard Linklater’s animated movie is visually 
absent but audibly hologramed. Strangely, Reynolds and 
company’s live approximation sounds more like an actual 
soundtrack than the Scanner Darkly CD being released 
today. Atmospheric swaths are being sampled rather than 
ridden out. 

A Scanner Darkly: Original Motion Picture Soundtrack 
(Lakeshore Records) creaks open like any Reynolds/Golden 
Arm Trio silent-film score at the Alamo Drafthouse, beats 
drum ‘n’ bass on “Aphids,” and fades into a Santo & 

Johnny steel-guitar sunset on “Strawberry Pie.” And that’s 
only the first four tracks. Performing at Waterloo, Reynolds 
acknowledges the importance of sequencing the 
soundtrack independent of the film. Afterward, out back of 
Waterloo Ice House, he reiterates the point. 

“Having artistic control makes a huge difference,” nods 
Reynolds, due on the Left Coast the next morning. “I came 
back from L.A., from the final mix on the huge Warner Bros, 
lot and then spent two solid weeks taking the surround- 
sound mixes, pulling them down into stereo, and adapting 
them. We had a year and a half’s worth of recordings to 
cull from and shape into an album. I was careful not to 
lose the feel of the film, but both Golden Arm Trio albums 
start with a short introductory piece, then have the full 
band track, so I did this one the same way. I used the 
same sort of approach.” 

A DIY lifetime of dishing out rock/jazz/classical music in 
rooms plush and punk, and of scoring ancient black-and- 
whites and accompanying all manner of stage work from 
opera to mime prepared Reynolds for A Scanner Darkly. 

His work for and with the Austin Film Society, theatre 
troupe Rude Mechanicals, and a stint as house band for 
“Funhouse Cinema” at the Ritz on Sixth Street drew 
Reynolds and Linklater into the same sphere and ultimately 
led to a collaboration on a Speed Levitch short. A gig play- 
ing jazz standards at the Zach Scott Theatre found Linklater 
backstage telling Reynolds about the sax score for Last 
Tango in Paris. 

“It took a while for us to figure out which sound of 
what I do was going to work in what he was imagining,” 
Reynolds chuckles. 

The director sent the musician the Scanner Darkly script, 
which one of the film’s eventual sound designers had pre- 
pared him for by being an avowed Philip K. Dick disciple 
when the two had roomed together years before. Reynolds 
understood the terrain. 



“There’s a tone to the book,” says the avid reader and 
occasional Chronicle book reviewer. “One of the cues, ‘Dark 
World Where I Dwell,’ I did it early on, after we talked about 
the project. They liked it, and it stayed through the whole 
process, after so many other things got thrown away. It has 
a dark, low, strings quality. That could’ve been made to the 
book without seeing the film.” 

When the film’s animation “began dribbling in,” it was a 
different story. 

“Well, yeah, because they didn’t always tell me what was 
going to be drawn and what was missing. Like I forgot that 
the opening scene was going to have bugs. There’s other 
places where things happen that I didn’t know, and I scored 
it, and they’re saying, This doesn’t seem to match.’ And I’m 
like, ‘Doesn’t match what?’ 

“And, of course, the Scanner suit, in live-action, they’re 
just using gray sweatshirts and sweatpants, so you just had 
to use your imagination.” 

Use just that on the knowledge that an early test screen- 
ing of A Scanner Darkly with an all-Radiohead soundtrack 
didn’t rate as high as Reynolds’ score, and that the film’s 
recent Cannes debut found him and his girlfriend on a 
yacht in the Mediterranean with Al Green providing the 
entertainment. A Hollywood film agent, a New York booking 
agent, scoring Steve Collins’ award-winning Gretchen (see 
p.54) and Alex Jones’ documentary Terror Storm: 
Opportunity wears a Scanner Darkly suit. 

“Nothing else comes close to the kind of exposure this 
will get,” Reynolds agrees. “The album alone will be 
released in more places [than any of my other work], and 
the film itself will be around the world and on DVD for years 
to come - in more hands than I could possibly reach. The 
market for a Keanu Reeves film is far larger than any 
weird/avant/jazz/classical/rock - whatever it is that I nor- 
mally do.” 

He laughs. “There’s not a big market for that, so I’m try- 
ing to take all the momentum I can from this.”

Just past midnight on St. Patrick’s Day, 
1990, thieves disguised as Boston cops gained 
entrance to and successfully made off with 
$300 million’s worth of paintings from the 
city’s legendary Isabella Stewart Gardner 
Museum, purportedly the only museum in 
the world designed, financed, and curated by 
a woman (the Peggy Guggenheim museum 
in Venice is in an old palazzo). Among the 
13 paintings stolen from the museum was 
Vermeer’s The Concert, one of only 35 of the 
17th-century master’s surviving works. (Also 
taken were three Rembrandts, including The 
Storm on the Sea of Galilee and works by Manet 
and Degas.) Sixteen years later, despite a mul- 
timillion-dollar reward, the art has never been 
recovered, a fact starkly underscored by the 
empty frames still hanging on 
the museum walls, an unin- 
tended consequence of Ms. 

Gardner’s will stipulating that 
no work of art be removed or 
replaced. 

In Stolen, filmmaker Rebecca 
Dreyfus (Bye-Bye, Babushka), 
who had herself been capti- 
vated by the Vermeer when 
she’d visited the Gardner 


Smith as he interviews members of the seedy 
Boston underground, listening to Boston Irish 
mobsters like “Whitey” Bulger and Myles 
Connor (who once stole a Rembrandt from 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts and admits 
to once having entertained his own plans 
for robbing the poorly secured Gardner) talk 
about the nuts and bolts of art theft. At one 
point, the involvement of the Irish Republican 
Army, known for its propensity for stealing 
Vermeers, is seriously considered. Lots of 
wild-goose chases and fascinating theories, 
but nothing conclusive. 

Interwoven with Smith’s investigation and 
the onscreen face time of these latter-day art- 
heist lowlifes are two other strands which, 
while interesting, can sometimes feel like 


years earlier, set for herself 
a fairly straightforward mis- 
sion: make a film about the 
heist of this, the most valu- 
able unrecovered stolen work 
of art, part of the most expen- 
sive and (unsolved) modern 
American art heist. Albert 
Maysles, Dreyfus’ mentor, 
agreed to sign on as direc- 
tor of photography. Dreyfus’ 
concept took an unexpected 
turn for the intriguing when a cold call to 
international art theft expert, Harold J. Smith, 
resulted in his impromptu decision to jump in 
and try to solve the mystery - with Dreyfus’ 
camera turned on. The larks don’t get any bet- 
ter than this for a filmmaker. A doc that would 
otherwise have been a dry recount of a decade- 
old unsolved crime took on at least some of the 
immediacy of a CSI episode. 

The 75-year-old Smith, whose face (recon- 
structed with a prosthetic nose after years 
battling skin cancer), black eye patch, and 
bowler hat render him visually riveting, is also 
a most knowledgeable and engaging inquisi- 
tor. He sets up a tip hotline, which gets wide- 
spread attention in the press, and pretty soon 
the bizarre ones start coming in. We follow 


part of another film. Along with footage from 
archival turn-of-the-century newsreels, Dreyfus 
has actors Blythe Danner and Campbell Scott 
read from correspondence between Isabella 
Stewart Gardner and the legendary art dealer 
Bernard Berenson, whom Gardner deputized 
to purchase the art for her collection. Here 
we’re made privy to the minutiae of Berenson’s 
European missions on Gardner’s behalf, includ- 
ing how to smuggle a work of art out from its 
country of origin by placing it on the bottom 
of one’s suitcase. The other strand consists of 
interviews with passionate Vermeer experts, art 
historians, and novelist Tracy Chevalier (Girl 
With a Pearl Earring) , who discuss Vermeer and 
his legacy, ostensibly to help us realize what 
truly was lost. ■

When Hollywood Met Steve Collins 

... and other Austin stories from the L.A. Film Festival

George Lucas was there. Harrison Ford 
hosted a party. Angelica Huston gave a talk. 
Even David Lynch made an appearance. Two 
hundred fifty screenings. Countless celebrity 
panels. Eleven days of total film gluttony. But 
as I prepped for last week’s Los Angeles Film 
Festival, I remembered the enigmatic advice 
from SXSW Producer Matt Dentler: “It’s all 
about the Target Red Room.” A space where 
filmmakers and press could drink endless 
amounts of vodka, eat organic fruit bars, and 
lounge around on enormous beanbag chairs, 
the Target Red Room was basically a plea- 
sure dome with decor stolen off the sets of 
Barbarella. Though there was truth to Den tier’s 
words (did I mention the gourmet cookies?), 
ultimately it was all about the movies and the 
people who made them. 

If the LAFF premiere of Austin writer/direc- 
tor Steve Collins’ debut feature, Gretchen , 
was any portent of things to come, the film’s 
life would have ended in Westwood. After 
more than a hundred walkouts (the result of 
a 75-minute delay for the scheduled 10pm 
screening), the debacle wasn’t quite over. An 
hour into the movie, the projector stopped. 
Long pause. Deep breaths. Antsy audience. 
It starts again. Exhale. Shit. It’s off again. 
And again. As Collins recalls, “I literally had 
my head in my hands. You see people with 
their head in their hands, and it seems like a 
cliche gesture, but it actually happens when 
something is going that wrong. ” Five days later 
at the swanky awards ceremony (which also 
honored Charlize Theron with the Spirit of 
Independence Award), Collins would be grin- 
ning from ear to ear, any thoughts of painful 
gestures no doubt stripped from his memory. 

Collins took home the Target Filmmaker 
Award for Best Narrative Feature. Along with 
prestige and accolades, the award comes with 
something a little more practical: Cold hard 
cash, $ 50,000’s worth. Team Gretchen went 
crazy at the ceremony. Tears were shed. Mothers 


were called. By far the largest award at any U.S. 
film festival, the unrestricted prize is a coveted 
and highly competitive honor. The festival jury 
(which included indie golden boy and former 
Texan David Gordon Green) honored Gretchen 
for its “distinctive vision and truthfulness to its 
characters, which makes [the jury] really want 
to see what the director will do next.” I’ll sec- 
ond that. Gretchen follows the story of its pain- 
fully awkward title character, stuck in the most 
unforgiving place on earth: high school. Starring 
Texan Courtney Davis, Collins’ first feature is a 
humorously deadpan yet poignant reminder of 
how the smallest moments can lead to extreme 
adolescent drama. Full of comic brilliance 
and heartfelt performances, the screenplay for g 
Gretchen was written for a class while Collins I

was still a grad student in Radio-Television-Film £ 
at the University of Texas. Produced locally, £ 
the film showcases an amazing cross section of 
Austin actors and technicians, with additional 
standout performances from Becky Ann Baker 
(Freaks and Geeks) and the great Stephen Root. 

Other longtime Austinites co-writer/star 
Chris Mass and co-writer/director Mike Akel 
received the award for Most Outstanding 
Performance by an Actor or Ensemble for 
their first feature, Chalk. Its two screenings 
had such prefestival buzz that a third was 
added. Akel was present with nearly 20 mem- 
bers of the cast and crew, almost all from 
Austin. Following three novice teachers and 
one assistant principal as they navigate a year 
of high school, Chalk showcases Akel’s bril- 
liant comedic directing, as well as the insight- 
ful and hilarious performances of his actors. 
Manipulating a doc style, the film provides a 
rare and realistic teacher’s perspective (Akel 
taught at Travis High School, and Mass cur- 
rently teaches at Lanier High School). “It’s 
a mocku-dramedy with a dream sequence,” 
laughs Story Editor Chad Darbyshire. “Our 
movie is pretty avant-garde.” But the pleasures 
were simple. “It’s cool to see so many people

turn out for something you’ve worked so hard 
for,” Akel says. “Watching people laugh, that’s 
been the real highlight this year.” 

While the narrative competition comprised 
only eight features, Texas was well repre- 
sented with the two aformentioned Austin 
independents. In the realm of nonfiction, The 
Creek Runs Red (co-directed by former Austin 
resident Bradley Beesley) and A Place to Dance 
(from writer/director and UT professor Alan 
Berg) competed against nine other films in the 
doc competition. The heartwarming feature A 
Place to Dance, making its world premiere in 
L.A., chronicles life at New Orleans’ Jefferson 
Orleans, one of the last surviving big band 
ballrooms of the south. His subjects, Berg 
says, “affirm the value of the here and now. 
As one man told us, ‘I may be dead tomorrow, 
but tonight I’m going to dance.’” Not even 
the aftermath of Katrina can stop the club’s 
clientele - primarily septuagenarians and octo- 
genarians fondly remembering the music of 
their youth - who remain determined to use 
the best of the past to enjoy the present. 

The Creek Runs Red (edited in Austin by Leah 
Marino) is told from the point of view of the 
small community of Picher, Okla., and shows 
the town’s reaction to a decades-old environ- 
mental disaster. “From the onset, we all agreed 
the film should be character-driven and focus 
on the town residents and their conflict rather 
than the environmental politics of the story,” 
Beesley says of the provocative character study, 
which had a successful world premiere. But he 
also had other films on his mind: “My festival 
highlight was the awards ceremony, because 
Steve Collins and I made a pact that if my film 
won, we would share the $50,000, and if his 
film won, then Steve would give me his new- 
born child or his pants. Although The Creek 
Runs Red didn’t win, I was happy, because 
Steve decided to keep the kid, and he took off 
his pants right there at the dinner table in front 
of our new friend Charlize Theron.” 

All of the competition directors were invited 
to a prefest retreat at Skywalker Ranch, the 


Northern California center of the George Lucas 
universe. A good time for the filmmakers to 
bond before the insanity of the fest, the experi- 
ence also brought out everyone’s inner child. 
“We all grew up watching Star Wars,” Collins 
says. “So, it’s very exciting to see the big wook- 
ie.” Akel agrees: u Star Wars was the first movie 
I ever saw.” But did you get to hang with Lucas? 
“I didn’t bond with George,” he admits. “We 
didn’t get to play Connect Four or anything. But 
he seemed nice.” “I almost stole a light saber,” 
Collins says. “There was a very wimpy little lock 
on it, and I felt like I could probably jimmy it.” 
Meanwhile, Richard Linklater was present 
with A Scanner Darkly (see p.50) and for

a discussion with film critic Elvis Mitchell. 
This proved memorable, as the ever-insightful 
Mitchell tried to figure out why “there’s always 
one guy who’s struggling to explain himself in 
[Linklater’s] movies?” Linklater’s answer? “It 
must be me.” Linklater then explored more 
deeply the idea of obsession so frequently 
present in his films: “I like obsession. When 
someone’s obsessed with someone, like when 
that crazy person approaches you on the street, 
only in a darkened theatre you’re a little safer.” 
Peppered with clips from his varied canon, 
the sold-out event had to turn away scores of 
hopeful attendees. Among other highlights was 
a directors’ talk moderated by Green. Terry 
Zwigoff and Nicole Holofcener exchanged ideas 
about their respective processes, the state of 
the biz, and why it’s good to work low-budget: 
The studio pays less attention, and you can get 
away with more. ■

The secret word for the day is “RETURN”! 

Pee-wee’s Playhouse is back on TV when it 
joins the Adult Swim lineup on the Cartoon 
Network Monday Yes, I know it’s out on DVD 
(released in 2004), but something about its 
return (agghhhhhhhh!) to the small screen 
makes me happy It reminds me of better days 
when I was new to Austin, before crappy jobs, 
crazy boyfriends, and skyrocketing rent. I could 
still wear heels, money wasn’t scarce, and my 
parents were healthy and able-bodied. Yes, life 
was good, and there was no better place to 
start the weekend than dragging myself out of 
bed on a Saturday morning with a cup of cof- 
fee, visiting Pee-wee (aka Paul Reubens). 

A mix of goofy antics and good cheer, Pee- 
wee’s Playhouse has no comparison, in my 
mind. Set up as a children’s show (it aired 
Saturday mornings on CBS), the off-the-wall 
humor appealed to adults without being 
smarmy. In fact, one of the endearing things 
about Pee-wee’s Playhouse is how sweet it 
could be without being too precious. The 
show went off the air in 1991 after Paul 
Reubens was arrested for indecent exposure 
in Florida during the show’s hiatus. CBS 
promptly dropped Pee-wee’s Playhouse from 
its lineup, and Pee-wee was laid to rest, 
along with, it seemed, Reubens’ career. He 
later made a living doing voice work for films 
before showing up in several distinctive roles

in front of the camera - most notably as the 
conniving Andrew J. Lansing III in Murphy 
Brown (1995, CBS) and later in Blow (2001). 
Even with his critical successes, many still 
miss his alter ego, making Pee-wee’s Playhouse 
a cult classic. 

All 45 episodes of the Emmy Award-win- 
ning series (plus eight “lost” episodes) will air 
Monday through Thursdays, starting July 10, 
10pm on the Cartoon Network’s Adult Swim.

What Else Is On? 

Heads up, Stephen King fans. Eight of 
the horror king’s short stories have been 
assembled for a four-week anthology series, 
Nightmares and Dreamscapes: From the Stories 
of Stephen King. Reminiscent of Rod Serling’s 
The Twilight Zone, this series is pure King in 
all his mind-bending, sometimes corny, always 
curious glory. 

Nightmares and Dreamscapes premieres 
with the superb “Battleground,” from King’s

short-story collection Nightshift. Directed by 
Brian Henson (of the Muppets’ Henson 
family) from a teleplay by fantasy and hor- 
ror writer Richard Christian Matheson, 
it stars William Hurt as Jason Renshaw, a 
professional assassin who finds himself under 
siege by some unusual adversaries follow- 
ing a recent job. Totally without dialogue, 
“Battleground” is an absorbing (and often 
funny) reflection on the absurdity of violence. 
Hurt is fantastic as the inscrutable Renshaw, 
gliding from a frosty killing machine to disori- 
ented quarry without a blip. 

Unfortunately, the other films in the series 
don’t match the “Battleground” standard. 
“Crouch End,” starring Claire Forlani and 
Eion Bailey, is visually intriguing, but the 
performances are as baffling as the fantastic 
circumstances the couple find themselves in. 
“Umney’s Last Stand,” starring William H. 
Macy is fun, with its Luigi Pirandello-meets 
noir-overtones, but the April Smith teleplay 
lacks confidence in the audience’s ability 
to follow the narrative twist and lapses into 
annoying tutorial. Things look up again with 
“The End of the Whole Mess,” starring Ron 
Livingston and Henry Thomas as brothers 
who join forces to end world violence. The film 
brings a sincere sense of hope, then ache, to 
this altruistic fantasy. Okay, the last shot could 
be deemed comball or bittersweet, depending 
on your mood. I’ve watched the film twice, 
and I go both ways. 

Others in the anthology include “The 
Road Virus Heads North” (starring Tom 
Berenger); “The Fifth Quarter” (starring 
Jeremy Sisto); “Autopsy Room Four” (star- 
ring Richard Thomas); and “You Know They 
Got a Hell of a Band” (starring Kim Delaney 
and Steven Weber). 

Nightmares & Dreamscapes premieres with 
“Battleground” on Wednesday, July 12, at 
8pm. “Crouch End” follows at 9pm. The series 
continues on Wednesdays through Aug. 3 on 
TNT. Check local listings for encore dates.

TCB music news Milwaukee's best

IV ON THE FLOOR 


Touring with the Pretenders would be an ideal 
opportunity for a young band to pick up some point- 
ers, and that’s exactly what Austin’s IV Thieves did 
on their post-SXSW jaunt with the Rock & Roll Hall of 
Famers. If only they knew what it was. “The last night, 
Chrissie Hynde was giving us some great advice,” 
says bassist Shane Lawlor. “But I was completely 
battered, so I can’t remember any of it.” Actually, sing- 
er Nic Armstrong did retain at least one tidbit. “They 
said, 'Make sure you stay in the Top 10,’” he laughs. 
(They’ll have another chance to pump the Pretenders 
for wisdom when they hook up for more dates next 
month.) After some downtime, they’re ready to start 
road-testing songs from September’s New West 
album If We Can't Escape My Pretty , which they record- 
ed in January at the Bubble. Lawlor says Escape, the 
follow-up to 2004’s The Greatest White Liar, is a col- 
lage of “21st-century dreams and nightmares and 
visions and stories,” filtered through three songwriting 
perpectives: his, Armstrong’s, and guitarist Glynn 
Wedgewood’s. First single “You Can’t Love What You 
Don’t Understand,” got its first airplay on Santa 
Monica public-radio station KCRW last week, and the 
Thieves are headed to California’s Salton Sea to 
shoot a video this weekend, a change of scenery that 
should help ease the sting of their native England’s 
heartbreaking World Cup quarterfinal loss to Portugal. 
One thing’s for sure: After nearly going crazy from the 
long interval between Liar and Escape, they’ve already 
got songs for their third album in the bag. “We’re not 
going to wait that long again,” swears Lawlor. 


Seattle indie Barsuk has a decent 
track record: It put out the first 
albums of Rilo Kiley and Death Cab 
for Cutie, two bands that have done 
all right for themselves. The label’s 
latest catch is Austin’s What Made 
Milwaukee Famous, who came 
aboard at SXSW. “It’s a family-type 
business,” says bassist John Farmer. 
Barsuk will re-release the local tune- 
smiths’ debut, Trying to Never Catch 
Up, Aug. 22,, and their next album ... 
eventually. “We have a lot of new 
material, but we haven’t made any 
plans to record it yet,” says Farmer. 
The Barsuk edition includes four new 
songs not available on the 2004 edi- 
tion; Farmer recommends iTunes for 
fans who already own the album. 
However, they have been toiling at 
Spoon drummer Jim Eno’s “gor- 
geous, pristine, beautiful” new studio 
at an undisclosed Austin location. “I 
don’t know if he would want me say- 
ing where it’s at,” hedges Farmer. 
“There’s a lot of expensive recording 
equipment there.” Before embarking 
on a summer odyssey that includes 
two weeks with the French Kicks and 
stops at Lollapalooza and San 
Diego’s Street Scene, WMMF plays 
Emo’s inside-outside local indie prom 
Saturday with Sound Team, the 
Black, Zykos, and the Glass Family. 
“We will be playing some of the new 
songs,” Farmer promises. 



DRIVE TIME 

Thanks to a giant 
Japanese car company, 
one of Austin’s most 
promising new bands can 
finally release their first 
album. Post-punkers the 
Lemurs finished recording 
a few months ago but ran 
out of money before they 
could get it pressed. Then 
Toyota stepped in by 
licensing the quintet’s “My 
Definition” for an online 
promotion for its new Yaris 
line (www.toyota.com/yaris; 
click on the “digital city 
guide”). “They were look- 
ing for bands, so we sub- 
mitted our stuff, and they accepted it,” says singer Mitch Billeaud. “It’s really helped us.” 
To stay on the safe side, the band will adhere to the tradition of the self-titled first album. 
“We’re on the EP/LP boundary,” Billeaud says. “It always looks a little egotistical to give an 
EP a title.” Billeaud says he thinks the eight-song album will be ready in September, but 
while they’ve been waiting for Toyota’s check to clear, the Lemurs have also been trying to 
locate a new drummer. Original drummer Danny Reisch has been filling in, but Billeaud 
says the band will fill the seat permanently after tonight’s (Thursday) midnight show at the 
Whisky Bar. “We’re in the middle of auditions right now,” Billeaud says. “We’ve narrowed it 
down to a couple.” 



'FLIP' SIDE 


Life after punk rock is a challenge for anyone. Some people fill the void with drugs and 
alcohol, others start families, and still others remodel houses and wind up on television. 
That’s the case for Neil Curran and Graham Mills, who, in addition to continuing their 
musical careers in the Score, have been fixing up a North Austin house for TLC’s Flip That 
House. “We've gutted the interior,” says Curran, who started contracting as a way to pick up 
easy work between tours with his and Mills’ former band the Dead End Cruisers. Though 
the TLC cameras focus on glamorous tasks like laying in new tile and building a deck, 
Curran and Mills’ renovations go well beyond that. “New kitchen, two new bathrooms, new 
AC in the attic, made a dining room out of the fourth bedroom, moved some doors around,” 
lists Curran. “Not too much in the bedrooms, though.” The episode, which airs next month, 
features the Score on the soundtrack; Curran says the producers were eager to play up the 
rock & roll angle. “They like colorful characters,” he says. “I suppose I’m colorful, literally, 
with my whole arms tattooed.”

Journey was the original emo band. Not 
emo in the “I hate myself/I wanna die/Why 
don’t you love me?” way, but actually emo- 
tional. Journey’s songs were about triumph 
over the broken heart, going your “Separate 
Ways,” spreading those “Open Arms,” and, 
sometimes, about “Sandcastles,” but that’s just 
on Japanese import. People tend to talk about 
them with hushed admiration or bile-eaten 
hatred; there’s really no one who says, “Yeah, 
Journey’s OK.” 

Haters would have had a field day during 
Faithfully: the Journey Sing-Along at the Alamo 
Drafthouse Downtown on a recent Saturday 
night. “Travis County’s premier Journey cover 
band,” Odyssey, provided the preshow score. 
Nevertheless, there were some personal tri- 
umphs happening in the rowdy, to-capac- 
ity audience. There’s triumph in the scattered 
air-drum solos during “Open Arms”; there’s 
triumph in the fact that a fortysomething 
investment banker is wearing his 1981 Journey 
Escape tour T-shirt and no one harasses him; 
and when the time comes 
during “Lights,” we hold 
up our cell phones in 
place of a lighter. 

In short, we feel it, man. 

This is why Journey still 
gets played at every prom 
in the country; they’re 
part nostalgic longing and 
part white-fringe leather 
irony, which equals some 
sort of guilty triumph. On the night in ques- 
tion, folks pounded the tabletops, stood up and 
cheered, and collectively laughed at Steve Perry’s 
moustache in the video for “Faithfully.” We also 
cringed when close-ups of the band’s commend- 
ably tight pants lingered a little ... too long. 


Journey was getting its night of crowd- 
assisted “Lovin’, Touchin’, Squeezin’” on an 
appropriate headliner night, but the Alamo’s 
Music Mondays, roughly 2Vi years old now, 
have neatly coexisted with events like weekend 
sing-alongs of R. Kelly and competitive events 
like the Austin Air Guitar Championships. 
Music Mondays mold bits of cultural detri- 
tus into 90-minute history lessons, exposing 
local music fans to rare footage of under- 
ground or cult-status acts, while also screening 
wide-release documentaries like Lian Lunson’s | 
poetic Leonard Cohen doc Ym Your Man and | 
indulging audiences in the occasional guilty | 
pleasure like the recent boy-band sing-along. ° 
In other words, Music Mondays are a void-filler 
on otherwise dead evenings Downtown. 

Music Monday emcee and programmer Kier- 
La Janisse, an energetic, petite brunette with an 
armful of tattoos, is largely responsible for the 
material shown; she’s been a film junkie since 
her college days, when frequent arguments with 
film professors stoked her passion even more. 


“I’d always been ‘the horror girl’ since as far 
back as I could remember,” Janisse explains. 
“In kindergarten I scared other kids with grue- 
some stories, collected Fangoria and Famous 
Monsters [magazines], watched the Saturday 
Creature Feature religiously, and brought hand 


grenades to show-and-tell. By the time I hit 30, 
my interest in the genre was starting to wane a 
bit; I had kind of overdone it my whole life.” 
Janisse met Alamo owners Tim and Karrie 
League in Vancouver, where she was putting 
on her annual splatter horror fest Cinemuerte. 
“We had a mutual friend who recommended 
that they come check out my festival,” she 
explains. “So they did, and we became friends 
and later ran into each other at another fes- 
tival in Spain. It was there Tim offered me a 
job while under the influence of 
alcohol and then forgot that he had 
offered me a job when I decided to 
take him up on it several months 
later. But I was keen for a break 
from Vancouver and decided I’d 
come down here for a year to try it 
out. I stayed.” 

In December 2003, during a 
particularly slow Christmas week, 
she screened Pretty Things: The 
Rise and Fall of Glam Rock togeth- 
> er with Yve Come to Tell You Ym 
£ Going, a Serge Gainsbourg compi- 
§ lation she cobbled together. Both 
sold out, and Music Mondays was 
bom. Since she began, at a bar- 
gain-basement door cover of $2 (it 
was $1 until a few months ago), 
music lovers have been treated to 
a variety of films, from the enlight- 
ening to the downright weird. 

Back in May, they presented a 
night devoted to enigmatic cult 
crooner Scott Walker, and earlier 
this year was the hell-and-gone 
1981 documentary Urgh! A Music 
War, featuring performances from 
Gang of Four, the Cramps, and 
Gary Numan, and Klaus Nomi’s 
alien arias, which brought down 
the house. Folks have campaigned 
to bring this one back. 

There was Derailroaded, the 
heartbreaking bio of Larry “Wild 
Man” Fischer, a Sixties countercul- 
ture casualty and performer; the 


grainy but excellent TV Party, a late Seventies/ 
early Eighties cable-access show in New York in 
which Basquiat and Deborah Harry were regu- 
lar cast members; the Monkees’ trippy, Jack 
Nicholson-penned film Head; the well-attend- 
ed retrospective on New Zealand’s Flying Nun 
Records; the stark investigative doc Jandek 
on Comood; a sold-out screening of Amazing 
Grace, a Jeff Buckley retrospective; and a ter- 
rific BBC documentary on the Fall that made

Mark E. Smith seem kind of likable. Music Mondays have also 
delved into the lives of reclusive or revered artists like Gary 
Wilson and Nick Drake. Then there was the Wayne Newton 
birthday party. 

Beyond just music films, however, the Alamo has been 
attempting synergy. Whether it’s a director Q&A, like Gram 
Parsons, Fallen Angel director Gandulf Hennig, Ian McLagan’s 
Faces live set and birthday party for one-time Austinite Ronnie 
Lane in conjunction with The Passing Show, The Life and Music of 
Ronnie Lane, or this Saturday’s Cut Chemist show in Waterloo 
Park, with visuals by the Alamo’s Rolling Roadshow and spon- 
sorship from Emo’s, music and film have come together in a 
community where both thrive. This only means good things for 
both camps, DIY endeavors much of the time. 

One recent experiment was the Beats Per Minute film festival, 
co-sponsored by Vulcan Video and the record store folks at End 
of an Ear, where local teams were given 48 hours to create a 
music video. Entries included someone in a Big Bird suit doing 
dirty deeds to Olivia Newton-John’s “Physical” and a guy in 
bike shorts thrusting to Def Leppard’s “Pour Some Sugar on 
Me.” There’s the potential for absurdity here, with Austin’s 
reputation for weirdness and all, but there’s also potential for

serious discourse, whether it’s watching a bunch of metalheads 
bum churches in Metals torm or shimmying to the history of 
bubblegum music. 

The most synergistic event so far may have been the recent 
screening of Fallen Angel, another sold- out event and a film 
Janisse had stalked for years. Immersed in an obtusely utopic 
Southern California backdrop, the documentary, now on DVD, 
plays out as a stunning portrait of a genre’s birth, though the 
majority of the film is profoundly sad; Parsons could never 
quite tear away from his reflection, but the music was almost 
prescient, resigned to fate years before his untimely death. It 
also prompts the question: Could anyone in country music 
today get away with wearing sequined suits with pills and 
marijuana leaves sewn on them? 

Steel-blown pop quintet Li’l Cap’n Travis played live after 
the film, which is another aspect the Alamo has nurtured. 
Psych heroes ST 37 were one of the first local acts to score 
a classic silent film for the Alamo, then accompany it live 
(austinchronicle.com/issues/dispatch/1999-09-10/music_feature. 
html). The group’s bassist, Scott Telles, remembers their scor- 
ing of Metropolis as one of their “most successful gigs ever. I 
think most bands would do it for free Alamo food and beer 
and the exposure,” he says. He also provided narration for 
several segments of a recent Krautrock doc. 

The Flying Luttenbachers, meanwhile, played live for a 
screening of Contort Yourself: A New York No Wave Tutorial. 
Cry Blood Apache held court in a parking lot before a recent 
Monday Judas Priest doc, while Golden Arm Trio composer 
Graham Reynolds presents a small orchestra for the musical 


portion of the A Scanner Darkly showing at the Alamo this week- 
end (see Screens p.50). Janisse says she wants to do this more 
frequently, but with the budget, she has some reservations. 

“I know there are probably some bands that would be 
happy to play for free,” she acknowledges, “but I usually feel 
bad asking them.” 

While the quality of the films isn’t always top-notch, with 
the low admission price, big films aren’t always available. So 
Janisse searches out 35mm prints or broadcast video format. 
If it was shot on film, they play it on film. “We can’t bring in a 
lot of classic music movies that are owned by studios, except 
maybe every once in a while,” Janisse laments. “So that’s why 
we haven’t played Stop Making Sense or The Last Waltz or 
Tommy. Also, the availability of the films in 35mm is often a 
problem. I don’t like to show films on video that were shot on 
film. So I won’t show Get Crazy or Suburbia unless I can find 
a 35mm print. 

“Also, this is just the snobby part of me,” she adds, “but 
I tend to avoid really popular contemporary bands. If I do 
things focusing on a recent band, it’s usually an indie band. 
But I do want to expand the spectrum of music that I’m cover- 
ing with the series, so suggestions are always cool.” 

Of course, there are some misses. One 

1 particularly bizarre choice was the recent 

Stunt Rock, a two-hour opus featuring a 
Rod Stewart-looking Aussie stuntman and 
a bedazzled band called Sorcery. When 
Janisse doesn’t have a full-fledged doc on 
hand, she often edits footage and inter- 
views together and adds voiceovers for

context, such as for the Gainsbourg doc, 
^ a process that doesn’t mesh with every 
^ viewer. “The only thing I’ve really noticed 
3 is that sometimes people think the films 
are too long,” Janisse says. “This is com- 
mon with indie filmmakers who fall in love 
with their subject and forget that the audience can get disen- 
gaged quite easily. But, usually, I find the strengths of the film 
outweigh the weaknesses and that if I have to choose between 
showing a movie that might be 15 minutes too long and not 
showing that movie at all, I’ll show it anyway, because I think 
the subject matter is underexposed or the film makes some 
valid arguments.” 

And discussion is what Janisse is striving for, as an ardent 
music lover herself. There are usually regulars in the audi- 
ence every week, regardless of what’s playing, and in a city 
so cross-pollinated with filmmakers and musicians, Music 
Mondays offer a meeting point, a forum for all the music and 
film nerds in town to revel in obscure musicians and bands, 
or learn about a musician they’ve never heard of, and possibly 
get drunk and eat curly fries. 

“I hope to create a following for it like Weird Wednesdays, 
where the audience is just really open-minded, and they’ll go 
every week even if they don’t remember what movie is playing,” 
Janisse says. “I would love to have the theatre full every week 
and then everybody just goes for a beer afterwards and raps 
about the movie.” 

Or about the creative legitimacy of “Oh Sherrie,” as was 
overheard that Saturday night at the Journey sing-along. 

“In high school, I took a lotta shit for liking this band,” Janisse 
said to the crowd. “Who else got shit for liking Journey?” 

A few claps. 

“What?!” 

“Fuckin’ Journey!” someone screams. 

These were the believers. They never stopped. ■

Motherlode (Sleeveless) 

It’s been years since Austin songstress 
Sara Hickman made music for mommies 
and daddies - her last “adult” record was 
2003 ’s endearing Faithful Heart - but the 
local singer-songwriter catapults herself 
back into the world of grownups with the 
2-CD Motherlode, in which she mines the 
complexities of modern-day motherhood. 
Despite a strong thematic connection 
between the two discs, the first half of this 
ambitious project is, hands down, the stron- 
ger of the two. Disc one, “The Mirror (of 
Despair),” explores ways women are held 
prisoner by society, and, by extension, them- 
selves. “Wagoner’s Lad” envisions a young 
woman of the 19th century taking her 
sexual power into her own hands, resisting 
systematic control imposed by patriarchy. 
Perhaps the most powerful track here is 
“Mad World,” a haunting version of the 
Tears for Fears moper sung from a mother’s 
perspective. At times stunningly sad, “The 
Mirror” is well-suited to one of Dr. Seuss’ 
purple days. “The Thread (of Happiness),” 
disc two, is more down to earth, focusing 
on the ups and downs of day-to-day exis- 
tence, and flirts dangerously with hokum. 

It kicks off with the sunny “Birdhouse,” set 
in Hickman’s back yard and concerned with 
the freedom afforded by love as represent- 
ed by two birds preening each other.

“This is your reward, spit up on the floor 
at four in the morning,” she sings without 
a hint of regret. And God bless her, she’s 
right. Motherhood may tie a woman down, 
but it’s not always a prison.

There seems to be a 
national (and local) trend 
toward having a lot of people 
onstage. Alex Dupree, a tall, 
wiry 21-year-old with a shock 
of curly hair, opened the 
Saturday night triple bill with 
a few solo songs before slow- i 
ly bringing the five other mem- £ 
bers of his Trapdoor Band < 
onstage. Dressed in suits, the § 

Band emitted a 1940s ceme- 
tery-blues vibe, Dupree delivering the quivering eulogy while the big noise explosion of their final 
song rained down Neil Young. Local improv guitarist Jonathan Horne took up the middle slot, 
explaining he was there “for contrast.” For 20 minutes he assaulted his guitar, beating out distort- 
ed screams and giving props to Glenn Branca. The headliner, local quartet Tacks, the Boy Disaster, 
not even a year old yet, delivered nearly all the songs from their impressive debut Oh, Beatrice. It 
was a dizzying affair, from the woozy “Matilda” to the Beatles tap of “Forget Me Not,” which fea- 
tures one of singer/ keyboardist Evan Jacobs’ gems: “See death will try to snag us all, she’ll rip 
the portraits off your wall. Got to burn them all.” The end of the divine “Paris” dovetailed into a 
jazzy experimental jam led by drummer Jason Friedrich, with Jacobs flailing behind his keyboard on 
a mixture of ecstasy and mania. There’s no one source for Tacks; a new number sounded like 
something on Factory Records and closer “Frozen Feet” could almost be Bowie. They had the for- 
mula down: a killer hook, ear-teasing lyrics; and the crowd was doing something that rarely occurs 
at shows anymore - dancing. This disaster was beautiful. Go out and buy this CD. - Audra Schroeder

Without Warning 

Despite tran-

Paint the Town Brown (Freedom) 

Banana Blender Surprise was - and, once in 
a blue moon, still is - a sugar-crazed combina-

AUSTIN CITY 
LIMITS 2005 
MUSIC FESTIVAL 

(Image Entertainment) 

With 2006’s ACL 
Music Fest lineup offi- 
cially on the books, this 
2- DVD set takes a fond, 
heat-exhausted look 
back at 24 of last year’s performances. It’s a 
shame more memorable acts weren’t included 
(Wilco? Fiery Furnaces?), rendering this collec- 
tion a bit sterile. Standouts include East Texas 
quintet Eisley’s sweet country pop harmonies; 
the Decemberists’ colorful tramps-and-thieves 
rendering of “July, July!”; the Black Keys’ 
sweaty soul; and the Allman Brothers Band’s 
“One Way Out,” where Greg shreds behind the 
keys and guitarist Derek Trucks jams on an 
oriental rug. The band descends into a funk 


blues life jam complete with a bongo 
vs. drum solo, which makes waves 
of pot smoke appear immediately. 
Another thing that stands out in a lot 
of crowd shots this year: texting. The 
bonus disc’s odds and sods feature 
interviews and minidocumentaries, 
including a featurette following Roky 
Erickson around backstage, chatting 
with Kinky Friedman, and archival 
footage of the 13th Floor Elevators. 
The best extra is the Allman’s bus 
tour, introduced by the band “magician,” a lep- 
rechaun-ish fellow who takes us through their 
“$300,000 mobile home,” pointing out areas 
of interest, such as a collection of dashikis and 
leopard-print sheets. The worst extra is “Movin’ 
and Shakin”' - a montage of fans dancing. The 
2-CD aural component flows better: modern on 
disc one (Tortoise), classic on second (Black 
Crowes), both bands (and others) missing from 
the DVD. There’s always next year’s audio/visu- 
al souvenirs.

LOXSLY whisky Bar, June 29 

Is a great idea still great if its execu- 
tion proves a train wreck? Local fivepiece 
Loxsly has garnered a reputation for 
explosive live shows with hypnotic visuals 
and Cody Ground’s bounce and scream, 
and while these elements showed up 
on Thursday night at the Whisky Bar, 
the $1 wells got the best of the art-pop 
troupe. Cheap, hand-painted keyboards 
surrounded the stage for an audience- 
participation orchestra, a play-by-color 
party. The translucence of last fall’s 
Maps and Organs gave way to a Secret 
Machines throb as the crowd joined in 
with Ground’s chant “Pink! Black! Purple! 
Pink!" - the melodic countdown of “San 
Leon Medley,” each color representing a 


different note. Unfortunately, the multi- 
colored keys became a rainbow of mess, 
the drunken crowd seemingly confused by 
Ground’s instructions. As Justin Douglas’ 
pedal steel wretched silently, eclipsed by 
wanky keys, the crowd began to thin. A 
dreamy, Grandaddy-esque “Stethoscope” 
brought comments of a silent crowd from 
Ground. “Monahans Sandhills” showed 
promise as its synthetic trumpet bounced 
the remaining fans. It was like that great, 
lifelong scheme that never quite comes to 
fruition: Bring Your Own Keyboard. Perhaps 
with less alcohol and a better bar layout, 
Loxsly’s dream of audience participation 
might work. “It sounded like a better idea,” 
Ground shrugged from the stage. With 
the last notes of “Papaw,” a psychedelic- 
pop trip, the band cut their set short with 
heads hung low. Just remember: All ideas 
are in the execution.

IKE PILGIIM 
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THE PILGRIM: A CELEBRATION 
OF KRIS KRISTOFFERSON 

(American Roots Publishing) 

Two previous tributes to Kris Kristof- 
ferson brimmed with under-the-radar roots 
rockers like the Handsome Family, Chuck 
Prophet, and Beaver Nelson, and without 
widespread distribution, they were general- 
ly overlooked. The Pilgrim, the second disc 
and second tribute released by American 
Roots Publishing, who won a Grammy for a 
CD dedicated to Stephen Foster, is more 
“star”-laden and likely to garner more 
attention. Celebrating Kristofferson’s 70th 
birthday, The Pilgrim shows the breadth of 
his muse. In a variety of settings that work 
most of the time, Texas-centric artists such 
as Willie Nelson, Bruce Robison & Kelly 
Willis, Patty Griffin, and Rodney Crowell 
meet some of their Nashville counterparts 
(Rosanne Cash, Marshall Chapman, Todd 
Snider, Jessie Colter, Gretchen Wilson) and 
others, such as Russell Crowe and Brian 
McKnight. Kristofferson’s true genius is 
his ability to write about romance, spiritu- 
ality, and social consciousness with equal 
amounts of intensity and elegance, and 
the 18 songs here expose those qualities 
with obvious reverence. Emmylou Harris 
leads with a striking rendition of the title 
track, while Griffin sings “Sandinista” as a 
South American lullaby with apt accompani- 
ment by Charanga Cakewalk. Kristofferson 
himself appears at disc’s end with a demo 
from 1970 of “Please Don’t Tell Me How 
the Story Ends,” sounding as weary as 
ever and offering an effective stopping 
point to one of the most amazing song- 
books of the 20th century.

Legions of mostly obscured hip-hop artists 
continue to pride themselves on their adher- 
ence to the so-called true school. Typically 
this means enthusiastic renderings of DJ 
Premier-styled boom bap teeming with constant 
shout-out’s to DJs, B-boys, and graffiti writers. 
Locals Mike Flo and Alpha 2020 resemble 
this description to the point that when they 
aren’t sounding a little too much like Dilated 
Peoples, they’re dredging up old memories of 
Houston’s K-Otix trying to be A Tribe Called 
Quest. Nonetheless, Introducing Mike and 
Ike (Soul2020) packs a proficient wallop as 
it spars with the proverbial wack MC and ulti- 
mately champions its tried-and-true fight plan: 
“find a sample, chop it, and loop it.” Sporting 
what they’ve dubbed “garage rap,” Wildcard 
and Sach transform past glories into futuristic 
mutations with the admission that “I used to 
break but now I bend.” As former members of 
the Arctectonics rap group and punk rock outfit 
Engine No. 9, these Smokejumpers embody the 
DIY aesthetics of California’s Living Legends 
crew as the duo poetically trods on as “slaves 
to the shadows in a silicon paradise.” An 
iconoclast of the most surly nature, Dubb 
Sicks spins Bukowski-esque tales of a Sunrise 
Alcoholic hellbent on railing against what the 
Odessa native calls a “Nazi conspiracy.” While 
“Story of a Filthy Pig” breaks down the psychol- 
ogy of a racist cop, “Conservative Terrorist 
Threats” advances “the voice of people who 
can’t rise up when they fall.” Announcing that 
“we ain’t trying to kill you, we just want to see 
you in that ICU a second term,” twin brothers 
Sandman and Lowkey of SouthBound tear 
through a DJ Rapid Ric-mixed mosaic on The 
Come Up (2 Da Bone), made up of instrumen- 
tals including N.W.A’s “Boyz N the Hood,” Wu 
Tang Clan’s “CREAM,” and Lil Hawk’s “You 
Already Know.”

The "indecent" CBS drama Without a Trace , for which the Federal Communications 
Commission is proposing a $3.3 million fine of the network and affiliates, was apparently 
complained about by only two (at most) actual viewers of the estimated 8.2 million who 
watched it that December 2004 night, according to FCC records that CBS cited in a June filing 
to the commission. Those two (and 4,209 complaints from people who apparently only heard 
about the show) did not start arriving at the FCC until 12 days afterward, which coinciden- 
tally was the day that a family watchdog organization began alerting its members about the 
show. The same CBS program had aired in 2003, with no complaints. 


THE ENTREPRENEURIAL SPIRIT 

• Indispensable Devices: 1) Audio software 
programs whose sole purpose is to re-create 
the hubbub and screaming of orders on an 
active stock-exchange floor are coveted by 
some traders who formerly worked such floors 
but now buy and sell in quiet offices. Those 
traders, according to a June Wall Street Journal 
story, say they miss the energy and wisdom 
they get from trading-floor chaos. 2) In May, 
Lester Clancy was awarded a U.S. patent for a 
ropeless jump rope (a handle that electronical- 
ly duplicates the feel of a jump-rope handle), 
which he said would be practical for, among 
other places, mental institutions and prisons 
where actual rope is banned. 

• The San Diego firm Allerca Inc. announced 
in June that it is accepting advance orders (at 
$5,000 each) for hypoallergenic cats it intends 
to create by crossbreeding species that lack the 
noxious bacteria that most cats produce that 
are so dangerous to asthmatics and others. 
A competitor, New York’s Transgenic Pets, is 
after the same result by modifying the actual 
gene that produces the cat saliva bacteria. 
(Transgenic is expecting to beat Allerca to the 
market, at a price of around $1,000.) 

THE MARCH OF SCIENCE 

Progress With Flavors: 1) Researchers at 
England’s University of Birmingham announced 
in May that they had powered a fuel cell by giv- 
ing chocolate waste to Escherichia coli bacteria, 
which converted the sugar into hydrogen. (The 
bacteria are also expected to produce precious 
metals from discarded automobile catalytic 
converters.) 2) Researcher Mayu Yamamoto of 
Japan’s International Medical Center said her 
team had succeeded in extracting vanilla from 
ordinary cow dung, although she conceded the 
flavoring could only be commercially used in 
nonfood products like shampoos. 

LEADING ECONOMIC 
INDICATORS 

Zimbabwe’s world’s-worst inflation officially 
reached 1,042% in April, with prices doubling 
every three or four months and unemploy- 
ment rising to 70%. Only the unsophisticated 
fail to spend any money they have promptly, 
even though, for example, toilet paper sells 
for $145,000 a roll (about 69 U.S. cents). 
According to an April New York Times dispatch, 
President Robert Mugabe’s remedy is simply to 
print trillions of dollars in new money (which 
he needs to keep his government workers loyal, 
to prop up his dictatorship). 


CHUTZPAH! 

As Congress debates whether to retain 
the federal estate tax, two advocacy groups 
released evidence in April that 18 super-rich 
families (including the owners of Wal-Mart, 
Gallo wine, Campbell’s soup, and the Mars 
candy company) spent as much as $500 mil- 
lion in the last 10 years through industry 
and trade associations to urge abolition of 
the tax, and if their campaign is successful, 
the families will have saved themselves an 
estimated $71 billion in taxes, a return of 
142 times the investment. (Polls show that 
around 70% of Americans favor abolition, 
even though only one taxpayer in 400 owes 
any tax.) 


STILL MORE CHALLENGES 
TO CHRISTIANITY 

In May, The Times of London reported on 
Japan’s Shingo Village, which is well known to 
locals, and practically no one else, as the burial 
place of Jesus Christ. According to documents 
written in ancient Japanese, Jesus supposedly 
moved to Shingo from Jerusalem as a young man, 
married Miyuko, became a farmer, and died at age 
106. However, that cannot be true, according to 
Katherine Jhawarelall, 35, a Hindu woman with a 
criminology degree living in Durban, South Africa, 
because she is certain that she herself is Jesus 
Christ (after awakening one day in 2004 with a 
swollen arm containing a miracle-producing stig- 
mata), according to a report in Durban’s Post. 


FEUDS 

Cities feel fortunate to have even one 
dependable group of dedicated volunteer 
caretakers for a public park, but Boston’s 
Ringer Park has two. However, they hate each 
other. According to an April Boston Globe 
story, Ringer Park Partnership Group and 
Friends of Ringer Park spread nasty rumors 
about each other, compete ruthlessly for new 
members, resist mediation more fiercely than 
some street gangs do, and, allegedly, commit 
park vandalism in order to embarrass the 
other group. The origin of the feud appears 
to be differences in aggressiveness and in 
attitudes toward dogs, and according to the 
Globe, peace is not in sight. 

WEIRDO-AMERICAN 

COMMUNITY 

In June, another client who did her own 
lawyering, eccentric Susan Polk, was con- 
victed of murdering her husband, after a long 
trial in Martinez, Calif., in which she spent 
two weeks on the witness stand as both ques- 
tioner and witness (and in a judge-allowed 
departure, as her deep-voiced husband, as 
she re-created their conversations). Polk also 
told the jury that she is psychic, that she 
called the September 11 attacks in advance, 
that her husband was an Israeli intelligence 
agent, that she once foiled an assassination 
attempt on the pope, and that Cohn Powell is 
the Antichrist.

day trips

Traveling in France, or any foreign country, is a series of con- 
stant challenges, but the rewards are meeting the people, seeing 
the sites, and sampling the local cuisine. I would never presume to 
be an expert on European travel; however, I did learn a few things 
on a recent trip to the continent. 

My biggest fear of going on a trip to France with my wife was being 
tangled in the barbed wire of the language barrier. Having never 
taken a French class, I do not have even a rudimentary understand- 
ing of the language. The French Made Easy CDs didn’t help much. 

We carried pocket phrase books with us, but a helpful addition 
was a water bottle with commonly used words and phrases printed 
on the side. Developed by a Colorado teacher, the bottles trans- 
late important phrases like “where is the bathroom” to Spanish, 
English, or French (www.bottlesintranslation.com). 

In Paris almost everyone spoke at least a little English, but they 
appreciated an effort to speak their language. An important thing to 
remember is that the French do not start any verbal exchange with- 
out saying “bon jour” and that “please” and “thank you” are impor- 
tant parts of any conversation. As they should be in any language. 

We met a family from Seattle, Wash., near Jim Morrison’s grave, 
and the father complained that the French were rude. He admitted 
that he spoke no French and had not even tried the pleasantries. I 
didn’t take the time to remind him that he was in their country and 
that English must be as difficult for them as French is for us. 

Once we got out of Paris, the natives spoke less English. In one 
small village we asked a man on the street for directions. He spoke 
no English, so he grabbed another man to help explain how to get 
where we wanted to go. As they tried to explain the turns we need- 
ed to take, the volume of their voices kept rising as if our lack of 
understanding was due to a hearing problem. I thought that was a 
totally American phenomenon. 

Getting around Paris was easy once we figured out the bus and 
subway system. The public transportation pass we purchased through 
a travel agent in the states was a great convenience and value. 

The train system in France is a wonderful way to get around the 
country. Trains leave from depots in the center of the city instead of 
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out ot town

What I did learn about driving in France is that they religiously fol- 
low the courtesy of slower traffic staying to the right. The French 
engineers also love traffic circles. With anywhere from four to six 
roads coming together, the roundabouts can be a bit frightening as 
you dodge other cars and try to read directional signs in French. 
After a few tries, they can become rather fun. 

Although France (210,000 square miles) is smaller than Texas 
(268,000 square miles), the country has a head start of several 
centuries when it comes to tourist attractions. There are so many 
interesting things to see in the country, but the best reason to visit 
is the food and wine. The French grow grapes like we grow corn. A 
good bottle of locally produced wine sells for about $5. 

One stereotype about the French that seemed true was that 
French food is phenomenal. We did see a few McDonald’s and a cou- 
ple of KFCs, but generally the restaurants, cafes, and bistros were 
owner-operated. With the large number of choices, even in the small- 
er towns, the chefs take great pride in their work just to compete.

The Hollow 

The Vortex, through July 15

Different Stages’ production of Agatha Christie’s murder 
mystery The Hollow has much to offer, but be warned that 
it requires you, as a viewer, to work harder than you might 
otherwise because the actors speak so quickly. It’s as if 
they or director Norman Blumensaadt are 
worried that the audience is going to be 
impatient with the typical Christie wit, the 
characters’ somewhat complicated relation- 
ships, or the detail inherent in any enjoy- 
able mystery. This is true even at moments 
when it’s quite clear that taking more time 
is required, and it’s somewhat of a shame 
because taking the time necessary to turn 
all the corners in the story sharply would 
have added no more than five minutes to the running 
time. But while I had to muster my focus and concentra- 
tion to keep up, it was worth it in the end. This is, after 
all, Agatha Christie, and the fact that I found myself 
guessing who the murderer was throughout and was highly 
disappointed when I thought - erroneously, as it turned 
out - that the story was going to end without offering this 
most necessary of revelations should tell you all you need 
to know. 

One of the great pleasures of the production is its design. 
When you enter the theatre, you are transported into an 
English country sitting room, as set designer Paul Davis has 


provided everything you might require, from the antique 
furniture to the wooden floor to the fireplace to the console 
radio, gilded mirror, figurines, artwork, vases, flowers - it’s 
all of a piece. Jeanette Driscoll’s costumes only enhance 
the moneyed ambience, the men dapper in the daytime in 
well-cut suits and perfectly knotted ties, changing to tuxe- 
dos for dinner, and the women in soft, colorful fabrics when 
at leisure and in flattering formal wear later in the day. The 
design breathes class and style and supports the story in 
every imaginable way. 

While Blumensaadt has opted for nontraditional cast- 
ing, especially in terms of age, all the actors play gender- 
appropriate roles, and there’s some excellent accent work 
on the part of most. This is particularly so of M. Phillip 
Weisman as the lord of the manor, Sir Henry Angkatell. 
While he’s certainly helped by the design, Weisman looks 
and sounds like exactly what you would expect from a 
propertied English gentleman. Charles P Stites plays Dr. 
John Cristow, the murder victim, and he’s quite effective, 
as you know the moment he enters that someone’s going 
to kill him. I wish I had room to mention most of the 
actors, as almost all of the performances offer something 
to recommend. 

I haven’t mentioned anything about the story, so here 
you are: A close-knit, wealthy English family invites two 
married friends to join them for a holiday at their country 
manor. One of the married couple has been having a long- 
standing affair with a family member and also ends up bed- 
ding an actress that lives nearby. Murder ensues. Everyone 
is suspect. 

And I guarantee you won’t guess who done it.

The high tech culture we live in has brought a seemingly new reality debate into 
play: whether or not virtual reality tools are appropriate and healthy enough to be 
used in teaching environments. Arguments on both sides are bouncing in and out 
of faculty and staff rooms from elementary through high schools, and the idea is up 
for consideration at the university level as well. In a recent publication titled High 

Wired: On the Design , Use , and Theory of Educational MOOs, Austin’s 
own D. Diane Davis, professor of rhetoric at UT, raised questions 
about the divisions we draw between virtual reality online and imagi- 
native reality offline. It seems that the primary concern raised by the 
anti-virtual reality camp is that virtual environments allow people to 
become something they are not and to inhabit worlds, personalities, 
and relationships that are not “real.” Yet, as Davis astutely points 
out, whether onscreen or off, “real” is a very slippery term. Human 
beings are constantly about the business of redefining themselves 
through education, experience, and even role playing. Most of child- 
hood play is a process of trying on different roles and personas, and 
for the adult world, books and art have always been valued for enabling readers, 
viewers, and participants to inhabit realms which are not particularly “real.” 

Take D. Berman Gallery’s current exhibition “HEAT,” for example. Each of the 
works in this summer show draws its viewer into a realm that is, frankly, neither 
here nor there. Cynthia Camlin’s Grotto series, with its watercolors resembling 
stained-glass, creates “false” depth perceptions on flat paper. Faith Gay’s playful 
and nearly neon sculptures are certainly not made for this life, and we could never 
actually inhabit Sarah Greene Reed’s graphically designed visual environments, 
due to their mixed scales. Christopher Schade’s gouache and acrylic environments 
offer tiny virtual realities of the sort where right-bending tree limbs burn in brilliant 
but unmixed patterns of red, yellow, and orange against designed and dreamlike 
backgrounds, and Steve Wiman’s timeless work with found objects plays on our 
need for recognition, yet transforms common pieces of stuff into endearing land- 
scapes of color and history that have surely never existed outside of his creation. 
As each of these works conjure other worlds, I begin to wonder if any art at all 
could pass the reality test championed by virtual reality’s opponents. As a player 
in this debate, art, and the worlds created in its musings, stands as a pertinent 
example of the power, importance, and growth that potential offline virtual realities 
can offer under optimal circumstances. Can the same be said for online virtual 
experiences? Step into “HEAT” and try out the theory - and a few alternate reali- 
ties - for yourself. - Nikki Moore

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“Candace Briceno : 
Nevermore ” 

Women & Their Work, through July 29 



Candace Briceno’s work may be famil- 
iar from last year’s “22 to Watch” at 
the Austin Museum of Art, but a lot can 
happen in the studio in 
a year’s time, and this 
year has obviously been 
a productive one for the 
Austin-area artist. With 
“Nevermore” at Women 
& Their Work, Briceno 
continues her sustained 
inquiry into landscape- 
painting conventions, the 
chemical properties of 
pigment-dyes, and the range of possibili- 
ties for artistic practice opened up by 
the use of wool felt. At the same time, 
she has challenged herself to drive her 
use of color and line into new territory, 
with altogether strong results. 

Of the 18 pieces in the exhibition, Pond, Brownie, and Turf 
most closely resemble the Grass Islands Briceno showed at 
AMOA. These wall-mounted assemblages of brightly colored 
felt swatches, wrapped and stitched around wire hoops, 
appear similar to plants from a Japanese cartoon. Fantastic 
shapes with irresistible tactile qualities are patently artificial 
due not only to form but also color, which Briceno interprets 
through painting rather than straight from nature. A group 
of turf works referencing the four seasons take this organic 
conceit further; although they share the same diminutive size 
as the islands, however, these grassy felt patches are less 
successful, I think, because they are too small. On the other 
hand, the sod works showcase Briceno’s laborious process 
of home-dying her materials. The felt threads that make up 
Spring subtly shift from a brownish-yellow through several 
shades of green, revealing a broad color spectrum that deftly 
conceals the effort that assuredly went into crafting the per- 
fect hue for each felt blade. 


Color-saturated sculptures are complemented by subdued 
pencil and pinprick drawings. Taken as a whole, Briceno’s 
drawings underscore the importance of line in her sculp- 
tures. These are sometimes machine-stitched, sometimes 
painted, or else embroidered around a soft form, creating a 
sharp edge along an otherwise amorphous shape. The punc- 
tured holes of Invisible cleverly mimic the regular spacing of 
a sewing machine needle to trace delicate floral outlines. 
Two huge graphite drawings, collectively titled Peel, reference 
the loosely assembled pile of felt bananas installed on a 
pedestal nearby. Rather than a pile, the drawn banana peels 
cascade down the wall in a nearly abstract and spatially dis- 
orienting mass. 

Other connections and contrasts abound. Sponge, which 
features a stand of stitched dark tree trunks and a bed 
of felt flowers that quite literally jump off the canvas, is 
a smart foil for works like Pond: If the grass islands are 
landscape dioramas, then Sponge is a soft painting. Seen

together, they’re two sides of the artist’s practice that illu- 
minate the diversity of approaches she brings to a single 
idea - two very different versions of Briceno’s brand of 
landscape. All in all this makes for an intellectually stimulat- 
ing viewing experience but doesn’t add up to a particularly 
focused show. Briceno presents the seeds for multiple bod- 
ies of work in progress, a studio sampler that could have 
used a little curatorial editing (a group of acrylic-on-paper 
paintings, although lovely, felt totally out of place).

It’s back to the future for Richard Linklater in his ani- 
mated film version of Philip K. Dick’s 1977 acclaimed novel 
A Scanner Darkly, a near-30-year-old work of prescient sci- 
ence fiction whose film setting is seven years in the future. 

In other words, events in the film are happening in the great 
big now, similar to the way they occurred in the past, will 
unfold in the future, and always will be as long as there are 
governments, and citizens, and drugs that fuel the paranoic 
fears intrinsic to all sides of the equation. The look of the 
film expands on the technique of interpo- 
lated rotoscoping from live-action video that 
Linklater and company used to animate his 
film Waking Life. (For more on the labor- 
intensive animation process, which was 
conducted right here in Austin, see p.50 of 
this week’s Screens section.) Animating the 
film proves to be a terrific strategy, as it enhances the 
story’s mood of squinty surveillance and ubiquitous 
uncertainty. Nothing can be trusted to appear as it is; 
no one can be trusted to be who he or she claims. 

The film’s central figure, Bob Arctor (Reeves), is a drug dealer who also 
takes huge quantities of Substance D - a lethally addictive drug about 
which it’s said, “You’re either on it or haven’t tried it.” Bob is also one 
of the manifestations of Fred, the government agent who is assigned 
to spy on Bob and his friends. Bob is essentially conducting surveil- 
lance on himself. To what extent he’s even aware of his deeply divided 
identity is uncertain. Then there’s also his (amusingly cast) Substance 
D-using roommates Jim Barris (Downey Jr.) and Ernie Luckman 
(Harrelson); another longtime user and bug-haunted pal Charles Freck 
(Cochrane); and Bob’s sometimes girlfriend Donna Hawthorne (Ryder), 
who is also suspected of dealing. The plot becomes very dense and 
confusing as the overall paranoia mounts, and there’s no clarity as 
to who’s spying on whom or what’s real and what’s drug-induced. In 
this regard, the movie, like Dick’s book, is one of the best depictions 


ever offered of the drug-addled state. However, its accuracy doesn’t fully 
compensate for the viewers’ experience of confusion while watching the 
film (although a second viewing, which, granted, shouldn’t be necessary, 
does sharpen comprehension). The constant patter of these characters 
is amusing and provides lots of flavor (at times, it’s almost as if these 
chattering creatures have crept in from Linklater’s Slacker rather than 
this cutting-edge science-fiction work), but as a whole, the film has too 
little character and/or plot development to sustain narrative interest. 
What A Scanner Darkly excels at is mood and tone, and Dick’s mixed-up 
story about there being no difference between cops and criminals in a 
world of pervasive surveillance is as cautionary a tale today and tomor- 
row as it was 30 years ago. Terrifically good performances are turned 
in by the cast, especially by Downey Jr., who owns the screen in every 
one of his scenes, and a suitably trippy music score by Austin’s Graham 
Reynolds also supplements the film’s tone. As the title implies, there’s a 
certain opacity to A Scanner Darkly, but at times it can be as naked as 
the lunch on the end of your fork. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Or maybe it’s his head, 
which he alternately describes as hurting. 
It’s Saturday night in Bucharest, and after 
two phone calls during which he’s asked 
a lot of confusing questions, help has not 
yet arrived. He beseeches his apartment 
neighbors for painkillers, but they treat 
him quizzically - just as everyone else 
in Lazerescu’s sad saga. The first thing 
each one asks is if he’s been drinking, 
and of course the answer is yes. You see, 
Lazarescu is an old, decrepit, and smelly 
widower who lives by himself with his three 
cats. Even though everybody he encounters 
is ready to assume that his ailments are 
a result of his drinking (and therefore his 
own fault), Lazarescu knows that his pain 
is not liquor-induced. After a half-hour, the 
medic Mioara (Gheorghiu) finally appears, 
but seemingly the more questions she 
asks the more muddled his medical his- 
tory be-comes. It’s nearly an hour into the 
movie before Mioara takes Lazarescu in the 
am-bulance to the hospital - which turns 


out to be the first of four hospitals they will 
visit before their night’s journey is through. 
At each location, the patient is treated 
with disdain and scorn, as he’s variously 
ignored, diagnosed, chastised, and passed 
off elsewhere. Mioara, who stays by his 
side throughout the ordeal, is also treated 
badly by supercilious doctors and nurses 
who miss no opportunity to demean her 
knowledge. In many ways this Romanian 
film, which won Un Certain Regard Award 
at Cannes 2005, is very nationally specific. 
Lazarescu mentions ailments and requests 
pills in words that aren’t very well-trans- 
lated, plus we have to hope that the horrific 
emergency-room conditions shown here 
are not universal. Even though we like to 
think otherwise, we know the reality is that 
American emergency rooms don’t run as 
seamlessly as the do on TV’s ER. Puiu films 
The Death of Mr. Lazarescu in extremely 
long, handheld takes that give the impres- 
sion of truthful, real-time observation. With 
a running time of 2 1 / 2 hours, the death rat- 
tle of Mr. Lazarescu (whose full name is the 
symbolically rich Dante Remus Lazarescu) 
is painful to endure. The viewer will often 
feel like leaping into the frame to stage 
a sudden intervention. As a portrait of a 
broken medical system The Death of Mr. 
Lazarescu is hopelessly depressing. Yet as 
a story of the callous impersonalization we 
inflict upon one another, the film is timeless.

© THE HEART OF THE GAME 

D: Ward Serrill. ( PG - 1 3 , 9 8 m i n . ) 

Darnellia Russell is a world-class ath- 
lete. Recruited for the girls’ varsity bas- 
ketball team during her freshman year at 
Seattle’s Roosevelt High School, Darnellia 
wants to play in the WNBA; at one point, 
she brandishes a fistful of college schol- 
arship offers. She has a supportive family 
dedicated to her success, and she has an 
outstanding coach in Bill Resler, a tax-law 
professor who taught his own daughter 
to play. Resler turns the girls’ program 
around with sprint drills, hard work, and 
aggression - “Our mindset is, Anybody 
I’m guarding dies,”’ he tells his players 
- but Darnellia will have to struggle to 
stay in the game after she becomes preg- 
nant and drops out of school temporarily. 
This documentary by first-timer Serrill, 
which screened at last year’s South by 
Southwest and now arrives at theatres, 
struggles to find its story and should 
have been edited as aggressively as the 
Roosevelt Roughriders play, as the film 
encompasses seven years and gets mired 
in other players’ stories, stretching itself 
too thin while leaving other questions 
open. There’s an overabundant voiceover 
(by rapper Ludacris) and a conceit involv- 
ing the team’s mascot (who wears a 
green clown wig, green body paint, and a 
crocheted striped afghan) that vanishes 
inexplicably midway through the movie. 


Just the same, Darnellia is an inspir- 
ing and engaging heroine, and her story 
speaks volumes about the marginalization 
of women’s athletics: Even as the team 
does everything right, winning games 
and winning fans, Darnellia is barred 
from play by the state’s interscholastic 
board. After she re-enrolls in school and 
resumes pursuing her diploma, she’s still 
punished for being a teenage mother. 

And those scholarship offers? Forget it. 
There’s a wonderful storybook aspect to 
the ending, which I will not reveal, but 
this is not necessarily a feel-good story. 
It’s a story about people who keep plug- 
ging away in spite of their challenges 
because they love sports. It’s a good bet 
for youth audiences (the PG-13 rating is 
for one instance of language) and finds 
plenty of thought-provoking subject matter 
courtside. See p.49 of this week's Screens 
section for an interview with the director 
that occurred when the film played here in 
March during SXSW.)

THE KING 

D: James Marsh; with Gael Garcia Bernal, William 
Hurt, Pell James, PaulDano. (R, 105 min.) 

The most frustrating films are the ones 
that reach desperately for something 
great, but fall just short of capturing it. In 
his dark and twisted narrative debut, The 
King, British director James Marsh’s reach 
extends so far we can hear his muscles 
strain, yet what he’s reaching for is never 
quite clear. He certainly throws in some 
interesting ideas, strong characterizations, 
and a couple of sensational twists, cour- 
tesy of screenwriter Milo Addica (Monster's 
Ball). However, he obscures these aspects 
with muddled directing and a surprisingly 
shallow protagonist that even the talented 
Garcia Bernal (The Motorcycle Diaries, YTu 
Mama Tambien) can’t bring to life. The pro- 
tagonist in question is Elvis, a young man 
who returns from the navy to seek out his 
estranged father (Hurt). It turns out that 
his father is now a pastor with a family in 
Corpus Christi (despite the obviously sym- 
bolic setting, the film was actually shot in 
Austin), and predictably, he wants nothing 
to do with his illegitimate son. Dejected, 
Elvis begins to exact revenge on the pas- 
tor, starting by seducing his daughter 
and finishing with sadistic extremes that 
would make Lady Vengeance director Park 
Chan-wook proud. To Marsh’s credit, he 
develops Pastor Sandow’s fundamentalist 
family with a sense of empathy and under- 
standing that most indie films eschew in 
favor of cheap satire. Hurt’s performance 
is especially affecting: He transforms 
what should have been a thankless role 
into a dynamic and complex one that 
transcends the usual stereotypes associ- 
ated with Southern Baptists. But, while 
Marsh pays close attention to his support- 
ing characters, Elvis remains a one-note 
sociopath who carries out the cruel acts 
with an oh-so-ironic boyish innocence. The 
usually reliable Garcia Bernal alternates 
among about three facial expressions, 
and often it seems that he too is puzzled 
by his character’s simplicity. His lack of 
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depth proves especially distracting as his 
revenge plans move past all rationality 
and venture into the realm of needless 
sadism. It’s hard to pinpoint Marsh’s atti- 
tude toward the characters or the events 
that unfold, and how audience members 
react will depend heavily on the religious 
convictions they bring in with them. 
However, the many possible ways to read 
the film might be more fruitful if Marsh’s 
direction was more assured. For much of 
the film, it feels as though he’s simply 
tossing out vague symbols, religious allu- 
sions, non sequiturs, and shocking trans- 
gressions, hoping something will click. His 
choices about what to reveal and what to 
leave ambiguous feel arbitrary, and the 
ending especially falls short. A profound 
or thought-provoking conclusion may have 
helped mend the film’s inconsistency, 
or at least made Garcia Bernal’s char- 
acter seem significant. Instead, it feels 
as though Marsh wanted to propose a 
number of complicated questions to the 
audience, but never took the time to think 
about them himself.

God help the moviegoer with attention deficit 
disorder: The Da Vinci Code comes at you like the 
fast and the furious and seldom lets up. While Akiva 
Goldman’s faithful adaptation of Dan Brown’s runaway 
bestseller and pop-culture phenomenon treats the 
novel as if it were a sacred text, the blur between the 
film and its literary source should come as no real 
surprise, given how reading The Da Vinci Code often 
felt like watching a movie. But where the book gave 
the reader a sense of participation in solving that 
theological whodunit, the film relegates the audience 
to the passive role of digesting pieces of information 
as fast as it can spit them out. Director Howard does 
a serviceable job of keeping up the film’s pace (by 
the third act, however, the movie falters badly). For 
all the brouhaha, however, The Da Vinci Code is really 
nothing but the Hardy Boys dressed up in provocative 
attire.

THE FAST AND THE FURIOUS: TOKYO DRIFT

The third installment in this flashy franchise 
opens with a bravura demolition derby through 
a suburban neighborhood, but unfortunately, the 
rest of the film disappoints as it plods through 
worthless characterization and mediocre race 
sequences, then fizzles without ever approaching 
the audacious energy of the introduction. Black 
takes the driver’s seat as a racing enthusiast who 
joins his estranged father in Japan and becomes 
entrenched in the city’s racing underworld, which 
holds close ties with the yakuza.

Despite perpetual rumors of its demise, the 
Western is alive and well in the Australian out- 
back. The Proposition, whose screenplay and 
score are by cult musician of gloom Nick Cave, 
follows in the gritty tradition of Sam Peckinpah, 
John Huston, and Robert Aldrich - American film- 
makers who made Westerns about strong-willed 
men and the individualized codes by which they 
live. This Australian outback comprises its own 
kind of badlands: harsh, inhospitable terrain that 
provides cover for desperados so completely 
beyond the human pale that they seem to have 
more in common with wild animals. The story 
is set in the 1880s, when the English still ruled 
the continent, wresting the land from the indig- 
enous peoples and claiming it for their own. Yet 
law and governance remain distant realities, and 
their application even more remote. Like the 
countryside it portrays, The Proposition is visually 
brutal and bloody.

Fiona Apple 

BACKYARD, FRIDAY 7 

Fiona Apple has come a long way from the sulky, slightly bratty 
teen who famously declared, a decade ago, that “this world is 
bullshit” on the MTV Music Awards. Apple, now 28, has matured 
into an effervescent woman we don’t need to watch with a fur- 
rowed brow anymore. 

Extraordinary Machine, her first album in six years, was 
released last fall after a media-documented tug-of-war with her 
label Epic, who felt her songs weren’t commercial enough. No one 
knew what to expect, given Apple’s mercurial public image, which 
ranged from the (allegedly) unhinged teenage cutter of 1996’s 
Tidal to the unhinged femme fatale of 1999’s When the Pawn.... 

Machine was a pleasant surprise, however, revealing a leveled 
version of Fiona Apple that was close to hinged. She handpicked 
her touring partners, David Garza and Damien Rice, the latter of 
whom she had not heard until someone suggested him as her 
partner on the double bill; after listening to his bittersweet 0, she 
was duly impressed. 

“I feel like there’s such a lack of genuineness ... people seem 
to be making music so that they can get famous and not because 
they mean what they’re doing,” she says from San Francisco. "I 
really felt like, this guy really means it.” 

She’s proving she means it by touring for the first time in 
almost a decade, something that would have threatened her deli- 
cate psyche in the past, and performing the songs that helped 
earn her reputation as a nut job. 


“For some reason, when I’m singing them, I completely revert 
back to being that way,” she explains. “There’s been a few times 
during shows where, in between songs, I think, ‘I can’t believe I 
still have this anger in me!’ 

“I don’t want to be faking any of it, but I don’t feel like this nor- 
mally. I’m hoping that something takes over me so that I can mean 
the songs and perform them well because, otherwise, I really am 
one of the angriest people I’ve ever known!” - Melanie Haupt

Q. I always thought high doses of vitamin D would 
be dangerous, but now I hear we might need at least 
1000 IJJ/day. What’s new in vitamin D research? 

A. Vitamin D is really a “conditional nutrient” 
in the same category as coenzyme Q-10, glu- 
tathione, and glucosamine. These are all small 
organic molecules that the body is able to make 
but cannot always make in sufficient amounts 
to maintain health. Although vitamin D clearly 
fits the definition of a hormone, it has long been 
classified as a vitamin. It is produced in the skin 
when a form of cholesterol is changed into a 
steroid hormone by ultraviolet light. 

Compared to the current dietary intake recom- 
mendations of 200-400 IU per day for adults, 20 
minutes of exposure to sunlight of the correct wave- 
length generates about 20,000 IU of vitamin D in a 
healthy adult. This is clearly enough to avoid defi- 
ciency and build up the body’s stores. Additional 
exposure to sunlight does not lead to overproduc- 
tion of vitamin D because continued sunlight expo- 
sure destroys vitamin D. Circumstances such as 
having dark skin or living in higher latitudes reduce 
the production of vitamin D. 

The classic sign of vitamin-D deficiency is 
failure to maintain normal blood levels of cal- 
cium, resulting in the formation of weak bones. 
This condition is called rickets in children and 
osteomalacia (early osteoporosis) in adults. 
Vitamin D strengthens bone by stimulating the 
absorption, not only of calcium, but also of 
phosphorus and magnesium. 

By taking calcium from bones, vitamin D can 
raise blood levels of calcium, causing calcium 
to deposit in the body’s soft tissues. Because 
the consequences of these calcium deposits 
are so severe, the Food and Nutrition Board 
established a very conservative tolerable upper 
limit, 1000 IU/day for infants and 2000 IU/day 
for children and adults. However, recently pub- 
lished research suggests that these limits are 
overly conservative and that vitamin D toxicity 
in healthy adults may begin at 10,000 IU/day. 
Some nutritionists are pushing for a Daily Value 
recommendation of 1000 IU/day to replace the 
current 400 IU/day. 

Vitamin D receptors are present in most, if 
not all, body cells, and research suggests that 
vitamin D is involved in regulation of cell growth 
and differentiation - the process that determines 
what a cell will become. Vitamin D tends to 
inhibit cell growth and stimulate differentia- 
tion of cells. While cell growth is essential for 
wound healing, uncontrolled growth of cells 
with certain mutations may lead to cancer. The 
geographic distribution of several types of cancer 
(colon, breast, and prostate), high blood pres- 
sure, and several autoimmune diseases (mul- 
tiple sclerosis, rheumatoid arthritis, and Type 
I diabetes) is similar to the historic geographic 
distribution of rickets, providing circumstantial 
evidence that decreased sunlight exposure may 
be related to an increased risk of developing 
these diseases. 

The effect of vitamin D on psoriasis, a disfig- 
uring skin disorder that affects some 50 million 
people worldwide, is well established. Psoriasis 
causes skin cells to multiply uncontrollably with- 
out differentiation so that they form an unsightly 
rash. Topical application of activated vitamin D 
can inhibit skin cell growth and is now approved 
by the U.S. Food and Drug Administration for 
treatment of psoriasis.

GROUNDS FOR ANNULMENT 

How can someone qualify to get an annulment in Texas? 

As last week’s “Common Law” discussed, lots of 
people understand the basics of divorce but know very 
little about annulment. Like divorce, an annulment is 
another way that a Texas court can dissolve a marriage. 
The advantage of obtaining an annulment is that, once 
granted, it is as if the marriage never happened. 

Texas law expressly recognizes very specific grounds 
for an annulment. Here they are: 

Underage: The court may grant an annulment of a 
person under 18 years of age (the rules are a bit differ- 
ent depending on the person’s exact age). An underage 
person that wants to annul a marriage must do it before 
their 18 th birthday. 

Influence of Alcohol or Drugs: Ever wake up with 
a killer headache, a strange person next to you, and 
a ring on your finger? If yes, annulment may be your 
ticket, as long as you don’t continue to stay together. 
Someone who didn’t have capacity to consent to the 
marriage due to drug or alcohol impairment may seek 
an annulment as long as they don’t continue to volun- 
tarily cohabitat after the alcohol or drugs wear off. 
Impotency: If either person was impotent at the time 
of marriage, the other spouse did not know of the 
impotency, and the couple does not cohabitat with 
the other party since learning of the impotency, then a 
court may grant an annulment. 

Fraud, Duress, or Force: If either person used fraud, 
duress, or force to induce the marriage, an annulment 
may be granted as long as the couple has not cohabi- 
tated since learning of the fraud or being released from 
the duress or force. 

Mental Incapacity: Annulments can be obtained 
under certain circumstances where one party did not 
have full mental capacity to enter into the marriage. 
Concealed Divorce: Got married within 30 days of get- 
ting divorced and didn’t tell your partner? Under certain 
circumstances this could be a reason for annulment. 
Marriage Less Than 72 Hours After Issuance of 
License: An annulment could be granted if the mar- 
riage takes place within the 72-hour period imme- 
diately following issuance of the marriage license. 
Annulment on this ground must be brought before the 
30th day after the date of the marriage.

TOM AND RAY DISCUSS ETHANOL 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I’ve always wondered about ethanol. Seems too good to be 
true -you just plant some corn, harvest it, and in no time you 
have fuel for your car. So I Googled ethanol on the Web. There 
are tons of Web sites extolling the great benefits of corn-based 
ethanol as a fuel. Then I found one, HealthAndEnergy.com, that 
made the opposite case. You guys went to MIT. Am I missing 
something? The report on this site says that 131,000 BTUs 
are needed to make 1 gallon of ethanol, but each gallon of 
ethanol only produces 77,000 BTUs. That means were losing 
54,000 BTUs for every gallon we produce. Just wondered if 
you guys have an opinion. Best regards. - Charlie 

TOM: Yes. But, as usual, it’s not an informed one. 

RAY: This issue is not only very controversial, it’s also ripe 
for all kinds of obfuscation from various interested parties. 

TOM: Right. I mean, if guys with degrees in chemical 
engineering can’t agree on the answer, how the heck are 
we supposed to know who’s telling the truth? 

RAY: Wait a minute. You do have a degree in chemical 
engineering. 

TOM: Yeah. But to understand this issue, I’d have to 
actually read all those papers! That would cut into my 
nap time. 

RAY: All right. Well, from what we can tell, the basic 
issue is this: When you calculate how much energy it 
takes to produce a gallon of ethanol, you have to make 
certain decisions. Everybody agrees that you need to 
include the energy needed to plant the com, water it, har- 
vest it, and convert the starch to alcohol. But, for instance, 
do you include the energy needed to manufacture the 
tractors that plow the fields? Scientists disagree about that. 

TOM: They also disagree about the other side of 
the equation. The guy whose study you refer to, David 
Pimentel of Cornell University, is very well regarded and 
has been studying this issue for years. He adds up his cal- 
culation of the amount of energy needed to grow the com 
and then subtracts the amount of energy you get from a 
gallon of ethanol and gets a negative number. 

RAY: But there are other credible researchers, like 
David Lorenz and David Morris of the Institute for Local 
Self-Reliance, who take Pimentel’s research and say yes, 
but, a gallon of ethanol isn’t the only thing you get from 
that com you grow. You also get stuff like com oil and 
gluten feed. So, some of the energy that goes into growing 
the com has to be assigned to those other com byprod- 
ucts, too. When they do the numbers, the energy ratio of 
ethanol comes out positive. 

TOM: So, the answer is not clear. What everybody 
does agree on is that ethanol made from plants with 
more cellulose, like switchgrass or sugar cane, will pro- 
duce more ethanol per acre than com will. And that will 
improve the case for ethanol - no matter what your start- 
ing point. 

RAY: People also agree that using ethanol that we 
grow at home reduces the amount of foreign oil we need, 
which may eventually mean we don’t have to spend bil- 
lions to send our kids to guard oil fields overseas. So, 
there’s a national security issue here in addition to a 
scientific one. 

TOM: And then there are other questions. Like, how 
much of this ethanol blitz is a big, wet, government-sub- 
sidized kiss to big agri-business and com growers? Is it 
ethical to use food to fuel our cars when people are going 
hungry? And if I’m using the stuff in my Grand Cherokee, 
will the price of a com dog go through the roof? 

RAY: We don’t have the answers, Charlie. But we’re 
eager to see some more light shed on the subject. And 
we’re eager to move beyond com to more efficient plant- 
based ethanol and see what kind of scale that could 
achieve. Meanwhile, pass the butter, will ya?

Every once in a while those objects col- 
lide and occasionally, one or more of those objects is 
a skull, a human skull. Snap, crackle, pop ... or, as 
Homer Simpson is always saying, “Doh!” You could 
probably shave off some probability by wearing a hel- 
met, but unless you’re piloting some sort of vehicle 
or drinking beer from them, helmets are a little passe. 
Then again, you might be the kind of person with 
enough juice to become the new messiah of protec- 
tive headgear, ff so, hallelujah!
